Kent, Ill., Jan. 28.—[Special. ]—Thirty-eight 
were seriously and two fatally injured 
and one man killed in a wreck on the Chicago 
Great Western railway two miles west of 

Kent at 12:45 o’clock tnis afternooy __- 

“fhe train was the special lwmber-dcalers’ 

excursion of ten cars, carrying home 600 lum- 

bermen from their meeting in Chicago. They 

are principally residents of St. Paul and Miu- 

neapolis, and among them are many promi- 
pent and wealthy dealers.

All the injured passengers were taken to 
their homes after midnight on special trains. 

The injured trainmen were left here and at 
Yellow Creek. 

Guests of the Road. 

The excursionists were the invited guests of 
the road and they went to Chicago Wednesday. 
There were 600 !umber dealers on board and all 
but four or five were men. They left Chicago 
at 8:10 o’clock this morning on the home 
trip. Conductor Ashman had charge of the 
train and Engineer Hullison of the engine. 

Two miles west of Kent while running down 
the steep grade the rails spread and the train 
was derailed. 

The engine and firet two cars staidon the 
cross ties, the next six coaches rolled down the 
twenty-foot embankment, and were more or 
less badly wrecked. The other two cars re- 
Mained on the track. 

An engine from Yellow Creek was immedi- 
ately sent tothe scene of the wreck and the 
wounded and dead placed in the sleeper and 
the coaches taken to Yellow Creek, where 
proper medical attendance was procured at 
the hotel. 

An account. of the wreck as told by an eye- 
Witness is az follows: 

Story of the Wreck, 

‘Asthe train was going down a steep grade 
there was a sudden stop and evérybody was 
badly shaken up. When the passengers in 
the rear coach recovered they rushed forward 
8nd saw six coaches lying on their sides with 
Windows smashed and ends of the cars 
crushed. The screams from within the 
Wrecked coaches were heartrending. 

W.E. Akers was déad, several had fainted, 
©ne unfortunate who had been on the plat- 
form was crushed between the cars. A traip- 
Man withan ax cut him out. There was a 
wild fight for the windows. The car stoves 
Were overturned and the cars caught fire. 
Snow was used to put out the flames. 

Three weeks ago three oil tanks were wrecked 
in the same piace and the oil was knee deep 
nda possible oil fire was imminent. 

The gasuline stove in the ditmg-car was 
@bout to explode when the cook turned off the 
oil. 

The work of refcuing the wounded was 
Pushed with vigor by several hundred mep. 

h car was crowded, 300 being in those over- 


turned. Thirty seriously injured were carried 


out, and probably 150 others were sligntly in- 
. - Few, if any, escaped. They were 
toaded in the two cars and taken back to Yel- 
low Creek. The entire party followed three 


hours later. At midnight special trains from 


Chicago conveyed the company home. Wreck- 


ing trains from Dubuque had the track clear 
atilp.m. . 

Trainmaster J. E. Flint had charge of the 
excursion. At 6 o’clock Division Super- 
intendent McNab left Chicago to oversee the 
clearing away of the wreck. At the same time 
J. M. Egan, General Manager, ieft St. Paul 
on a special train for the scene. All wires are 
down and conneetion with the outer world is 
difficult. 

Several hundred anxious travelers were try- 
ing all day to inform relatives of their safety, 
but failed. 

H. E. Gibson of Minneapolis was in one of 
the wrecked coaches. He said: ‘“ When the 
shock came we were ali throwa forward and 
down hill with the cars rolling over. Then 
everything was confusion and the cars caught 
fire. Many climbed out through the windows 
to get snow. We stepped into oil eighteen 
inches deep. There had been a wreck there a 
few days before of oil tanks. 

No Women Hurt. 
_ “ When we counted lossea there weré thirty- 
one seriously and 150 or more slightly wound- 
ed. The scenes were the same as at all 
wrecks. No women were burt. We were 
having®a tine time when the shock came.” 


WAS THE LUMBERMAN’S ATTORNEY. 


Mr, Akers Well-Known Throughout the 
North west, . 

Mrinyeapouis, Minn., Jan. 28.—[Special. }|— 
Walter E. Akers, the man killed in the wreck 
on the Chicage and Great Western railway at 
Kent, Ill., today, was a memberof the law 
firm of Akers & Lancaster of this city. 

He leavesa wife and two children. Mr. 
Akers was the attorney of the Northwestern 
Lumbermen’s Association. 

Mr. Akers will be remembered by many old 
members of th@ National Guard as Capt. 
Akers of Company G, Fourth Regiment, I. N. 
G., at Decorah, Ia., from 1881 to 1884. 
He formed a partnership with Judge 
Cooley of Decorah some years ago and 
they afterwards removed to Minneapolis, 
where after a few years Judge Cooley retired 
from the firm, and the present firm cf Akers 
& Lancaster was formed. He was dbout 
38 years of age and was known as an ex- 
ceedingly bright'and clever lawyer and a 
highly-respected citizen.

MRS. ABIGAIL &. FIELD PASSES AWAY. 


Dies from Heart Failure at Her 
Daughter’s Home in Evanston. 

Mrs. Abigail S. Field, widow of Eugene 
Field of Charlemont, Mass., and mother of 
Mrs. H. M. Boltwood of Evanston, died yes- 
terday afternoon at 3 o’clock from heart fail- 
ure at the home of her daughter, No. 120 Ben- 
ton avenue, Evanston. Her death was not 
unexpected. 

Born and reared in New England, Mrs 
Field belonged to a family of remarkable vi- 
tality. Of the four children in the family one 
died at the age of 79, two at the age of 89, and 
she herself had nearly completed her 95th 
year. Mrs. Field was born in Shelburne, 
Mass., Feb. 12, 1798. She was married at the 
age of 26, and the rest of her life, with the ex- 
ception of the last two years, was spent in 
Charlemont, Mass. After the death of her 
husband, twelve years ago, she made her 
home with her youngest son in Charlemont. 
He died two years ago and she then came to 
live with her daughter in Evanston. 

Mrs. Field was 2 years of age when Gen. 
Washington died. She had a distinct remem- 
brance of the war of 1812 and could tell inter- 
esting stories of those times. After she came 
to Evanston she was very féeble, and during 
the two weeks preceding her death she was 
confined to her bed. Of her five children only 
one survives her, Mrs. H. M. Boltwood, 

The funeral will be private and will be held 
tomorrow. The interment will take place at 
Rosehill.

Breissier patronized Lee Ring’s laundry at 
No. 340 West Madison street, and claims that 
after he had paid for his washing he couldn’t 
get it sent home, thuugh he called about it 
threetimes. Last night he went tothe laundry 
determined tu have his Sunday supply of linen 
or Mongolian-gore. He furnished the gore him- 
self. Breissler told Lee! Ring what he thought 
of him and he responded with a flat-iron. 
Then Breissier brought a chair mMmto play and 
Lee got reinforcements in the person of Lee 
Sing. Breissler was getting the upper hand 
when one of the Chinamen drew a gun and 
shot him in the back. 

The bullet was extracted at the County Hos- 
pital and Breissier was taken hore. His in- 
jury is not serious. The Chinamen are locked 
up at the West Lake Street Station.

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ITS TREASURY EMPTY | 


THE WHISKY TRUST HASN’T A OENT 
AND OWES $700,000. 


At a Meeting in New York Yesterday the 
Combine Resolves to Cut Down the 
Price of Spirits 18 Cents a Gallon, the 
Reduction to Go Into Effect Monday— 
Rebate Fand of $1,800,000 Used Up— 
No Dividend Declared — Keene and 
White Lose Heavily on the Bull Pool, “ 

The finances of the Distilling and Cattle 

Feeding company, otherwise known as the 

whisky trust, appear to be in a frightful mud- 

die. A meeting of the company’s directors 


was held in New York yesterday afternoon | 


and evening to consider the state of the trade 
which has been paralyzed by the recent ad- 
vance of 20 cents a gallon in the price of spir- 
its. The trust expected Congress to put a bigger 
tax on spirits, andin order to get the benefit 
of the consequent advance in price has been 
buying additional distilleries and making 
enormous quantities of their product. The 
failure of Congress to report the bill as ex- 
pected was a serious blow to the trust. 

At the meeting yesterday the ‘directors de- 
cided to reduce the price of spirits 18 cents a 
gallon, to tal& effect Monday, and aecided to 
close their big distillery in Cincinnati. Some 
of the Eastern directors took occasion to in- 
quire as to the finances of the company, in 
view of recent ugly rumors about the condi- 
tion of the fund composed of money held as 
rebates, payable to dealers who take their 
spirits exc.usively from the trust. 

Treasurer W. N. Hobart presented a’ state- 
ment. Itshowed that there was no cash in 
the treasury, and that the company owes 
about $700,000, besides having used up the re- 
bate fund amounting to between $1,300,000 
and $1,800,000. In view of all this the direc- 
tors passed a resolution that no dividend 
should be declared, and that net earnings be 
from this time forward devoted, first, to pay- 
ing floating debt, and next to restorimg the re- 
bate fund. 

The mecting was held at the new club, No. 
739 Fifth avenue. President Joseph H. Green- 
hut of Peoria, Ijl., presided, and Vice-Presi- 
dent Herbert L. J. L. Terrell of New York, 
Secretary Peter J. Hennessy of Chicago, 
Treasurer Wilham N. Hobart of Cincinnati, 
and Warren H, Corning of Cleveland were 
present. The meeting was alongone, and 
much heated debate was indulged in. 

“ The substance of the entire proceedings,” 
said President Greenhut last night, *“* was the 
reduction of 18 cents. The reduction was 
made to equalize the increase in price due to 
the speculative demand caused by the tax agi- 
tation in Congress,”’ 

Two. Big Losers on the Pool. 

It was rumored last week in Wall street that 
James Keene and S. V. White had met with 
serious losses through the disruption of the 
whisky pool. The extent of these losses was 
learned yesterday. Keene lost about $150,000 
and S, V. White somewhere near $100,000, so 
that to these two Wall street leaders the bul! 
pool meant a loss of $250,000 since the first of 
the year. 

‘ihe story of the whisky trust speculation 
may be briefly outlined. The stock was listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange two years 
ago. There was $35,000,000 of it. This 
represented about eighty distilleries, and a 
third of them were in this State. There were 
eleven in Indiana, sixteen in Ohio, two. in 
New York. and two in California. The actual 
value of the plant was perhaps $10,000,000. 
The trust was formed in 1887. 
No dividends of any account were paid 
until jast year. A quarterly dividend of one- 
half per cent was paid in January, 
this wasreduced in July and October in the 
face of threatened legal proceedings. The 
last réports made in March, 1892, showed 
that the property was earning about $2,000,000 
net or about 6 per cent on the entire capital 
stock. 

There was little speculation in the concern 
until about a year ago, when the speculators 
were put in charge of Mr. Keene, and the bull 
pool was formed. After that the stock be- 
came active, and all kinds of stories were in 
circalation concerning the property. Last 
Octuber the stories came thick and fast. One 
was to the effect that the trust was guaranteed 
immunity from Congressional interference, 
and another said that the company’s earnings 
were increasing to a wonderful extent. 

Then followed the announcement that a 
dividend would be paid in January at the rate 
of 6 per cent annually, and, as a result of all 
this enthusiastic information, the stock, which 
had hovered around 60 for many weeks, final- 
ly touched 71. Then cameunfavorable stories 
of interference at Washington and the stock 
broke back to 62. It recovered, however, and 
at the beginning of the year the quotations 
were in the neignburhood of 68, 

Western Members Begin to Sell. 

It was at this point that the Western mem- 
bers of the pool begar to sell out on their as- 
sociates. The stock broke to 60 and under, 
and after that both Keene and White began to 
buy. Starting with58 Keene bought - 1,000 
shares of stock every eighth per cent down, 
and before he stopped he accumulated 23,000 
shares. White bought 300 shares on the same 
scale, and when he had finished his holdings 
were 7,000, Then Keene and White began to 
sinell the treachery of their associates. 

James R, Keene made such enormous sums 
of money last year that aloss of $150,000, so 
far from crippling him, is a matter of little 
consequence. Wall street men are, however, 
emphatic in their expression of admiration 
over the philosophic manner in which he has 
taken hisloss. Noone has heard a squeal of 
any kind. Although, to use the language of 
Wall street, Mr. Keene’s associates “ played 
dog ’’ vn him, he has not been heard to mut- 
ter asingie criticism on their proceedings. 
Perhaps, however, he is waiting patieatly to 
secure his revenge. 

In commenting on the participation of W. 
C. Whitney in the deal a leading Wall street 
man said yesterday that Mr. Whitney is un- 
questionably one of the shrewdest and most 
far-sighted men in the field of stock specula- 
tion. ‘*‘ You never know Whitney is there,” 
said the broker, “until you have dug him out, 
and this kind of men are the most dangerous 
and the most successful.” 

How much Messrs. Whitney and Payne and 
those who acted with them made out of the 
whisky trust can only be guessed. They have 
been constantly collecting profits on the fluc- 
tuations, and the stock which they finally un- 
loaded around 60 had probably cost something 
like 40, 

The pool, it seems, was made up of William 
C. Whitney, his brother-in-law, Oliver 4, 
Payne, the Standard ‘il millionaire of Cleve- 
land, Moore & Schley, and a number of: 
Western customers of the firm, includ- 
ing, it is believed, President Greenhut of the 
whisky trust, besides James R. Keene and S. 
V. White. The detaiis of the agreement that 
governed the pool are of course not’ known, 
but it was doubtless agreed, as in all such 
cases, to hoist the quotations as far as possible 
and unload on the public. 

Refused Loans on Trust Certificates, 

The trouble arose from the fact that the 
Moore & Schley party broke faith with the 
other members of the pool and sold out their 
stock to their associates at the prices which, it 
is alleged, haa been artificially manufactured. 

To add to the troubles of the trust the story 
spread through Wall street yesterday that 
Moore & Schiey had refused to loan on 
whisky trust certificates. Moore & Schley 
denied that any such refusal had been made, 
but if was learned in several cases where 
commission houses had applied for loans 
that certifivates of the whisky trust 
had been marked off the list of accept- 


able collateral, When a banking firm of any i 


as; 


importance in Wall street refuses to loan 
money on a stock it is equivalent to giving 
that stock a pretty bad black eye in its capac- 
ity as a speculative commodity, 
Meeting of Dealers to Oppose the Trust. 
A meeting of whisky dealers from all over 
the country will be held in Louisville, Thurs- 
day, Feb. 2, to protest against the proposed 
‘increase in the tax on whisky and to oppose 
the methods and impositions of the high- 
wines trust.’”’ The gathering will be due to 
the work of a special committee appointed by 
the leading members of the trade in that 
city. 


SMALLPOX FOUND AT THE BRIDEWELL. 


Patient Taken to the Pesthouse—Precau- 
tionary Adopted. 


Louis J hous ene at the bridewell, 
was found yesterday be suffering from a 


well-developed case of ‘smallpox, and he was 


at once removed to the) pesthouse. Many in- 
mates of the city were exposed, and 
steps were at once take& to prevent the spread 
of the disease. How the efforts of the au- 
thorities in this line Wi prove successfu! is a 
matter of conjecture. All the prisoners were 
vaccinated and the cellg fumigated. 

Johnson, who is a colored man, was sent to 
the bridewell Dec. 2 O@ @ Vagrancy charge 
from the Armory court@& He had been living 
with a sister at No. 402 Clark street in a house 
which was oecupied by several families. For 
over a week he complaifed of being ill, but it 
was not until yesterday that any symptoms of 
smajlpox were noticed, Supt. Mark Crawford 
at once notified the health authonties and 
Drs. Culton and Garnott hastened to the 
bridewell. The physicians saw that the case 
was one of smallpox atid Johnson was imme- 
diately removed. 

It was 11 o’clock in the morning when the 
health officials were first notified, and within 
nine hours they had disposed of. the case and 
had vaccinated all the 1,189 convicts, attachés, 
and officials at the bridewell. Dr. Hayt said 
lust night that there was no doubt as fo the 
genuineness of the case, 

‘Of course,”’ said he, **it is not always an 
easy thing to discover @ Tash on the skin of a 
negro. But Johnson’s feet and hands show it 
plainly.”’ 

‘‘How do you think, he became infected 
with the disease?” | 

**From some prisoner at the bridewell. We 
have smallpox in this State, Ohio, and Michi- 
gan. In fact it is all around us. Tramps 
coming into the city stop at cheap lodging- 
houses one night and then leave town. Some- 
times they are arrested, and I suppose that 
one of them, coming from a s¢mallpox-infected 
district and himself infected, has been sent 
out to the bridewell.” 

“Do you think that there is any danger of 
the disease spreading in the bridewell?’’ 

“No, Ido aot. We vYaceinated everybody 
in the institution tonight We even gave the 
office cat a touch of the virus, so there is no 
probability, I think, of the disease appearing 
again. QOuronly plan now is to continue 
fighting it in the lodging house.”’ 

Johnson js 31 years old, and has twice be- 
fore been sent to the bridewell for vagrancy. 
His is the fourth case of smallpox in Chicago 
this season. 

Dr. Ware’s assistants began the work of 
vaccinating the city poliee yesterday and last 
evening. Thirty-five men in the detective 
departinent and fifty of Capt. Larson’s men 
were vaccinated. The work will be centinued 
at various roll-calis until every member of 
the force hag been’ protected against small pox.

Henry Watterson, Who Is Close to the Pres- 
ident-Elect, Comes to Town and Has Sev- 
eral Interviews with the Jurist—Potter 
Palmer Also Seems to Have « Finger in 
This Political Pie—An Indiana Man 
Says Ex-Gov.

Henry Watterson, denizen of the Blue 
Grass State and guardian of the Star-Eyed 
Goddess, is in town doing a little carpenter 
work for Grover Cleveland. Henry is an ex- 
pert on political timber and he, so the story 
goes—and circumstances seem to verify it—is 
carefully “sizing up’’ Judgs Walter Q, Gresh- 
am with reference to his qualifications for a 
position in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. Mr. 
Watterson, despite his anteélection opposition 
to the President-elect, is now credited with 
being “nigh’’ to the man who will occupy the 
White House after March 4, and if he reports 
favorably on Mr. Gresham it 1s more than 
probable that the jurist will act as one of 
Cleveland’s lieutenants. 

Friday afternoon, it is said, Judge 
Gresham and Potter Palmer were 
in consultation in the latter’s private office. 

‘®onference lasted over an hour, and 
when it.ended Judge Gresham showed by 
his manner that a matter of great importance 
had been discussed. 

Yesterday afternoon Henry Watterson and 
Charles D. Pierce, a prominent Democrat of 
Louisville, came to town in response to tele- 
graphic . requests.

GUESSED AT METERS FOR TEN MONTHS. 


How a Water Rate Taker Precipitated 
the Trouble on South Water Street. 

Supt. Dwyer of the Water Office said yes- 
terday that the controversy of the bureau with 
certain South Water street merchants as to 
bills rendered last September seemed to have 
arisen out of a misunderstanding. Said he: 
‘‘ Last August we discovered that Rate Taker 
Coffee had not looked at a water meter in his 
district for ten months. He had renderea 
fictitious readings of the meters and on his 
figures the bills were made out, and 
they were at a much less rate per 
month than they should have been. When we 
disevered what had taken place we turned to 
our books, found the reading of the meter the 
last time it was actually read, and then read it 
in August. We figured the tax for the full 
period, then deducted the total of what had 
been paid and included it in the bill we 
rendered the first part of September. This 
bill was accompanied by a comparative state- 
ment covering two or three years. This state- 
ment was simply to show the merchants that 
their bills for ten months back were less than 
they had ever been before. We then explained 
that the rate taker had neglected reading the 
meters. The merchants supposed we had es- 
timated the actual consumption on the basis 
of the tax in former years. The merchants 
will have a conference with the Controller, 
and I think when they fully understand the 
situation will pay the bills. They have paid 
their monthly bills regularly since Septem-

Martial Law Declared. 

Jan. 18, at 7:30 p. m., the Provisional Gov- 
ernment placed J. H. Soper in command of 
all the armed troops on the island, and he is- 
sued the following: 

Notice: Under martial law every person found 
upon the streets orin any public place between 
the hours of 9:30 p. m. and 5 a. m, will be liable to 
arrest unless provided with a pass from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, J. H. Soper.

This proclamation is printed in the Hawai. 
ian, English, and Portuguese languages, -Un- 
der the orders of the Executive committee all 
liquor stores have beenclosed. The electric 
works which supply the city with light and 
the printing offices with power have been 
seizei by an armed body of the Provisional 
Government. 

The trouble began Saturday, Jan. 15, when 
the community was startled by the informa- 
tion that a coup d’état was in progress and 
that the Queen was endeavoring to force her 
Cabinet to sign a new Constitution, which she 
then proposed to promulgate immediately to 
the* people. Three days before the coup 
d’état was attempted a man who enjoys the 
confidence of the Queen told one of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet (who was then in private 
station) that a blow was to be struck and that 
the persons of the Ministers would be secured. 
In anticipation that the present Cabinet would 
not make any resistance to the revolutionary 
= the precaution of arresting them was not 
taken. 

Saturday morning one of the ministers re- 
ceived positive information that a blow was 
to be struck that afternoon. He immediately 
proceeded to consult two prominent citizens 
on the course to be taken, After a conference 
the gentlemen advised the Cabinet to refuse 
to sign the Constitution and to decline to re- 
sign if their resignations should be demanded. 
The prorogation of the Legislature was the 
last chapter in the story of the morning. It 
went off tamely and quietly enaqugh, but those 
who wére acquainted with the real situation 
felt that the government and nation were 
sleeping on the crest of a volcano. 

In the afternoon, immediately after the 
House had been prorogued, Hui Kaiaiaina 
marched. over to the palace and presented the 
new Constitution to Quon with a petition that 
the same be promulgated to the people as the 
fundamental. law of the land. The matter of 
a new Constitution and petition had been pre- 
arranged, and it is stxtea that its promulga- 
tion had been promised two weeks previously, 
and the member from Lahaina, William 
White, had been actively working up. the 
movement. A large crowd of Hawaiians had 
gathered around the palace gates and in the 
grounds near a flight of steps, and natives 
were also gathered in large groups in the gov- 
ernment building, yard, and elsewhere in the 
neighborhood. 

Ministers Meet the Queen. 

She was seated at a table, still dressed in 
the magnificent costume of the morning and 
sparkling in a coronet of diamonds. She at 
once presented them with the draft of the 
new Constitution, demanded their _ signa- 
tures, and declared her intention to 
promulgate the sarne at once. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Peterson and Minister of the Interior 
Coburn refused to do so, and Ministers Corn- 
well and Parker, though more hesitatingly, 
joined their colleagues in their refusal. All 
the Cabinet advised and strongly urged her 
Majesty not to violate the law, but she was 
not to be dissuaded 
revolutionary course, Bringing her 
clinched hand down upon the table 
Queen Liliuokalani said: ‘“‘Gentlemen, 
I do not wish to hear any more advice. I in- 
tend to promulgate this constitution and to 
do it now. 

Proceeding, she told the Cabinet that unless 
they abandoned their resistance at once she 
would go out upon the steps of the palace and 
tell the excited crowd that she wished to give 
them anew constitution, but the Ministers 
were inside the palace hindering her from do- 
ing it. The Ministers remembered the riot at 
the court-house and the fate of the unlucky 
represeutatives who feli into the hands of the 
mob. Before the threat could be put into ex- 
ecution they fled for their lives. 

Leading citizens of every political. com- 
plexion hurried together and, while their num- 
bers were every instant augmented, held hur- 
ried consultation as to the course to be pur- 
sued. There was but one mind among all 
those gathered together. Tradesmen, law- 
yers, mechanics, merchants were of one 
opinivn, and it was agreed that it was the 
duty of every citizen, without distinction of 
party, to support the law and the liberties of 
the people and to resist revolutionary en- 
croachments of the Queen. Messages to this 
effect were sent to the Cabinet. 

The Ministers now revisited the palace. 
Great pressure had been brought to bear upon 
her Majesty to induce herto go no further 
and to retrace the revolutionary steps she had 
already taken. While her troops stood drawn 
up before the palace waiting for the word of 
command the Queen hesitated. She could 
not be induced to give up her unlawful proj- 
ect, but finally consented, with bitter reluct- 
ance, toa temporary postponement of the 
premeditated coup. 

The Queen Gives Way. 


The Queen was an angry woman when 
at 4 p. m. Saturday she “returned to 
throne-room, where were assembled 
Hui Kalaiaina with most of the native 
members of the Legislature, the Cabinet, 
Governor of Oahu, the young Princess, Chief 
Justice Judd and Justice Bickerton, staff, la- 
dies of court, Kahili, bearers, etc. She as- 
paees the dais and spoke substantially as fol- 
ows: 

_ Princes, Nobles, and Representatives: I have 
listened to thousands of voices of my people that 
have come to me, and I am prepared to grant 
their request. The present constitution is full df 
defects, as the Chief Justice will testify, as ques- 
tions regarding it have so often come before him 
for settlement. It is so faulty that I think a new 
one should be granted. I have prepared one in 
which the rights of all have been regarded—a 
constitution suited to the wishes of the people.

ble occasion for it and thus satisf 
the wishes of my dear people. But, with regret 
say | have met with obstacles that prevent it. 
Return to your homes peaceably and quietly and 
continue to look towards me and I will look to- 
wards you. Keep meever in your love. I am 
obliged to postpone the granting of the Constitu- 
tion fora few days. I must confer with my Cab- 
inet. and then, after you return home, you may 
see it, receive it graciously. You have my-love 
and with sorrow | now dismiss you. 

Mr. White replied, thanking the Queen and 
assuring her of the lote of the ople and 
that they would wait patiently until their de- 
sires should be fulfilled, to which the Queen 
responded with thanks and left. the throne 
room. 

Mr. Kaunamano then began in a loud voice 
an inflammatory harangue which was sup- 
pressed.

for blood. 

A few moments later the Queen went out 
upon an upper balcony of the palace and ad- 
dressed the crowd.

Biue Jackets Landed. 

About 5p. m. the United States cruiser Bos- 
ton janded about 300 men. Each man had 
two belts of cartridges around his waist and 
was armed witha rifle. The men marched 
up to the office of the Consul General of the 
United States, where a halt was made. 
marines were detached aud sent to the Amer- 
iean Legation on Nuuana avenue, while the 
sailors marched out along Merchant street 
with two Gatling guns, and made a halt in 
front of J. A. Hopper’s residence. About 
sundown they moved to the grounds of J. B. 
Atherton and after astay of several hours re- 
turned to Arion Hall, where they camped 
over night. 

The revolutionist party held a meeting at 
the palace Sunday morning. The Queen 
called on the Hawaiian pastors who were 
present to pray that she might keep her 
throne, and told them that evil minded for- 
eigners were trying to take it away from her. 
The early arrival of the United States steam- 
ship Boston cut an important tigure in the 
proceedings of Saturday. In the minds of 
many the presence of the warship prevented 
the promulgation of the constitution. » 

The new instrument which the revolution- 
ists wish to proclaim is really the oid constitu- 
tion, whieh gave s0 much power to the sover- 
eign. One of the officers of the Household 
Guards was heard to say that they had enough 
arms and ammunition to kill every haole in 
the country. Representative Kaunamano 
stood on the palace steps Saturday and wanted 
the natives to murder Ministers Parker and 
Colburn because they did not support the 
revolutionary scheme. 

Warships Ordered to Honolulu. 


The flagship Mohican and the warship 
Ranger now at Mare Island have been ordered 
to sea immediately. The Mohican will go 
direct to Honolulu. The Ranger will proceed 
to San Francisco and await further orders. 
The Mohican sailed at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 


QUESTION OF SUPREMACY AT STAKE. 


A Chicagoan Tells of the Importance of 
Hawali to America, 

The following private dispatch was received 
yesterday in Chicago: 

San Francisco, Cal, Jan. 28.—The Hawaiian 
Queen started a revolution Jan. 14 and attempted 
to abrogate the Constitution and to promulgate 
anew une. The people dethroned the Queen and 
established a provisional government, with S. R. 
Dole, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, as 
President. The rovisional government was 
recognized by all the foreign powers excepting 
England. Commissioners have been sent to Wash- 
ington to negotiate for annexation. 

Lorin A. THURSTON, 

The man who received the telegram is 
thoroughly conversant with thg situation and 
had this to say: 

* This brings to the front the old question 
of supremacy in the Hawaiian Islands. For 
seventy years there has been great rivalry be- 
tween English and American interests in 
those islands. The English early recognized 
the great value of the islands as a naval sta- 
tion, and though the American foreign popu- 
lation has always been much greater jn num- 
ber and wealth than the English, the British 
Government, through its representatives, has 
strenuously maintained an attitude of opposi- 
tion to American influence at the islands, in 
1848 actually taking possession of the islands, 
dethroning the King, and establishing the 
British Government over the islands. 

“Thanks to the influence of the American 
Government the English Government was 
obliged to recede from this position and to 
restore the islands to their native sovereign. 
A convention was agreed upon by the leading 
European powers in concert with the Ameri- 
can Government to recognize and guarantee 
the independence of the islands. After the 
settlement of California American influence, 
population, and capital poured into the islands 
at @ rapid rate, and under the influence of the 
treaty of reciprocity that was negotiated with 
United States a few years ago alarge amount 
of American capital was profitably invested 
in sugar plantations. During the last few 
years the political complexion of the govern- 
ment has been considerably distur by in- 
ternal dissensions that have grown out of dis- 
content on the part of the native inhabitants 
with the growing importance of foreign 1ater- 
ests. The tendency on the part of the govern- 
ment of the islands has been towards a re- 
versal of mnethods and the establishment of an 
independent autocratic monarchy, a state of 
things quite incompatible with the highest 
commercial interests of the American and 
other foreign residents. 

‘* Several attempts have already been made 
to overturn the legitimate government, but 
they have been successfully repressed by the 
foreign inhabitants. The recent revolution 
that is just announced is an &ttempt on the 
part of the Queen. who is a native woman, 
under the influence of British residents. It is 
apparent that the English representatives 
recognize in the present crisis an opportunity 
to reassert the old claim of Great Britain to 
interfere in the internal affairs of the native 
government. That this course should be 
adopted by the English Government i« entirely 
in harmony with the history of British meth- 
ods in the Pacific islands and other foreign 
countries, Could they obtain possession of 
the islands the English authorities would 
make of Honolulu and Pearl River Harbor 
a second Gibraltar, from which to com- 
mand the commerce of the Pacific. 
It is therefore highly important that the 
American Congress should be fully alive to 
the importance of maiutainmg American 
supremacy at this important station, where 
American interests, capital, and population 
are already, through the influence of natural 
causes, paramount, 

** When the United States shall have reached 
that stage of evolution in which foreign com- 
merce becomes of vital importance to the 
nation, the enormous commerce that will 
then exist upon the Pacific Ocean will demand 
American supremacy:in those waters. The 
power that controls the Hawaiian Islands 
will control the Nicaragua Canal, and as 
England already commands the eastern ap- 
proaches to that highway it is vitally im- 
portant that she should not be permitted to 
wwe 4 upon the key to the western entrance 
also. 

‘Judge Dole, who is at the head of the pro- 
visional government just established. was 
born and brought up in the islands, his father 
having goue there as an American missionary 
and having been for many years at the head 
of the foreign schools near Honolulu. Judge 
Dole is about 48 years of age. He was edu- 
cated in this country, and studied lawin the 
office of Evarts, Southinayd & Choate of New 
York. On retarning to the islands he prac- 
ticed law for a number of years, was Attorney- 
General, and for several years has been an 
Associate Jusiice of the Supreme Court. He 
is @ very Conservative man and has the best 
interests of the islands at heart and repre- 
sents the best interests of the islands in every 
way. 


SAFETY ONLY IN ANNEXATION, 


W hat the Commissioners of the Provisional 
Government Have to Say. 

San Francisco, Cal, Jan. 28.—The Com- 
missioners from the Hawaiian Islands to ne- 
gotiate for annexation to the United States 
have decided to leave here tomorrow after- 
noon via Chicago and will reach Wushington 
Wriday. 

Lorin A. Thurston, Chairman of the com- 
mission, said that things are in such 
position now that no party or 
class of residents is fully capable of estab- 
lishing a stable government. They must look 
outside and naturally come to the United 
States. It was stated also that the condition 
of affairs is much more threatening than js in- 
dicated by the published statements in Ha- 
watian papers. It was deciared the intention 
uitimately toexpel all foreigners from the 
island, The pro disfranchising 
of all except native born was to be 
the first step. There would be blood- 
shed and destruction of property. 
After expelling all foreigners their property 
would be confiscated. Property is now pro- 
tected only by a volunteer force of 500 men and 
the marines and blue jackets from the Boston, 
It was affirmea by Mr. Tharston that if this 
govermment fails to annex the islands they 
will be left open to anarchy. The old treaty 
between France and England, made in 1842, 
recognized the independence of the 
islands. It was a_ treaty between 
these powers, negotiated by King Louis 
Philippe, binding each nation not to take pos- 
Session of the islands. It is clear in the views 
of those well posted that England, under the 
treaty, cannot afnex nor can France. The 
United States at the time the treaty was ne- 


gotiated refused to be bound or to join in the 


i treaty. In other it refused to pledge 


itself not to take sonpeanl on of the islands but 
simply reeugnized the independence of the 
government, 

Mr. Thurston said further: ‘ The last Leg- 
islature was the most corrupt ever known. 
It passed the lottery bill and then the opi- 
um bill. To crown all Liliuokalani wanted 
to promulgate a constitution disfranchising 
foreigners, to abolish nobles, and to abrogate 
the Supreme Court, and, in short, to give 
all power into hands of natives. 
The intelligent people of the islaad as well 
as the foreigners said that this would not do, 
and resolved that the only course left open 
was annexation to America. I have but little 
doubt that this country will accept the islanas. 
If they do not our mission is done, but the 
people in the event of refusal will surely turn 
to ngland, who will be only too glad to take 
us. ? 


Joseph Maraden today said: . “ Our mission 
to the Unitea States is for the at e of 
offering the Hawaiian Islands to Uncle Sam. 
If the government refuses to accept our 

ift. that is another thing. All_ the 

oreign element in the isJands and the better 
class of natives are in hearty accord with the 
provisional government and with annextion to 
America, . 

‘The causes which led up to the trouble were 
the actions of Queen Liliuokalani, who 
wanted to force anew Constitution,revolution- 
ary in character, upon us. Directly after the 
prorogation of the Legislature the Queen 
sent for the nobles and presented to 
them the proposed Constitution for 
their signatures. They demurred, but 
she stormed at them ana fiercely commanded 
them to obey her behest. They asked for an 
hour to look it over, but she gave them fif- 
teen minutes, and warned theia they had _bet- 
ter sign it. 

**As soon as she left the blue room the nobles 
fled. They went to the people and toid them 
of the intentions of Liliuokalani. Im- 
mediately a number of merchants gath- 
ered together, and, after a short consultation, 
appointed thirteen men as an executive com- 
mittee, with full power to act. . The commit- 
tee calied a meeting for 2 o’clock Monday aft- 
ernoon, and Armory hall was packed at that 
hour with the largest crowd of white people 
ever gathered in Honolulu. 

**A resolution was passed to prevent the 
high-handed proceedings of the Queen. On 
that night a number of marines, well armed 
and equipped, came ashore from the United 
States steamer Boston and tcok up their posi- 
tion at the office of the American Consulate. 
Tuesday the whole thing was over. The Queen 
surrendered, although she accompanied her 
capitulation by a strong protest. immedi- 
ately afterward the provisional government 
was formed and the commissivn to the United 
States appointed.” 

** Can the United States annex Hawaii?” was 
asked of the Commissioner. 

** Without doubt. What is to prevent her?’’ 

* Will not the agreement of France and 
Great Britain to guarantee the independence 
of the islands interfere ?’’ 

“There is no such treaty in existence. 
There is absolutely nothing to stay the will of 
the people.” 

Commissioner Charles L. Carter said: 
** The object of our visit to Washington is to 
have the United States take possession of the 
Hawaiian Islands. We want to join the Union, 
not as a State, however, but under a Terri- 
torial or district form of government. A 
government like that of the District of Co- 
lumbia, with the addition of a Governor ap- 
pointed by the President, 1s preferable for 
many reasons. There is such a large number 
of Chinese and other cheap laborers on the isl- 
ands. who cannot be tfusted to vote intelii- 
gently that if universal suffrage were declared 
the whites, who represent almost the entire 
business interests of the country, would 
be outvoted and powerless. An entire 
new system of government must be built 
up and tne only way is to have the United 
States take charge. It must come to this or 
the whites must leave the islands, Their in- 
terests are too great, however, for them to 
give up without a struggle, and the revolution 
was the result. The new Constitution which 
was brought out by the Queen granted her 
almost absolute power and disfranchised the 
white voters. The natives themselves, as a 
rule, are not in favor of the ex-Queen’s plans. 
She is supported by a certain clique of about 
twenty who are anxious fop political power. 

‘* The Queen is jealous of the power of the 
whites and is an ambitious, scheming 
woman, ‘badly advised. Under the 
old régime she had no caise to com- 
plain. She enjoyed an income of between 
$75,000 and $100,000, with no responsibility, 
but she undertook to mix in politica and gut 
the worst of it. The Queen was supported by 
her favorite, R. B, uson, Marshal ot the 
kingdom, ana g6vefimient troops. Wilson 
swore in a number of deputies, and in all the 
Queen’s forces amounted to about 400 men, 
The Queen’s plan was clever, but she lacked 
nerve to carry itout. She waited until after the 
Legislature had adjourned and then got twenty 
natives and dressed them up in long-tailed 
coats. She gave them a tition for a new 
Constitution which they did not understand. 
Everything went according to program unti! 
members of tna Cabinet refused to be dis- 
missed, The revolution was an almost blood- 


rless one; Only one man was hurt, a native 


policeman, who was shot by Mr. Good. Good 
was in charge of a wagon containing a supply 
of ammunition for the revolutionists and tiie 
police attempted to capture it. Good shot 
down one of the policemen and took the am- 
munition to the place where it would do the most 
good to men who were resisting the Queen. 
Fortunately there was no necessity for a resort 
to arms and further bloodshed was avoided, 

“(Our commission,”’ continued Mr. Carter, 
**will call on the President and Secretary of 
State at Washington and we willdo our best 
to negotiate a treaty of annexation. We do 
not have power to make atreaty, but will have 
to refer allsuch matters to the provisional 
government at Honolulu.”’ 

William C. Wilder, another of the Com- 
missioners, explained the situation of affairs. 
Mr. Wilder is President of the Hawaiian 
Inter-Island Steamship company and has 
large interests in Hawaiian property. He 
said that if the United States wants the 
Hawaiian Islands it can have them now, and 
on terms more favorable than ever before 
offered or will ever be offered again. All 
Americans on the islands are a unit for an- 
nexation and the new provisional govern- 
ment and its aims are supported by nearly 
all the English there and of all Germans. 
Foreign interests in Hawaii amount to $40,- 
000,000, $30,000,000 of which is in the hands of 
Americans. Honolulu is as much of an 
American city as San Francisco itself. 

* If the United States Government should 
refuse to annex the island do you think Great 
Britain would step in and take possession?” 
was asked. 

“That question I cannot answer,’’ said 
Commissioner Wilder, * but this I do know, 
the Queen is strongly in tavor of British rule, 
and if allowed would, I have no doubt, apply 
to Great Britain for protection.” 

** Why was the British Government the only 
one of the powers represented in Honolulu 
that aid not recognize the provisional gov- 
ernment?’’ 

“That I do not know. England is repre- 
sented on the Island by Commnissioner J. H. 
Woodhouse. He in common with other rep- 
resentatives was notified of the change in 
government, but returned no answer to 
the communication. He may have 
changed his mind, however, as_ he 
had an interview with the acting President 
just before we left.. Queen Liliuokalaniyif she 
had been allowed to carry out her plans, 
would have become the absolute despot of the 
islands. No whites would have been allowed 
to vote, the House of Nobles would have been 
abolished, the Supreine Court Judges, wo are 
now appointed for life, would be appointed 
for a six-year term only and would have been 
subject to dismissal at the whim of the Queen, 
We were glad to have the United States 
ship Boston in Honolulu harbor. It was 
the only man-of-war in port, and 
while it did nothing ‘beyond the landing 
of armed sailors whvu patrolled the streets, yet 
the moral effect was good, and probably 
quelled any disposition to fighting on the part 
of the natives h there been any. The 
Hawaiians, as a rule, are a simple, peaceful, 
and indolent people, and would probably make 
nv trouble if let alone. They are easily in- 
fluenced, though,by politicians, and were con- 
virced by the Queen that she was act- 
ing in their interests. I understand that the 
United States steamer Mohican has been 
ordered to proceed at once 
to Honolulu to assist the Boston in maintain- 
ing order. We would much prefer to have 
modern warships like the Charleston and San 
Francisco, which are now on the Atlantic 
coast. I think the Boston will be able to con- 
trol the situation without trouble, but more 
ships would do no harm.” 

“I hope the people here will see this mat- 
ter in the right light,” said Commissioner W. 
UC, Castle. ‘“‘ For over twelve years we have 
been living on the crust of avoicano under 
the rule of both Kalakaua and Liliuokalan. It 
was Kalakaua’s aggressions which brought 
about the revolution of 1887 and the adoption 
of the present Constitution. The Constitution 
now proposed by the Queen meant practically 
an absolute monarchy. It took away the 
elective franchise from the bulk of the for- 
eign population. It provided thatonly native- 
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| born citizens could have the right to vote. | by 


Not more than one-third of the 15,000 white 
residents of the islands were born ‘here. We 
have official commissions from the provisional 
government to the State Department 2t Wash- 


ington, and we propose to get there right off 


and do what we can to present our case.” 


CONSULTED WITH COMMISSIONERS. 


Members of Trade Organizations Listen to 
the Propositions. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 28.—Mayor Ellert 
today issued an open letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Produse Exchange, the Board 
of Trade, and other commercial organizations 
calling attention to the revolution in Hawaii, 
and urging them to take joint action looking 
toward the annexation of Hawaii in the in- 
terests of the country at large and of San 
Francisco in particular. 

President Pond called a meeting of the 
trastees of the Chamber of Commerce at his 
office this afternoon to listen to the represen- 
tations of the Hawaiian Commissioners, who 
have come to the United States in connection 
with tne proposition of the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion to the United States. The meeting was 
called by the request of the Commissioners, 
who wished to have the facts fully understood 
by the business-men of San Francisco, 
and who were compelled to move 
speedily because they intend to start 
for Washington tonight. Those present at 
the meeting, which was held with closed doors, 
were: Lorrin A. Thurston and William R. 
Castle, Hawaiian Commissioners; President 
Pond, Trustee Chapman, and Messrs. Nelson, 
Diamond, and McKinnon, and Secretary 
Haynes of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The conference lasted an hour. The Com- 
missioners addressed ‘he trustees at length, 

iving a history of recent occurrences and 

escmbing the existing situation at the 
time they left Honolulu and _ outlin- 
ing their purposes here. After the meeting 
the Commissioners declined, to say any- 
thing concerning the meeting, excepting 
that they were guests of the trustees, and 
could **not, therefore, repeat anything that 
had been said.’’ The trustees, after the de- 
parture of the Commissioners, deliberated for 
an time, and decided to call a meeting for next 
Tuesday, and* authorized President Pond to 
appoint a committee to inquire and report at 


that meeting as to the basis of action to be 


considered. 
HAWAII'S PROVISIONAL OFFICERS, 


President Dole Is An American—All Have 
Large Interests. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 28.—[ Special. |— 
The four men in charge of the new govern- 
ment are representatives of the white element. 
Sanford B; Dole, the provisional President, is 
48 years old and was born in Honolulu of 
American parents. Uis education was com- 
pleted at Williams College. He studied law 
in Boston, and was admitted to the Massachu- 
setts bar. He practiced law in Hawaii, served 
in the Island Legislature, and was made 
Judge of the Supreme Court. He was on the 
revolutionary council of ’87, but withdrew 
before the culmination. He is a member of 
the Congregational Church. P. C. Jones, 
Minister of Finance, is an American, 54 years 
old, hailing froin Boston. He went to Hono- 
lulu in 1858, married a Hawaiian woman, 
and has since lived at the islands, 
He is a retired merchant and a 
millionaire. A year ago he was 
the Queen’s Finance Minister, but was frozen 
out. He, too, is a Congregationalist. Capt. 
James A. King, Minister of the Interior, is a 
Scotchman by birth and has lived in Hawaii 
for twenty-five years. tHe is the Superintend- 
ent of the Wilder Steamship company. Will- 
iam G. Smith, Attorney-General, is a Ha- 
waiian of American parentage, 44 years old. 
He was educated at Amherst, returned to the 
islands, and served in minor legal offices and 
the Legislature. He is wealthy and is alsua 
meinber of the Congregational Church. 


NAVAL VESSELS TO GO TO HAWAITL, 


United States Will Not Abandon the Mon- 
roe Doctrine—Anneration Hailed, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 28.—[ Special. |— 
Hawaii may one day be the cause of a new 
star in the flag. At first thought annexation 
is discouraged, yet there are far-sighted pub- 
lic men who boldly declared today that it was 
bound to ecme. These declarations were 
made by Senators of international reputation 
in the freedom of discussion in executive ses- 
sion this afternoon. 

On the part of the executive branch of the 
government naturally conservatism would 

revail, and the impression given out from the 
Vhite House amd the State Department was 
that this country would not abandon its tradi- 
tional attitude. But in neither the executive 
nor the legislative branches of the govern- 
ment was there any disposition to shirk the 
issue which is coming and which may involve 
a momentous change in- the policy of the 
United States. 

The expected has happened. Queen Lili- 
uokalani has been dethroned. Hawaii is now 
in the hands of a provisional government, and 
annexation to the United States is being urged 
by the new rulers. Profound was the sensa- 
tion this informnation created when it reached 
the State and Navy Departments this morn- 
ing. It was not a surprise, but it was start- 
ling. That such news would come sooner or 
later was anticipated weeks ago. With recent 
warnings from American navy commanders 
and State Department representatives, the 
growing unpopularity of Queen Liliuokalani, 
the difficulties she has encountered in form- 
ing a Cabinet acceptable to the people, and 
the general tendency of the islands to revolu- 
tion, no other result could have been expected. 

There could be no doubt of the genuineness 
of the news. It came officially from three 
different sources. First came a dispatch 
to the Navy Department from Capt. Wiilze, 
commanding the Boston. He announced the 
success of the peaceful revolution, the deposi- 
tion of the Queen, the establishment of a pro- 
visional government, and his action in iand- 
ing 300 men from the Boston to protect Amer. 
ican interests. This information was prompt- 
ly conveyed to the Secretary of State, who re- 
ceived soon afterward a telegram from Minis- 
ter Stevens giving similar information, and in 
addition the particulars which brought about 
the climax, the action of the provisional gov- 
ernimnent in appointing the committee which 
is now en route to urge annexation to the 
United States. 

Secretary J. W. Foster was engaged in read- 
ing this dispatch when Mr. Mott Smith, the 
Hawaiian Minister, put in his appearance and 
presented further confirmation ot the advices. 


The President Informed. 


Secretary Tracy and Secretary Foster were 
soon afterward comparing: telegrams. This 
done they hurried to the White House and laid 
the important information before the Presi- 
dent. A half’ hour was spent in discussion 
with their chief. The annexation question was 
The subject was too im- 
portant for hasty action, but it is evidenced 
by subsequent developments that the confer- 
ence resulted ip a’decision to finally resist for- 
eign encroachment on Hawaiian territory 
pending a settlement of the annexation ques- 
tion. 

The two Secretaries immediately upon their 
return to their respective departments com- 
menced inquiry concerning available vessels 
for service 1n Hawaiian waters. Secretary 
Foster, it is understood, urged that the new 
coast-defense vessel Monterey, in the absence 
of the other new vessels of the Pa. 
cific Station which are now on 
this side of the Horn en route to 
Hampton Koads for the naval review, should 
be made ready immediately for service at 
Honolulu. Secretary Tracy acauiesced, and 
arrangements were immediately perfected 
whereby the Monterey will be delivered by 
the contractors to the government at Mare 
Island Wednesday next, The official report 
of the Trial Board has not yet been received, 
but it has been hurried up and will be here in 
time for the formal acceptance to take place 
on the date mentioned. 

It is already well known that the contract 
requirements have been exceeded. Nearly all 
the stores and equipments for the Monterey 
are at the Mare teland yard, and it is expect- 
ed that orders will be issued to have them 
placed on board immediately after it is turned 
over by the contractors. Its turrets cannot be 
put on for six months, but Mr. Tracy has been 
advised by his bureau chiefs that there is 
nothing to prevent its going to Honolulu with- 
out them. At the close of office hours 
this evening no orders had been 
issued in regard to the increase of the naval 
strength at Hawaii, but there has been cun- 
siderable discussion about the available forces 
and Admiral Skerrett. who has just assumed 
command of the Pacific station, may expect 
orders at any time to join the Boston with his 
temporary flagship, the Mohican, and the 
Ranger and Adams, the only vessels at Mare 
Island now in commission. 

The object in augmenting the forces at 
Honolulu, officially stated, would simpiy be 
for the purpose of protecting American inter- 
ests. But in view of the advantage to be 
gainea by annexation this term would, of 
course, mean the prevention of encroachment

tlement of Hawaii’s future government, And 
this is a matter that will not b ed in a 
day or by this administration.

Congress Will Decide. 


A message to Congress. will be the result, 
but whether it will be a recommendation for 
annexation or for the establishment of a pro- 
tectorate remains to be seen. In either event 
the matter will have to be decided by Con- 
gress, and this means that the Hawaiian ques- 
tion will necessarily be lefteas a legacy to the 
incoming administration. The fact that at 
last accounts Great Britain had né6t recog- 
nized the new provisional government is con- 
sidered in many official quarters here as quite 
significant of a disposition on its part to take 

vantage of any opportunity for getting pos- 
session of the iala.ids. 

Senator Morgan gave the Senate the news 
which had just been received from Hawaii. 
The Senators were profoundly impressed with 
its importance, dnd an inforn.al discussion 
result in which Sherman, Morgan, and 
other members of the Foreign Relations com- 
unittee took the lead and Pacific coast Sena- 
tors participated. It was used as an argu- 
ment in favor of the Russian and French 
treaties that the proimotion of a good under- 
standing with those countries was d2sirable, 
inasmuch as the United States did not have 
any extensive navy, and there might be cir- 
cumstances under which their navies could 
codperate with ours. Senators have become 
familiar with the Hawaiian situation through 
the Pear Kiver Harbor and the coaling sta- 
tion. 

Some surprising declarations in favor of an- 
nexation were nade. The ground taken was 
that this would be the only solution of the dif- 
ficulty, and the sooner the United States rec- 
ognized it the better. The Senators knew 
that annexation meant the reversal of the long- 
settled policy of the United States, but they 
believed that this was the only way of ending 
the intrigues of Great Britain and Germany. 
In their view the cowplications which would 
arise from annexation would be sooner settled 
than those growing out of a constant uncer- 
tainty. ‘ 

The Hawaiian revolution will bring a 
crucial test of the influence of the United 
States in the Pacific. Annexation has 
not heretofore been the policy of 
the government, because it was thought 
that the influence of this country 
could be continued paramount by leaving the 
islands to regulate their own affairs as an in- 
dependent principality. But if the time came 
when annexation should become necessary to 
offset Eaglish intrigues the government was 
prepared for it. That seems to be the situa- 
tion now. 

Blaine Anticipated the Crisis, 


The change will be a momentous one, yet 
there is no doubt where the interests of the 
Hawaiians lie, and the majority of the island- 
ers see 1t that way. When he took hold of the 
State Department nearly four years ago Mr. 
Blaine saw that in a few years'tthe crisis would 
be reached, and under hig guidance every- 
thingpossible was done to strengthen the hold 
of this country. He urged upon Congress the 
importance of the cable from Honolula to the 
Pacific coast, and he believed that the gov- 
ernment could afford to grant a liberal sub- 
sidy to private parties who would carry such 
an enterprise to completion. 

As far back as 1868 the probable annexation 
of Hawaii was mooted, but Secretary Seward 
declared at the time that public sentiment in 
this country was not ripe for it. During Gen, 
Garfield’s brief administration Mr. Blaine, 
at the head of the State Department, 
in a leng correspondence with Minisier 
Comly réxiewed the dependence of the islands 
on this comutry Under tne Arthur adminis- 
tration Secretary Frelinghuysen adopted 
whenever possible Mr. Blaine’s foreign ot 
but there was no repudiation of the stand he 
had taken in regard to Hawaii. The Cleve- 
land administration followed as far as possible 
its predecessor. It too, however, had no oc- 
casion to detine a new policy for the islands 
of the Pacific. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Cleveland is soon to be in 
the Presidential chair again, and Mr. Bayard 
may once more be his Secretary of State, the 
opponents of annexation will probably find 
encouragement. In a letter to Minister 
Pendleton regarding some arrangement with 
Germany Secretary Saad said : 

The policy of the United States, declared and 
pursued for more than a century. discounte- 
nances and in practice forbids distant colonial 
acquisition. 

President Cleveland, in his first annual mes- 
sage to Congress, said: 

I do not favor a policy of acquisition of new and 
distant territory or the incorporation ot remote 
interests with our own. < 

These were all right as general declarations, 
but they do not alter the fact that it may be- 
come necessary in the early days of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s second administration to make an ex- 
ception or see other nations controi the gate- 
ways of the Pacific. 


In Favor of Annexation. 


Naval officers here are almost aunit in fa- 
voring the idea of annexation. They call at- 
tention to the strategical value of the Ha- 
walian group as a bulwark for the protection 
of the growing empire of the Pacific coast. 
The wealth and population of that part of 
the United States’ domain are increasing at 
a rapid rate, and from the northernmost 
point of the State of Washington to the low- 
est part of California the Hawaiian Islands, 
under control of the United States Govern- 
ment, will continue to be of the greatest 
value. With the growth of our navy an in- 
creasing demand for ships in the Pacific will 
arise, and if the safe haven of Honolulu or 
Pearl Harbor can be assured for coaling and 
repairs the value and strength of a fleet in 
that ocean will be largely augmented. 

If another argument were needed to show 
the strategical importance of Hawaii, it can 
be found, according to naval authorities, in 
the well-known desire of Great Britain for a 
footing there; and it is a safe position, they 
say, to assume that what England wants i 
worth having. Besides the value of Hawaii 
from a strictly strategical and naval point of 
view must be considered its commercial im- 
portance in the event of the completion of 
the Nicaragua Inter-Oceanic Canal. 

What appeals with special force to the de- 

partment officials inthis connection, however, 
is the fact that unless the United States gets 
Hawaiie for its protection and use it is left 
without any sort of “ off-shore’’ defense in 
the Pacific, and the possession of the islands 
by any foreign power becomes a standing 
menace to the woke Pacific coast. 
_ In connection with the Hawaiian revolution 
it was learned today that there was a secret 
commission, composed of members of the 
Hawaiian Legisiature in this country a year 
ago trying to prepare the way for annexation, 
and that they had conferences with repre- 
sentatives of the State Department and with 
mém bers of the Foreign Affaire committee of 
the House and Foreign Kelations committee 
uf the Senate on the subject. They were then 
sounding the sentiment of this government 
on the subject with a view to just the present 
situation. which it was their design to bring 
about. They became satisfied that this covn- 
try would agree to the annexation rather than 
have a foreign government take possession of 
the Hawaiian Islands, and they have been 
planning the revolution since. r. Thurston 
was one of the Commissioners. 


LOTTERY CAUSE OF REVOLUTION. 


Since the Trouble Has Arisen W. M,. Irwin 
Believes Hawali Should Be Annexed. 

New Yor«k, Jan. 28.—([Special,]—William 
M. Irwin, representative in Hawaii of Claus 
Spreckels’ interests, recently arrived in this 
city. Mr. Irwin had heard not a word of the 
revolution before a reporter saw him this 
afternoon at his apartments in the Windsor 
Hotel. He appeared somewhat startled by 
the news. 

* When I left Honolulu on Dec. 7,”’ said Mr. 
Irwin, “the affairs of the kingdom were ap- 
parently in a stable condition. So contident 
were we that there would be no trouble that 
just before I left Mr. Spreckels and myself ad- 
vanced a large sum of money tothe govern- 
mentto pay salaries and running expenses 
until the mid@le of the month, when the an- 
nual taxes fall due. 

“‘T believe that the entire trouble is due to 
the efforts of the lottery company to carry on 
its business in the kingdom. Though under 
another name it is beheved to be a branch of 
the Louisiana lottery. I thought the bill was 
dead when I left Honolulu. We had no 
great confidence in the Legislature, 
the native members of which, though 
naturally honest, easily fall victims tu 
the white men’s money, but we supposed the 
Queen would exercise her veto power if the 
bill to license the lottery should pass. A pe- 
tition had been presented to the Queen by 
men representing seven-eighths of the capital 
of the kingdom. Nearly every woman on the 
island had also signed the petition, In spite

HISTORY OF THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS, 


Lying Midway in the Pacific and Governeg 
by Native Kings, 


The Hawaiian or Sandwich Isiands are in 
the Pacific Ocean, about midway between 
North America and Asia, They are 2,100 miles 
from the American coast and are situated on 
the course of ships passing from San Fran. 
cisco to China and Japan as well as to New 
Zealand and Australia. 

The group is the most northerly cluster of 
the Polynesian archipelago and constitutes 
the kmgaom of Hawaii. There are twelve 
islands in the cluster, four of which are barren 
rocks. The name and area of the eight prin- 
cipal islands are as follows: 

Hawaii, 4,210 square miles; Maui, 760; 
Oahu, 600; Kauai, 590; Molokai, 279: 
Lani, 150; Kahuiaui, 63; Niihau, 98 The 
large islands are mountainous and contain 
some of the largest volcanoes in the word, 
Kilauea, the largest active volcano in the 
world, is in Hawaii. Mauna-Loa, the scene of 
an eruption in 1877, is also on this island. 

The islands are said to have been discovered 
in 1542 by Gaetano, but Capt. Cook, Pirst 
Lord of the British Admiralty, rediscovered 
them in 1778 and named them the Sandwich 
Islands. 

The natives of the islands form one of the 
families of the Polynesian race, which also 
inhabits the Marquedas, Tonga, Society, 
Friendly, and Samoan groups and New Zeal- 
and. Although separated by 5,000 miles of 
ocean the Hawaiian and the New Zealander 
can understand each other, the sim- 
ilarity of language being great. The 
production of the lands are sugar, rice, coffee, 
cotton, sandalwcod, tobacco, 
wheat, maize, tapioca, oranges, lemons, 
bananas, tamarinds, bread-fruit, guayv 
potatoes, fungus, wool, hidés, and ornamen 
woods, The seat of government is Honolulu, 
located at Oahu. The islands all suffer from 
the want of good harbors. The best one is at 
Honolulu, and this is probably the reason why 
it is the principal town. 

Ruled by Native Kings. 


Prior to the time of Capt. Cook’s discoy. 
ery each island had a King of its own, but un. 
der Kamehameha I. they were consolidated 
into one kingdom. He died ‘im 1819, afid was 
succeeded by Liholiho, who adopted name 
of Kamehamehall, It was during his rei 
that idolatry was abolished. The first m 
sionaries to the islands came from Amer. 
ica in 1820, King Kamehameha Il, 
was auibitious to see the world and with his 
Queen visited England in 1824. Both were 
taken sick and died in London. fhe man 
who then took the throne called himself 
Kamehameha III. and it was during his reign 
that Judge William I. Lee, an Ameri got 
up a constitution for the Hawaiians. to 
1839 the islands were governed as an ute 
monarchy and upon feudal principles, 
Kamehameha III, signed a bill of ri i 
1840 and in 1842 granted a titu 
which he surrendered the absolute 
favor of a limited form of ro 
which three estates were 
nobles, and people, with universal 
a biennial parliament and paid repre 
mow tye ; 
civil an nal codes were mainly 
pared by Chief Justice Lee, Judge. y 
rendered’great service to the nahon’ con- 
ferring on the common natives a third of the 
lauds of the kingdom, which were fermerly 
owned by the king and chiefs. 


Their Independence Recognized. 


In 1843 the independence of the Hawaiian 
Government was formally guaranteed by tha 
English and French Governments. Kame- 
hameha II!. was succeeded by Kamehamena 
IV. in 1854, He was su 
by his brother in 1863. When 
Kamehameha V. died in 1872 it ended the 
line of the Kamehamehas and a chief named 
Lufialilo was elected to the throne. He died in 
1874 and another chief, Kalakaua, was elected. 
In 1886 the unsatisfactory state of the public 
firances demanded a change in the system, 
and a new constitution was adopted in the 
following year. Under it the members of both 
Houses of Parliament are elected by the 
vote of all adult male subjects, under the pro- 
visions of an educational qualification on 
suffrage, and, in the case of the House of 
Nobles, a property qualification. The judie- 
iary power is lodged in a Supreme Court, 
composed of a Chief Justice, who is also @ 
Chancellor, and at least two Judges, District 
Courts, police, and other tribunals. 

King Kalakaua died at the Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco Jan. 20, 1891, of Bright’s dis- 
ease. His visit to this country was on &act- 
count of his health. King Kalakaua was & 
great traveler. He visited this country i 
1876 and visited most of the principal cities. 
It was his travels and extrava- 
gance that caused. the financial trow 
bles that led -to a change im 
the form of government. Princess Liliuo- 
kalani succeeded her brother and has since 
been the Queen of the Hawaiians. Her hus 
band is an Englishman. The population of 
the islands in 1884 was 80,578. Of this total 
40,014 were natives. Of the foreigners 17,989 
were Chinese.

The Former Had Forbidden the Latter to 
Call Upon His Wife, and When Discov- 
ered by Cartwright He Wounded Him 
Seriously—Mary A. Knier Held to the 
Criminal! Court on Charges of Forgery—

Robbed of $862—Other Local News. 

Officer Henry W. Cartwright of the Des- 

plaines Street Station, who lives at No. 206 

Mather street, was shot and seriously injured 

yesterday afternoon by Fred Williams. Will- 

jams was immediately arrested and locked up 
at the Maxwell Street Station. The shooting 


. occurred at No. 318 South Halsted street and 


was the direct result of a long series of family 
troubles, in which Williams and Mrs. Cart- 
wright were the principals. Eye-witnesses 


say that Williams had called upon

NO REDUCTIVUN IN GAS BILLS, 


Notwithstanding Their Contracts Com- 
panies Adhere to the Old Rate of $1.50. 
People who watch their gas bills closely 

rather expected a reduction in the rate when 

their January bills came in, but it seems that 
the gas companies are still charging the old 

rate of $1.50 a thousand feet, with 25 cents a 

thousand off if paid within a certain time. 

When the city made its’ contract with the 
gas companies last spring a provision was in- 
serted in the contract that beginning Jan. 1, 
1893, the price of gas should be reduced tive 
cents athousand to the consumer, and that 
the price should be reduced five cents cach 
year until the price was down to $1.25 or $1 
net. 

Some time ago the gas companies changed 
the time of presenting bills to the consumers 
onthe North Side. Instead of the lth 
of the ‘month being the limit of 
time fur obtaining the discount the 
limit was fixed at the 30th and the bill 
presented earlier. The bills this month were 
rendered for the month beginning Dec. 16 
and ending Jan. 16. This would make half 
the consumption ora little more than half 
under the new rate. 

If aman burned 2,000 feet in the month, 
1,000 feet should be calculated at the rate of 
$1.50, with 25 cents off, and the other thousand 
at $1.45, with 25 cents off. This would make 
the bill $2.45 net, or a difference of five centa. 
The difference is small, but it amounts to a 
large sum fortne gas company. . Consumers 
generally think they have as much use for 
tive cents as the corporations.

*I'ne area of low barometer is now over 
Chicago,” said Observer Emory, “and the 
mercury. which at present registers 44° above 
zero, will drop 15° or 20° during the night. 
The wind will shift tothe west. Tomorrow 
morning there will be occasional flurries of 
snow. During the day the temperature will 
fall rapidly and by night it will be only 10° or 
12° above zero, This will freeze the slush 
and water in the streets and stop all danger of 
floods. The coldest spot inthe country just 
now is Buford, Mont., Where the soldiers are 
luxunating in a balmy atmusphere 28° below 
the zero point. Down at New Orleans, on the 
other hand, magnolias are blooming and the 
thermometer stands at 68° above zero,”’ 

But in Chicago yesterday cable cars came 
near floating and wise young women borrowed 
their brothers’ rubber boots before they came 
down-town. Thrifty merchants moved their 
goods up out of theircellars and city street 
cleaners used dippers instead of scoop-shovels, 

It was all due to the January thaw, which 
arrived a littie behind schedule time this year, 
but did very good work after it got here. 

The mercury commenced tu rise at mid- 
night Friday and by 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing it was up to 37° above zero. All day the 
temperature hovered about 40° and the eight 
and one-half inches of anow which covered the 
streets was fast changed into a liquid mass of 
a rich brown c.lor, wmch swept from curb to 
curb and rendered street crossings almost im- 
pussable, 

Occupants of tall office buildings began to 
fear that the threatened flood would inundate 
the basements and stop the running of ele- 
vators and electric lights. Superimtendent of 
Streets Burke sent his assistants out with 
long poles to clear out the catch-basins and 
prepare the sewers for the expected deluge. 
Slush made the sidewalks slippery and many 
ama: took sore bones and wet clothes home 
with him last night. Mrs. William Auer, No. 
194 North State street, slipped and fell at 
Dearborn and Chicago avenues inthe 
afternoon and sustained a bad fracture of the 
left leg. Many other cases nut so serious 
were reported. 

Out along Milwaukee avenue the condition 
of the streets was uwful. There was not a 
crcssing in that section of the city that was 
less than ankle deep im fluid siush. In the 
holes here and there along these crossings, 
into which unfortuaate pedestrians thrust 
their boots, the water was In tnany Cases six 
and eight inches deep. In the gutters close 
to the sidewaiks the snow and mud were piled 
in some places four feet high. Those who 
were waiting at the crossings to get aboard 
the cars were not much better off, for the 
cars rarely stopped at places to suit the in- 
tending passengers.

Early lest night there was little promise of

It 
was a genuine sprihg rain out of season, and 
it added materially to the almost impassable 
vondition of the streets. Umbrellas and goussa- 
miners were in demand, and reflections against 
Jupiter Pluvius were as thick as the rain 
drops.

FINE MUSIC ADMIRABLY RENDERED. 


The Chicago Orchestra’s Concert One of 
the Best Ever Given. 


Berlioz’s * King Lear’”’ Overture and Liszt’s 
“*Mephisto”’ Waltz were works fitted to cail 
forth last night all that was best in the execu- 
tive powers of the Chicago OUOrehestra, and 
splendidly the men responded, according to 
these two difficult compositions per 
superb in their technical perfection and mag- 
nificent in their interpretative completeness. 
Mr. Thomas evidently had drilled his forces 
until they were as a mighty instrument re- 
eponsive to his every wish, and upon this 
faultless organ he could give entire expression 
to his masterly conceptions of the great works 
he had selected to be the important orchestral 
numbers on the program. 

Berlioz would have found in last night’s 
performance of his intensely tragic and pow- 
erful overture the *‘ extreme precision wedded 
to irresistible verve,’ the “‘ well-tempered en- 
thusiasir,”” and the “‘dreamy sensibility ” 
which he deciared he must have present in 
order that the work might be renuered well. 
Liszt’s effective tone picture of the riotous 
*Dance in a Country Tavern” also was 
played with a virtuseo-like bravour. The 
work of the strings in this piece was re- 


imarkable for the perfect unison in 
phrasing and shading which  char- 
acterized it. Schumann’s Overture, 


Scherzo and Finale was the other orchestral 
number on the program. Itis an attractive 
work, enjvyable in its happy sturdiness and 
virile strength. The orchestra gave it in ad- 
mirable style, leaving none of its charms un- 
revealed. Thesoloist was W. H. Sherwood. 
who appeared with the orchestra for the first 
time since it was organized. He selected 
Raff’s Concerto for piano, in C minor, op. 


185. a work rarely played, and never before 
given in this city, but which proved musicaily 
interesting, and, by virtue of its 
melodiousness, pleasing to every § audi- 
tor. . It is a cuncerto of great length, 
and certain portions of it reveal Raff's 


chiefest fault of over development of musical 
material, butthe themes are attractive—the 
March in the last part being characteristically 
bright and pleasing—and they are handled 
effectively, even if with frequently no striking 
originality. Of Mr. Sherwood’s playing high 
and sincere praise may be spoken. He 
brought to the performance of his task 
abundant technical ability, artistic intelli- 
gence, sincerity of purpose, legitimacy of 
style, and a goodly amount of sentiment and 
poetic feeling. The result was playing that 


satisfied, interested, and ,pleased, even 
though it did not strongly move 
one. Mr. Sherwood is not a 
highly emotional pianist, neither can 


it be said that his playing is cold and color- 
less, but the fire and passion which sweep all 
before them are foreign to his temperment, 
and the result is that a certain mildness in 
sentiment characterizes his interpretations, 
compelling recognition and approval but not 
deeply touching the auditor. He was es- 
pecially admirable in the brilliant climax of 
the Allegro in the middle portions of the 
Andante, and ino his sparkling crisp per- 
formance of the Finale. The audience was 
heartily enthusiastic, paying him the deserved 
tribute of eeveral recalls. 


STRIKE TALK ON THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Suburban Conductors, Brakemen, and Bag- 
gagemen Said to Want More Pay. 

The conductors, brakemen, and baggage- 
men on the illinois Central suburban trains, 
it is said, afe thinking of going on a strike be- 
cause General Passenger Agent A. H. Hanson 
has issued an order, which takes effect Feb. 
1, directing conductors on suburban 
trains who receive cash (fares instead 
of tickets to return to the passenger a ticket 
to be taken up later. The order directs that 
a receipt shall be given to a passenger who 
pays a cash fare. 

‘The conductors claim, it is said, that the re- 
ceipt is for the purpose of facilitating the vo- 
cation of tne spotters. They claim to be 
poorly paid, and say they want higher 
Conductors are now  receiv- 
ing $80 a month, baggagemen $50 
and brakemen $45. They want $100, $65, and 
$50, and it will be ou the refusal of the corm- 
pany to increase wages that the strike, if one 
takes place, wil occur. 

Under the present system the company de- 
pends entirely upon the honesty of the con- 
ductor as to whether all the money collected 
on the trains 1s turned over or not. The rail- 
road cfficials say they do not anticipate any 
serions trouble.

Notes, coupons, and other forms of prop- 
erty, representing upwards of $10,000, have 
been stolen from Mrs. Anna B. Smith. No. 
2121 Wabash avenue. 

Mrs, Smith is the widow of Moses B. Smith, 
who kept a hotel at South Bend, Ind., and 
who left her considerable feal estate in differ- 
ent parts of the country. She is a member of 
eight societies in the city, including the 
Ww oman’s Relief Corps, the Ladies of Honor, 
the Women’s A. P. A. Council No. 1, the Home 
and Forum,and the Soldiers’ Home Association. 
For a year she has been living at her present 
address and before that hved fora time at 
No. 2131 Wabash avenue. Since her husband’s 
death she had been keeping lodgers, as the 
property left her was involved in litigation, 
and it was only recently that she began to de- 
rive any great benefit from it. 

But Mrs. Smith’s lodgers were not, she 
says, the most honest in the world, and in- 
stead vf realizing any protit from them tney 
ieft her worse off thar if she had not kept 
furnished rooms. Soshe receutiy quit the 
business and retained only one lodger, a 
nephew. 

Her valuables she kept in a satchel which 
was hidden away in a closet off from her 
sleeping-room. The closet door had no lock 
to it and Mrs. Smith depended on the lock of 
her bed-room door for the safety of her 
treasures.

Retire a Republican Senator. 

Curyrenns, Wyo., Jan. 28.—[Special.}—The 
paramount political sensation of the session 
has just occurred here by the Wyoming State 
Senate unseating John N. Tisdaie, Republican, 
sitting member from Johnson County. The 
vote was nine to six. For many days the case 
has been before the Senate. That body’s 
political complexion is sixteen Republicans 
and five Democrats, and consequently some 
Republicans had to vote against Tisdale if he 
was unseated. The friends of Senator Warren 
claim the raeason for unseating Tisdaie was to 
cause the junior Senator the loss of another vote 
in his fight for the United States Senatorship. 
All the Republicans who formed a coalition 
with the Democrats are anti-Warren men, 
They are Richards of Converse County, who 
is himself a candidate for the United States 
Senate, and Merrill of Laramie, Fiteh of Al- 
banpy, and McCormick of Sheridan. The 
charges against Mr. Tisdale were that he had 
been a resident of Salt Lake City for two 
years, and that inasmuch as he was not a 
resident of the county he claimed to represent 
he had no right to a seat in the Senate. The 
Democrats, some of whom are in close 
touch with the rustler element of the 
Deinocratic party,were relentless in their war- 
fare upon Mr. Tisdule. This bitter comity 
was caused by ‘his being a member of the 
invading party which endeavored to extermi- 
nate the cattle thieves in the Powder River 
country last spring.

The Blaine Club Arranges a Memorial 
Meeting. 

A Blaine memorial meeting in the Auditori- 
um or the next largest hall in town, partici- 
pated in by all political and social clubs 
irrespective of party and addressed 
by speakers of national renown, is 
to be held in Chicago within 
two weeks. At that meeting a movement will 
be started for the erection of a monument to 
Mr. Blaine in this city. An effort will also be 
made to set apart a day every year on which 
thé memory of Blaine may be quickened by 
meetings and suitable ceremonies. The 
preliminary arrangements for all this were 
made last night at a special meeting of the 
Chicago Blaine club at the Sherman. 

The meeting was called to take action which 
should suitably express the feeling of the club 
on the death of its standard bearer. Vice- 
President Charles S. Baker was Chairman, 
and appointed Ald. R. L. Martin, F. A. 
Brokosky, and Col. George H. Har- 
low a committee to draft 
to be sent to Mr. Blaine’s family. The com- 
mittee prepared the following, which was 
ordered telegraphed to Mrs. Blaine and after- 
wards to be engrossed and bound and sent to 
the family: 

Resolved, That in the death of James G. Blaine 
the Nation is deprived of its greatest statesman. 
His wonderful genius, his extraordinary per- 
sonality, his unrivaled statesmanship, and 
his sterling Americanism place him nearer 
than any  otheer of his time to 
the ideal American statesman. The 
general recognition of these qualities and the 
admiration they produced, not alone among his 
countrymen, brought the entire Nation into kin- 
ship of feeling and patriotism, so that his death 
brings not only to his country a great sorrow, but 
to his countrymen individually a sense of per- 
sonal bereavement. 

As members of the great family whose relation- 
ship is thus cemented, we tender to his imme- 
diate family our profoundest sympathy. 

Aid, Martin moved that a memorial meet- 
ing be held and that arrangements for it be 
made at once. The idea took hold imme- 
diately and drew out eloquent speeches from 
the members present. | 

‘* Let us not make the meeting simply Re- 
publican,” said Lawrence Harmon, “ let it be 
for all citizens, irrespective of party, to do 
honor to the man who has done more to bring 
honor on the American name than any Presi- 
dent or Secretary of State. Let us at that 
meeting take the initiative toward the erec- 
tion of a monuinent as endearing 
as his fame. If every man in Ch- 
cago who admired our ‘leader contributes 
but one nickel the sum will be sufficient. Let 
us ask that aday be set apart for Republic- 
ans to celebrate James G. Blaine’s name, the 
same as the Democratic party celebrates the 
renown of Andrew Jackson.”’ 

Mr. Harmon’s remarks were the sense of 
the meeting, and the subsequent discussion 
was only about the way in which the memo- 
rial meeting should be held and also its date. 
Some of the members desired it fixed for 
Tuesday next, but it was concluded that this 
was too short “a time in which to 
complete arrangements. Finally it was 
decided to nominate a committee of five 
members of the Blaine club who were em- 
powered to send invitations to all other clubs 
and organizations to appoint committees of 
three to meet with the Blaine committee Sat- 
urday night, Feb. 4. The committee was 
chosen by vote. It consisted of Ald. R. L. 
Martin, H. G. Teed, Col. J. H. Harlow, Law- 
rence Harmon, and C. 8, Baker. 

It will meet at Ald. Martin’s office 
Monday morning and begin the work of en- 
listing the codperation of other clubs. 

No extended discussion of the cermonial 
features of the meeting was held. The'idea 
was that the Auditormm or the next largest 
hall available be secured so as to afford room 
tor the thousands of members of various 
organizations as well as citizens who belong 
to no political club. 

The names of several speakers were sug- 
gested, among them being ex-Gov. J. B. For- 
aker of Ohio, Senator Wolcott of Colorado, 
and John M. Thurston of Nebraska. The 
committee will open communication with all 
of them, the desire being tosecure several 
speakers to deliver orations.

IRISH LEGISLATURE. 


There Are to Be Two Houses—The Upper 
Order to Include 103 Members, Seven- 
ty-five Elective, and Twenty-eight 
Peerage—The Second Body to Consist of 
204 Members, Chosen by Existing Con- 
stituencies—Ireland’s Contribution to 
the National Debt Reduced. 

Lonpon, Jan. 28.—Following is @ synopsis 
of the new Irish home rule bill to be intro- 
duced within a few days at the opening of 


Parliament. 

The bill declares that there shall be estab- 
lished in Ircland a legislature consisting of the 
Queen and an Irish legislative body em- 
powered to make, @mend, and repeal laws for 
the peace, order, and good government of 
Ireland. 

The power to enact lawson the following sub- 
jects is retained by the Imperial Parliament: 
The status or dignity of the Crown, or the suc- 
cession to the Crown, or a regency; the 
making of war or peace; the army, Davy, 
militia volunteers, or other military or paval 
forces for the defense of the realm; treaties 
and other relations with foreign States, or the 
relations between the various parts of her 
Majesty’s dominions; dignities or titles of 
honor; prize or booty of war; offenses 
against the saw of nations or offenses com- 
mitted in violation of any treaty made or 
hergafter to be made between her Majesty and 


any foreign state; offenses committed on 


high seas; treason, alienage, or naturaliza- 
tion; trade navigation or quarantine; the 
postal and telegraph service, except 
as hereafter in this ‘act mentioned 
with respect to the transmission of letters 
and telegrams in Ireland; beacons, light- 
houses, or seamerks; the coinage; the value 
of foreign money, legal tender, weights and 
measures, copyright, patent rights, or other 
exclusive rights to the use or profits of any 
works or inventions; the imposition of any 
legislation relatin to duties of customs and 
duties of excise as defined in the act. A sub- 
clause retains to the Imperial Parliament 
contro! for five years over land legislation. 

No Laws Establishing Religion. ee, 

The Irish Legislature is restricted from 
passing any laws respecting the establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or imposing any privilege or confer- 
ring any disability on account of religious be- 
lief, or abrogating or derogating from the 
right to establish or maintain any place of 
denominational institution or charity, or 
prejudicially affecting the right of any child 
to attend a school receiving public money 
without attending the religious instruction 
at that school, or impairmg, without 
either the leave of her Majesty in council first 
obtained, on an address presented by the leg- 
islative body of Ireland, or the consent of the 
corporation interested, the rights, property, or 
privueges of any existing corporation incor- 
porated by royal charter or local a-d general 
act of Parliament: or from enacting any leg- 
islation changing the terms of the home rule 
act except so far as the act is declared to be 
alterable by the Irish Legislature. 

The Queen retains the same prerogatives 
with respect to summoning, proroguing, and 
dissolving the Irish legislative body as the 
Queen has with respect to the Imperial Par- 
liament. The Irish legislative body can con- 
tinue for five years and no longer from the 
day on which it is appointed to meet. 

The Executive Government of Ireland is to 
continue vested in her Majesty and to be car-. 
ried on by the Lord Lieutenant in behalf of her 
Majesty, with the aid of such officers and such 
council as her Majesty may from time to time 
see fit. Subject to any instructions which may 
from time to time be given by her Majesty, the 
Lord Lieutenant shall give or withhold the 
consent of her Majesty to bills passed by the 
Irish legislative body, and shall exercise the 
prerogatives of her Majesty in summoning, 
proroguing, and dissolving the Irish legisla- 
tive body and any prerogatives the exer- 
cise of which may be delegated to him by her 
Majesty. 

Two Houses to Be Established, 


The nineteenth clause of the bill relating to 
the constitution of the Irish legislative body 
differs in one important respect from the bill 
of 1886. The ill of 1893 provides that the 
legisiative body shall consist of a first and 
second order, but instead of providing that 
the orders shal! deliberate together, as in the 
bill of 1886, it provides that they shall sit and 
vote separately, thus constituting two distinct 
Houses of the Legislature. If the result of the 
voting brings the two orders into collision, 
then the question at issue is 
to be referred to a joint com- 
mittee of both Houses. If the question 
still remains undecided through inability to 
agree, then the question at issue may be re- 
ferred to the people. The new bill thus pro- 
vides for a popuiar reference. 

The tenth clause substantially provides, as 
in 1886, that the Upper House or first order 
shall include 103 members, seventy-five clec- 
tive and twenty-eight Peerage members. The 
elective members are to be possessed of prop- 
erty, if ‘real estate, or partly real and person- 
al, bringing in an income of at least £200 a 
year, or if personal, then bringing the same 
income, or if being of the capital value of 
£4,000 or upwards, free of all charges. 

Treiand 1s to be divided into electoral dis- 
tricts for the first,each elector to be an 
owner or occupier of some land or tenement 
within the district ofa net annual value of 
£25 or upwards. The term of an elective 
member of the first order is ten years, thirty- 
seven or thirty-eight to retire every fifth year. 
The peers are to be twenty-eight Irish repre- 
sentative peers. The peerage representation 
in the first order to last for not longer than 
thirty years from the appointed day of or- 
ganization, when the places of all peerage 
members are to be vacated or filled by eiec- 
tive members. Dissolution of the legislative 
body is not to vacate the offices of the mem- 
bers of the first order. 


Second Legislative Body, 


The seeond Jegislative body is to consist of 
204 members, to be chosen by existing con- 
stituencies in Ireland, two by each constitu- 
ency, with the exception of the City of Cork, 
which is to be divided into two divisions and 
two members chosen byeach division. An 
important new clause provides that 103 mem- 
bers of the Imperial Pagliament from the 
Irish legislative body may also sit in the 
Irish legislative body, if elected thereto. as 
well as in the Imperial Parliament. ; 

The annual contribution of Ireland on ac- 


£733,000; army and navy, £833,000; imperial 
civil expenditures, £55,000; royal Irish con- 
stabulary and Dublin metropolitan police, 
£500,000; for reduction of the national debt, 
£180,000, These are great reductions from 
the bill of 1886, which provided that Ireland 
should pay for interest and management of 
national debt, £1,466,000; army and navy 
£1,666,000; imperial civil expenditures, £110,- 
000; royal Irish constabulary and Dublin 
metropolitan police, £1,000,000; reduction of 
national debt, £360,000. 

Duties of customs and duties of excise col- 
lections in Ireland are to be applied to Irish 
charges and any excess applied as part of the 
public revenues under control of the Irish 
Government.

ARMY BILL DISCUSSION FINISHED, 


Increased Disposition to Accept the Gov- 
ernment’s Proposals, 

Brrxin, Jan, 28.—The Reichstag committee 
on the army bill has concluded the general 
debate on that measure and today proceeded 
with the translation of the several clauses. 
The closing debates showed an increased dis- 
position to accept the government’s proposals, 
the only material opposition being offered by 
a faction of the Center party led by Dr. Lieber. 

Chancellor von Caprivi once more appeared 
before the committee, urging that the bill be 
approved in its entirety. The measure, he 
said, was not intended to avert a momentary 
danger of an acute nature. It aimed to make 
suitable provision for a state of things which 
he must des®ribe as presenting a permanent 
danger. Dr. Lieber reaffirmed that it was 
impossible for his party to concede more 
than it had already done, whereupon the Chan- 
cellor curtly closed the discussion. The mem-

Saale Water Strongly Infected. 


Prof. Koch returned tonight from Halle, 
where he has been investigating the outbreak 
of cholera. Experts at the Koch institute re- 

ort that the water used at the Nietleben 

unatic Asylum after it was passed through 
filter beds disclosed the presence of the coma 
bacillus, proving that the River Saale is 
strongly infected. Prof. Koch is about to 
visit Altona and Hamburg, where anxiety re- 
garding a fresh outbreak of cholera is re- 
newed vith the approach of spring. No fresh 
cholera cases were reported at Hamburg to- 
day. Only two deaths were reported. 

Voting New Credits for the Navy. 

The budget commission of the Reichstag is 
now rapidly voting the new credits for the 
navy under the impulse of Chanceilor Cap- 
rivi’s declarations that there is danger of a 
coalition of the fleets of France, Russia, and 
Denmark. 

Has a Conference with the Czarowltz. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung says that on the 
evening after Princess Margaret’s wedding 
Emperor William held a private conference 
with the Czarowitz, lasting nearly three hours.

EXPERTS IN THE M’DONALD WILL CASE. 


Ewell and Tolman Testify That the Signa- 
tures Are Not Genuine, 

Nostugsvitxie, Ind., Jan. 28.—[Special. ]— 
The whole of today has been devoted to hear- 
ing expert testimony in the McDonald will 
case. Ewell, the Chicago expert, resumed the 
witness stand, and the forenoon was consumed 
in his cross-examination. All the efforts of 
the defendent toentrap him or get him to con- 
tradict himself were unsuccessful. Henry L. 
Tolman of Chicago was called this afternoon. 
He gave an account of his experience as an 
expert microscopist ana judge of handwriting. 
He had examined all the signatures of the tes- 
tator and witnesses to the will and 
duplicate in this case, and was  satis- 
fied they were not.genuine. He had made 
copies of the Joseph E. McDonald signature 
enlarged about fifteen diameters which were 
introduced in evidence. He pointed out 
places where he thought the pen had been 
taken up and used to trace or patch up be- 
tween letters and showed what he considered 
evidence that the signatures had been written 
slowly as if the writer was trying to imitate 
something. One evidence of this was the un- 
even pressure of the pen, alternating and. ap- 
pearing three or four times in one line, which 
would not be seen by one writing at the speed 
Senator McDonald used. Witness found 
quite ai difference between the two 
parts of the signature Joseph and 
McDonald, the first appearing as if written 
by a green hand, the other by a trained hand. 
The pen evidently was gripped tightly, while 
McDonald held a pen loosely. Witness ex- 
plained objections to the signatures of Al- 
pheus Snow and Park E. Daniels, witnesses to 
the will; and detailed the difference between 
these and what were known to be genuine. 
On cross-examination he was asked if the fact 
that Senator McDonald rarely wrote his full 
name would not account for the difference 
mentioned. Witness thought not, beeause the 
ohjection mentioned appeared prominent in 
the letter “J,’’ which it was conceded was never 
omitted in thesignature. On redirect examina- 
tion witness stated that the signature to the 
will showed want of life. Court adjourned 
‘until Tuesday morning.

SELECTION OF WORLD'S FAIR PAINT- 
INGS IN NEW YORK. 


Jury on Selection Examines Over 3,000 
Canvases—Preliminary Report Made to 
the Advisory Committee—It Bears the 
Names of Hundreds of Artists—Next 
Week the Jury Will Piepare a Supple- 
mentary List—Collection of Accepted 
Works May Be Exhibited in New York. 


New Yor, Jan. 28.—[Special. |—After two 
weeks of arduous labor almost from daylight 
till dark the jury on selection of paintings for 
the World’s Fair by the artists of New York 
and Pennsylvania were able to report to the 
Advisory committee this afternoon at the 
Seventh Regiment Armory. The report is a 
preliminary one, however, and does not in- 
clude the entire list of accepted canvases. 
Some idea of the work performed by the jury 
may be formed when it is stated that over 
8,000 pieces of art have been offered for the 
Exposition and that not more than one-fifth or 
one-sixth of that number can be accepted 
and forwarded to Chicago. The better part 
of next week will be consumed by the jury in 
the selection of the remainder of the con- 
tributions. When this supplementary list is 
ready it will be published, together with the 
list of well-known works which required no 
selection, but which were passed as worthy to 
be forwarded to the Exposition by the unani- 
mous vote of the jury. The full report of the 
work of the Advisory committee will then be 
forwarded to Chicago by Secretary William 
B. Tuthill. Meanwhile there is some 


hope that an 
collection of accepted works may be given in 
this city before they are forwarded to the Co- 
lumbian Fair.

CHARGED WITH HOLDING BACK MONEY. 


Clients of Speaker’ Davis of Tennessee 
Going Into Court Against Him, 


Mempuis, Tenn., Jan. 28.—([Special.]— 
Ralph Davis, Speaker of the Tennessee House 
of Representatives, is accused of obtaining 
$1,250 in an unlawful manner. Mr. Davis is 
an attorney. In 1890 a criminal sentenced 
to eight years in the nitentiary was 
released on $5,000 bon with Nathan 
and Harry Simon as sureties. The criminal 
escaped, and in due course of time the Sheriff 
took possession of the bondsmen. The Si- 
mons engaged the services of Davis. He did 
not make any motions in court, but he pro- 
duced an order from the Judge instructing 
“ths Sheriff to accept $1,000 from the Simons 
and hold up the execution. The Sheriff did 
so, and made the settlement with Mr. Davis. 
The final judgment in the case 
was entered in the Crimimal Court Clerk’s 
cash book, and shows that for 
the sum of $1,000 Jacob Lachman’s bonds. 
men were released from the $5,000 penalty 
they incurred by failing to produce him when 
he was wanted. The receipts held by the Si- 
mons are said to show that Mr. Davis was paid 
by them $2,250 as sureties, which is $1,250 more 
than is claimed to accounted for over 
what was turned over to the Criminal Court 
and his fee of $450. The charge implicates by 
innuendo Judge Dubois of the Criminal Court, 
who is just now under a ban for refusing to 
have the gambling laws enforced and for ex- 
cessive expense of conducting the Criminal 
Court. Mr. Davis denies the matter wholly. 


TIE UP ON THE ERIE IMMINENT. 


Trainmen Balked in Their Demands May 
Precipitate a Strike, 

Lia, O., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—A tie-up of 
the Erie lines is imminent. The bulletin 
issued by General Manager Tucker for the 
purpose of stopping a contemplated applica- 
tion from the trainmen for more pay stated 
that the road could not afford to pay their 
men more. It was thought that this would 
kill the application, but it failed. A commit- 
tee representing the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen went to Cleyeland to present their 
grievances. They waited on General Superin- 
tendent Moorbead, who listend to every 
point. He emphatically refused to talk 
on the question of more pay, but 
agreed to adjust any rules that were bene- 
ficial in running the road. The committee 
was not satistied and it carried its cause to 
Gencral Manager Tucker, who sustained the 
views of Supt. Moorhead. The committee 
had nothing left but to make up their minds 
on what to do, and they adjourned until 
next week. The committee represents the 
passenger and freight conductors, brakemen, 
and switchmen of the N. Y., P. and O. and 
the Chicago and Erie roads. The Brother- 
hood of Trainmen is backing up the demands, 
and if matters should be brought to an issue 
every employé engaged in running trains, ex- 
cept engineers and firemen, will go out.’ The 
conference next week will bring the matter 
to a crisis. 


TROUBLE IN GUATEMALA EXPLAINED. 


The Consul at San Francisco Explains the 
British Legation Fatalities, 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 28.—J. Dias 
Duran, Consul of Guatemala, has writien a 
communication concerning the recent attack 
upon the British Legation at Guatemala and 
fournishes the following version of the affair: 

The trouble, as it is related by correspondence. 
happened in the following manner .o— 
Wheeler; British Consul, left Guatemala at the 
beginning of this month on his way to Salama to 
investigate the matter in which the minister’s 
eldest son and another British subject had been 
wounded at a plantation near San Jeronimo, 
which roperty had belonged to the En- 
giish or many years.

He 
also recalled stages through which the World’s 
Fair novement had passed since its inception 
to the present moment, and predicted that its 
close would be crowned with victory and its 
effect for good would be lasting. 

Walker Fearn, Chief of Foreign Affairs, de- 
scribed the sight which would be presented to 
the gaze of admiring visitors from all portiors 
of the earth. He did not forget to nention 
what he referred to as the dirtiest streets in 
the world. The result of the Exposition. he 
declared, would be the purification anda en-

CHUMS OF BLAINE’S COLLEGE DAYS. 


Classmates at Jefferson Relate Reminis- 
cences—Letter from Mr. Blaine. 

Uniontown, Pa., Jan, 28.—[Special. ]|—With- 
in twelve miles of this place the Hon. James G. 
Blaine was born and in his earlier days he 
often visited here. He was related to the 
Ewings, the oldest surviving representative of 
whom in Western Pennsylvania is ex-Judge 
John K. Ewing of this place, who was in col- 
lege with Mr. Blaine at old Jefferson College. 
Among the other coilege mates of Mr. Blaine 
is Col. T. E. Searight, also of this place, ana 
the Hon. J. Murray Clark of Cannonsburg. 
These two who have long been prominent 
leaders in the Democratic politics of Western 
Pennsylvania were confidential friends and 
companions of Mr. Blaine in college and the 
intimacy between the three has never been in- 
terrupted. Col. Searight has been publishing 
reminiscences of the old Cumberland-Wheel- 


ing National Pike that passes through Union- [| 


town and Brownsville (Mr. Blaine’s birth- 
place), and these recollections of old men and 
things of the olden time were followed by the 
ex-Secretary with keen interest, as appears 
from the foilowing letter which he wrote to 
their author and in which .also he refers pa- 
thetically to the great family grief that was 
overwhelming him: 

STANWOOD, Bar HArpor, Me., Sept. 8, 1892.— 
To the Hon. T. E. Searight, Uniontown, Pa.—My 
Dear Friend: I have received the sketches of 
the “ Old Pike” regularly, and have as regularity 
read them, some of them more than once, especi- 
ally where you come near the Monongahela on 
either side of it, and thus strike the nd of my 
birth and boyhood. 1 could trace you all the 
way to Washington, at Malden, at Centerville. at 
Billy Greentield in Beallsville, at Hillsboro (Billy 
Robinson was a familiar name), at Dutch Charlie 
Miller's. at Ward’s, at Pancake, and so on famil- 
lar names forever endeared to my memory. I 
cannot realize that if we are not positively 
old men, at least we are elderly men, and that 
hundreds of acquaintances have died by our side 
anu we are spared. The 18th of June! received a 
great nervous shock by the intelligence of the 
death of my son Emmons, and am just getting over 
the illness occasioned by it. In two years and a 
half I have lost my eldest three children—Walker, 
Emmons, and Mrs. Coppinger; the world looks 
very differently to me since they have gone. Be- 
fore they went I had no great grief in my life and 
a full share of this world’s goods. You do not 
know how odd it seems to me, even to this day, 
when I suddenly reflect that I bave been for 
forty years a resident of New England and that 
all the scenes of my early youth and manhood are 
laid in Pennsylvania. I have visited them com- 
paratively few times, since my mother died es- 
pecially, and find that gradually my acquaintanc- 
es and friends have dropped off, or moved away, 
so that I feel myself (aged a stranger in a 
strange land. M;> acquaintances in Washington 
(Pa.) are only among the old and in Uniontown, 
where | visited several times in my youth, I have 
not half a dozen acquaintances; you and the 
Ewings constitute the slender number. I occa- 
sionally hear from ‘“*the Connt.” His heart seems 
warm and he responds to every association of 
our college days. 1 really feel a great 
attachment for him, I scareely have a corre- 
spondent of college days, unless I may call you 
and the “Count” (amboamasi boni) correspond- 
ents, althougb I have not written to you regular- 
ly enough to earn that title. I cherish the desire 
of riding over the “old pike” with you, but I am 
afraid we shall contemplate it as a scheme never 
to be realized, Sincerely your friend,

MENACE IN THE BILL. 


ST, LOUIS STOOK INTERESTS ENDAN- 
GERED BY THE LEGISLATURE. 


Manager of the Union Yards Says Stock 
Business in the Missouri Metropolis 
Will Be Destroyed if the Measure Be- 
comes a Law—Von Der Ahe Comes Out 
Openly Against Noonan for Mayor—He 
Will Support Bernheimer—Sporting 
Men Will Establish an Athletic Club. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 28.—[{Special. |—The 

Union Stock-Yards people are much exercised 

over the bill in the Missouri Legislature re- 


_cently engrossed, which provides for the re- 


duction of yardage and feeding charges. Col. 
Dan N. Palmer, General Manager of the 
yards, said yesterday that the passage of this 
bill will wipe out the live stock business in 
this city and totally destroy the trade of the 
Union Yards, which last year amounted to 
$15,000,000, He says that besides the receipts 
of the yards upon the revenues of 1892, 
that with the proposed law in force 
the corporation would have lost 
$25,000. He is satisfied that the bill has been 
advanced so rapidly owing to the ignorance of 
the members to its import and believes that 
the friends of the live stock industry will be 
able to defeat it when it is once thoroughly 
explained to them. He thinks that unless 
this isdone the immense coinmission busi- 
ness done at the yards will be transferred 
to Chicago and Kansas City. All of the firms 
interested in the business at this point will 
work for the defeat of thebill. It has already 
been favorably acted upon in committee, and 
it is appease that any action tv this end 
must be prompt. 

Chris Von Der Ahe has deserted the Noonan 
gang and is now an outspoken advocate of 
Maurice Bernheimer for the Democratic aom- 
ination for Mayor. Noonan’s election was 
due to a considerable extent to the efforts of 
the veteran sport, who worked hard and spent 
his money to help him through. The an- 
nouncement that he has joined the enemy has 
caused a fall in the Noonan boom. Mean- 
while the Kepublican friends of C. Pb. Wal- 
bridge, President of the Council, are quietly 
awaiting the turn of events. So far Mr. Wal- 
bridge has not formally announced himself a 
candidate. 

It appears that che supporters of the Gernez 
bill to legalize boxing, now before the Legis- 
lature at Jefferson City, are a number of 
poomenans business-men, who, in the event of 

oxing becoming a legalized sport, vontem- 
plate erecting a big athletic club and running 
it as a business venture. The amendment re- 
quiring a license from the Chief of Police 
meets with their approval, as they expect to 
conduct their affairs in such a‘manner as not 
to antagonize the law-abiding clement of the 
cummunity. The members of the club intend 
to erect an arena and club-house on the same 

rinciple as the athletic clubs in New York, 

Suffalo, San Francisco, and New Orleans, 
where glove contests will be given for mem- 
bers only. The Gernez bill has been reported 
favorably by the committee and will go to 
engrossment. 

A great and almost priceless ledge of litho- 
graphing stone has been found in extreme 
Southern Illinois in Alexander County. The 
St. Louisan whose efforts in the search were 
crowned with success is Martin O’ Neil, an old 
stone worker and bridge contractor who has 
opened more quarries than any one else in 
the country, and handled the largest block 
ever handied in the United States. Mr. O’Neil 
built the pier on the American shore of the 
suspension bridge at Niagara Falls, 
and of more recent date was for seven 
yeara, emaployed by the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad company on the stone work of 
its bridges between ‘Cincinnati and Vincennes. 
His newly discovered lithographic stone 
quarry is directly on the bank of the Missis- 
sippi River, twenty-six miles above Cairo. He 
discovered a ledge right on the Mississippi's 
banks extending upward seventy feet and 


running back for more than half a mile,’ 


stopping at a branchof theriver. It took 
him more than a year to procure ieases to 
all the property. The most of 1t belongs toa 
poor widow. A few weeks ago he 
began getting out stone. Samples were 
brought to St. Louis and others sent 
to Chicago, Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia for sciéntific examination. All 
the reports declare the stone to be equal to 
any ever produced by the famous Bavarian 
mines now practically exhausted. O'Neil 
said today to a Tx1nung correspondent: 

**T have drilled through it ana find that it 
is 300 feet deep. There is enough lithographic 
atone there to supply the world for the next 
500 years. I have taken out twenty tons of 
stone, all of which has been used in making 
tests of its merit, as I was unwilling to-erect a 
quarrying and dressing plant until I was as- 
sured beyond a doubt that it was all right.’’ 

The property is now in the control of the 
National Lithographic Stone company, with 
Martin O'Neil, President, and James Banner- 
man, Secretary and Treasurer. Edward A. 
Braun, a lithograph artist of this city, is now 
engaged in engraving a large stone from this 
quarry with the contour of afi actress to be 
exhibited at the World’s Fair. Prof. Lindahler 
of Springfield, IIL, State geologist, is taking 
an interest in the matter of preparing an ex- 
hibit for the Fair. ' 

The American Bell Telephone company is 
to have a St. Louis rival soon. Ducuments 
were forwarded to the Secretary of State 
tonight askmg for. articles of incor- 
poration in the name of the stockholders 
of the Telephone-Telegraph Service company. 
The Telephone-Telegraph Service company 
will begin furnishing.telephones to its patrons 
soon after the governing patents of the Bell 
concern expire. In February and March its 
most valuable patent rights expire and com- 
peting corporations will be given a fighting 
chance. The first innovation mad¢ by new 
company will be that of carrying its wires un- 
derground. A bill asking for the privilege of 
constructing and maintaining conduits will 
be incroduced in the municipal assembly 
Tuesday evening. As far as possible tele- 
phone service will probably use the conduits 
of the Underground Service company, about 
a mile of whose eighteen-barreled tubing is 
already beneath the down-town streets. The 
capital stock of the Telephone-Telegraph 
Service company is $25,000, divided into 
shares of $100 each. The privilege of increas- 
ing the stock to $1,000,000 will be asked for.

The Vintage of France. 


The general showing in regard to the vintage 
in France last faliis not considered to be very 
satisfactory. The total yield in the seventy-six 
departments in which wine is made is estimated 
at 654.348.015 gallons. This is a decrease of some 
25,000,000 as compared with 15891, and yet some 
5).000 mora acres were planted in vines, It is, 
however, an increase over the two years preced- 
ing 1391, and is 25,000,000 galions above the aver- 
age of the last five years, But the average has 
been decreasing steadily since 1575, when the 
phylloxera invaded French vineyards. In that 
year, with 5.550.000 scres in vines, France pro- 
duced 1,800,000,000 gallons. 


Depressién in the British Shipping Trade. 

The extent of the depression in the British 
shipping trade just now may be gathered from 
the fact that altogether 4/9 vessels, representing 
a tonnage of 855,000, are laid up at English and 
Scotch ports. At Liverpool 156 steamers, repre- 
senting about 100,000 tons, are lying idle, and 
over 150 vessels are laid np on the Tyne. In addi- 
tion there are ninety-nine British steamers lying 
idle at continental ports. The idleness of these 
vessels represents a loss in wages of some £50,000 
a month, and the loss falls upon 8,000 unemployed 
sailors, engineers, officers, and others.

Like Ireland, the “New Eden” is exem pt 
from snakes. Adam and Eve are two young 
savages, living on, different islands of a trop- 
ical archipelago. Neither has ever seen a 
human being, Worn a garinent, or known a 
day’s illness. Adami, indeed, now and then 
deliberately provokes a mild fit of indigestion 
by indulging his taste fot a certain fish of ex- 
quisite flavor; but “‘he hada foreknowledge 
of the conseqnences, and paid his penalty with 
stoical resignation. The feast was quite worth 
the trifling charge for candles.’’ Adam is an 
amphibious animal, procuring his food from 
the sea. Eve, on the other hand,4s a mighty 
huntress, who brings down her feathered prey 
with rude missiles. -In certain. respects Eve’s 
progress in civilization surpasses that of the 
slower-witted Adam. She’ has invented a 
crude language, and is fond of chattering 
aloud, either to herself, or to her tame parrot, 
She has learned the use of fire in cooking, and 
has built herself a sort of bower, “ jeweled 
from foot to rooftree with brilliant fantastic 
orchids.” The smoke froin her fire attracts 
Adam’s notice, and he finally makes a voyage 
of discovery to Eve’s island. 

How Adam ana Eve met and became ac- 
quainted, how they loved, quarreled, tried to 
kill each other, parted in mutual fear and 
anger, and came together in friendship again 
—ailthishas been told by Mr. Hyne with 
much humor and spirit. Households in Eden, 
it appears, were subject to the same distrac- 
tions, having their sources in the same differ- 
ences of taste and temperament as occur in 
American families. The force and directness 
of conjugal arguments in Eden were simply 
crushing. A well-aimed cocoanut will make 
an impression on the thickest head, and for 
cutting short unpleasant discussions there are 
few things better than a handy ax. The happy 
couple finaily adopt an honorable compro- 
mise. Adam does ali the work and takes bis 
pay in smiles and kisses. With the arrival of 
little Cairn a new elenrent of discord makes 
itself feit.' After Cain hus safely passed the 
crying, todth-cutting stage the question of the 
food-supply becomes for Adam an urgent 
one, and.he consults Eve on the best method 
of killmg the child. Eve temporizes, dissim- 
ulates, and Laissez-faire at length prevails 
over a wnisguided Paternalism. 

‘he contrast of Eve’s temperament with 
dam’s is cleverly nade. Eve is quick-wit- 
ted, practical, pleasure-lovin indolent. 
Adam is duller, jess impressibie, but more 
energetic, persistent, reflective. After a long 
season of meditation he makes an image of 
clay, whieh he and his family edore fora 
whole month. Then he smashes his idol, 
takes to drink, and Eden becomes atheistic, 
retrogressive. An interval of seismic and 
volcanic disturbance effeccs a religious revi- 
val, and at last accounts the Adam family were 
sun-worshipers. As a bit of half-serious, 
half-satirical theomzing ‘‘The New Eden,”’ 
which reminds one vaguely of Mallock, will 
be found enjovable. 

Why does a woman adopt a masculine 
pseudonym? To deceive the reader as to her 
sex is the natural answer.’ But when her 
story is all about convents, girls’ boarding- 
schools, and the home life of womankind, 
whom does she hope to deceive? in “* Those 
Girls’”’ the lady who calls herself John Strange 
Winter has introduced but three members of 
what is known as the sterner sex to eight of 
the other. That circumstance alone is enough 
to betray her, not to mention the woodenness 
and conventionality of her men as compared 
with her wamen. The story itself does not 
cali for extended comment. While at school 
in Brussels Betty McKenzie is, detected in a 
clandestine correspondence with a lover. For 
a reason which ise only valid in fiction this 
Capt. Johnstene, afterwards Lord South- 
gate, wishes to marry her at once, 

. His letter is unsigned, d 
as Bétty tefuses to divulge the writer’s name 
she is sent toa convent, where she remains 
imprisoned for two whule years. After her 
release a new but far from novel complication 
is introduced, with the obvious purpose of 
spinning out the story toa given length. Of 
course in the end the lovers aro married, 
which necessarily involves their perpetual hap- 
piness. 

Betty’s elder sisters, Rose and Gwendoline, 
are ctncommonly sensibie, natural, good- 
hearted giris, and are very well drawn indeed. 
The interview between Rose and the. Mother 
Superior, when Betty is leaving the convent, 
is good comedy. Mrs. Cruncher’s occasional 
‘*floppings’’ were fhr less “‘aggerwaytin’”’ 
thaa the methods pursued at the Sacred 
Heart. Betty teils her sister: 

Ibave not suffered a martyrdom, but my life 
has been an everlasting hell! You don’t know 
what these holy women do—they use prayer fora 
scourge, they use holy devotion for a punishment ; 
if you den’t fellow out every order strictly and to 
the letter they come to youin relays, and they 
pray over you and for you, day and night, with- 
out ceasing. I have known what itis to wish 
there was no God, to wish that prayer had never 
been invented; I have known what it is to loathe 
religion and religious peopic. i have never once 
been left alone during the whole of the two years; 
I have passed the whole time within those dread- 
ful walis. Did oneof my fellow-pupils ever say 
“good morning’ to meor look asif she would 
like to kiss me, a black-robed sister parted us in- 
stantiv. 

The story has good features, but suggests 
the ** potboiler.”’ 

One hesitates to call ‘* The Loyalty of Lang- 
streth’’ ap itnmoral book, but about its un- 
wholesomeness, its ignoble ideals, and its false 
views of life there can be no question. The 
author seems to have taken Ouida for his 
model. He hasa knack of putting things 
cleverly, even enigram matically ; Ins language 
is often affected, and he dearly loves a scrap 
of French, grammatical or not; and the tend- 
ency of his work is to deify the pleasures of 
sense. The lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life—ihese, he implies, 
are the elements of happiness. Of religion 
his characters have not a shred, and 
what few principles they possess are merely 
a matter of virtu and good form. The hero- 
ine, who does everything so “*indolently ”’ 
that one longs to shake her, who marries the 
‘richest man in America’? because he can 
best supply her extravagant wants, while she 
hopes to retain her old loveras a cicisbeo— 
Mr. Gilliat’s .aannerisms are apparently in- 
fectious—this Evelyn Chesinde is a libel on 
American womanhood. This is the same girl 
who “almost comprehenaed the delirium of 
martyrdom.’ when she was making up her 
mind to marry for money. But indeed the 
whole atmosphere of the story is positively 
stifling. According to this author a flippant 
insineerity, an incurable frivolity, vuigar ex- 
travagance, and gross immodesty are normal 
in New York society. To spend money with 
reckless and silly profusion-is a mark of good 
breeding. Here is aspecimen of the author’s 
style: 

They descended from the high trap and were 
shown up a narrow flight of steps out upon a 
shaded balcony, where a small table was set with 
delicacies. There were all sorts of frozen fraite ; 
great strawberries. stuffed. with cream and 
fiavored with Madeira; pomegranates, steeped in 
wine and congealed. “How deightful,’’ Aliss 
(Chesinde declared, as she took her seat that over- 
looked the pretty conrtyard, where the blue- 
coated Hungarians wete playing one of their er- 
ratic melodies in swinging waltz time. “This 
concoction I think you will like,” said Mortayne, 
filling her glass with a sparkling liquid like pale 
amber. “it is made of champagne and Rbine 
wine and the juice of 4 cucumber.’ There were 
some stephanotis blooms floating op the top. “I 
like it,” said Miss Chesinde, with the calm crit- 
icism of conviction in hertone. She held her 
half-drained, giass- poised in tbe alr. “] like 
it. There is something clandestine in its subtlety 
that makes it delicious.” A wave in her voice 
drew his eyes to her face. ‘** What do you mean? 
“| will have some more,” she said, giving him 
her empty glass. “ Tbere is something esoteric 
about it. It islike a masquerade. You are 
not angry With me for bringing you here?” he 
asked. She raised the fine thread of her brows. 
“ Not in the least, Mr. Mortayne. Why should 4 
be angry? [aman American—and nobody will 
see us.” “ You are angry,” he said. You think 
I have taken a liberty——" * Why should | not 
come?” she interrupted.

DEMOORATIO SOHOOL BILL MAY BE 
MODELED ON IT. 


Senator Thiele, Who Is Supposed to Know 
What the Lutherans’ Want, Proposes 
Twelve Weeks Schooling for Children 
. from 7 to 12 Years Old—But Whatever 
Else Is Done It Is Intended to Repeal 
the Edwards Act at Once—Wann Wreck 


Investigation. 

Sprrincriztp, Ill., Jan. 28.—So thoroughly 
resolved are the Democrats to pase the bill 
repealing the conrpulsory education law, to 
the exclusion of all other legislation, that 
there seems no doubt it will have passed both 
Houses of the General Assembly and be pre- 
sented to the Governor for his approval in 
less than a fortnight. The Democfatie legis- 
lators who are favorable to some sort ofa 
compulsory law after the Edwards law shall 
be repealed are beginning to consider what 
méasure should be proposed as the substitute 
for the present law. In the upper branch of 
the General Assembly Senator Thiele of Cook 
is looked to by many as the proper person to 
formulate legislation upon this subject, as he 
has been prominently identified with Lutheran 
organizations for years and has two brothers 
who are clergymen of that denomination. 

Senator Thiele announces he has come to 
the conclusion that the best measure to be 
proposed is the law now in operation in the 
State of Wisconsin. Mr. Thiele has decided 
to introduce a bill in the Senate in a few days 
embracing largely the provisions of the pres- 
ent truancy law in Wisconsin, and he expects 
this measure to be adopted by the Democrats 
of the General Assembly as a party measure, 
Senator Thiele’s bill will be as follows: 

An act to promote scbool attehdance and re- 
strain truancy. 

Sec. 1, That every pases or other person hay- 
ing under his control any child between the ages 
of 7 and 13 years shall cause such child t6 attend 
for at least twelve weeks in each and every schoo 

ear some public or private school; provided, 

owever, that this act shall not apply to any child 
that has been or is being otherwise instructed for 
a like period of time in the elementary branches 
of learning, or that has already acquired 
such knowledge, or whose mental or phys 
ical condition is such as to render bis 
or her attendance at’ school and ap- 
piicahon to estudy inexpedient or im- 
practicable, or whw lives more than two miles 
from any school by the nearest traveled road or 
who is excused for sufficient reasons by any court 
of record, Every person who shall violate the 
provisions of thi® section shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in any sum not less than $3 and 
not more than $20 for each and every olfense. 

Sec. 2. Itshall be the duty of the director of 
any school district,or the President of the Board 
of Education of any incorporated village or city. 
or any truant officers appointed by such Board of 
Education, to prosecute any offense occurring 
under this act, and such vrerson neglecting to 
prosecute for such fine within fifteen days aftor 
a written notice has been served upon him by any 
elector or taxpayer within the -district, village, 
or city withia which the offending party shall re- 
sida shall be liable tea fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $20 for each and every offense. — 

Sec. 3. The Board of Education of every city 
and incorporated village and the District School 
Board in every school district, may appuint one 
or more persons who shall be designated as tru- 
ant oflicers, whose duty it shall be, acting dis- 
creetly. to apprehend upon view all children be- 
tween 7 and 13 years of age who habitually fre- 
quent or loiter about public places and have no 
lawful occupation, and place such children when 
so apprehended in such schools as the parent or 
other person having the control of said children 
may designate. and such officers shall report all 
cases of truancy to their respective Boards of Ed- 
ucation within a roasonabie time. The person 
appointed such truant officer or Officers shall be 
entitled to such compensation as shail be fixed 
by tne boards appointing tlfem, and such compen- 
sation may be paid out of the school fund. 

Sec. 4. ‘The fines provided for in this act shall, 
when collected, be paid over by the officers col- 
lecting the same to the proper school treasury of 
the city, village, or school district in which such 
person convicted resides, to be applied and ac- 
counted for by such treasurers inthe same way 
as other moneys raised for school purposes, and 
shail be placed by such treasurers to the credit 
of any city or district in which such person re- 
sided at the time of convicuon, 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of all officers em- 
ployed to take the annual school census to ascér- 
tain the number of children between the ages of 
7 and 13 years in their respactive districts, the 
number of children between such ages who do 
not attend school, and, in so far as possible. the 
cause of such failure to attend school. 

Sec. 6. Adl acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
with this act are hereby repealed. 


WILL INVESTIGATE WANN WRECK, 


House Committee Pays No Heed to the 
Advice of Mr, Cantrell, 

SprinaFiztp, LL, Jan. 28.—Mr. Fowler, 
Chairman of the committee appointed in the 
House to investigate the recent railroad disas- 
ter on the Big Four railroad at Waun, said to- 
day: “ Both Mr. Crafts and Mr. Cantrell, the 
Chairman of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, appeared before the committee 
appointed to investigate the disaster 
Friday. Mr. Cantrell said that the 
Statute provided that the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission should _in- 
vestigate the causes of railroad accidents, and 
therefore the House committee shuld not 
proceed with the investigation until the Rail- 
road Commission had acted upon the mat- 
ter.’ Mr. Fowler stated further that he 
thought the committee had no discretion in 
the matter, anda that the ceimmittee would 
proceed at once with the investigation. 

Representative Talbot will introduce in a 
féw days the following bill: 

That ali persons wko shall nse wagons or trucks 
on; the public highways of this State with tires 
not less than four nor more than six inches in 
width, for hauling loads on the public highway 
for the year ending July 1, 1894, and each succeed- 
ing year, shall recive a rebate of one-third of 
their highway tax; provided, in no case shall the 
rebate exceed $ for the yeat 1894, and in like 
manner for each succeeding year thereafter. Any 
person, corporation, or company complying with 
the provisions of this act who shall make an affi- 
davit July 1, 1504, or July 1 of any succeed- 
ing year, that they have for the last 
preceding year used such wagons or 
trucks with tires not less than four nor more than 
six inches in width for hauling loads on the pub- 
lic highways of the State, shall be credited by the 
Commissiover of Highways with said rebate; and 
all persons appearing to pay their taxes in labor 
shail receive thé rebate acquired in Sec. 1 of this 
act: provided when the road tax is paid m money 
the Commissioners of Highways shall give an 
order on the Treasurer for said rebate and the 
same shall be received by the collector as part 
payment on bis taxes. 

This act shall pot apply to cities containing 10,- 
000 or more populution,

Appropriation Reported on Favorably.

TO BE LAID WITH TIES OF STEEL. 


How the Future Railway Roadbed Will Be 
Constructed, 

By investigating the railroad tie question 
some valuable data have been secured,as shown 
below. As railroads consume more of the 
best timber of this country than any other in- 
dustry the substitution of metal for wood 
surely is astep in the right direction toward 
the preservation of our forests. The average 
life of a crosstie has been found to be five 
years, taking into Consideration all the differ- 
ent woods used from which ties are made, 
Poor’s Annual (1891) states that the number 
of miles of railroad in the United States is 
210,000. Allowing 2,600 to 3,000 ties per mile, 
there must be upward of 550,000,000 in use in 
the United States. 

As the average life of a crosstie is placed at 
5 years, 111,000,000 ties would be. used each 
year. Doubtless some would be used in side- 
tracks, etc., for a longer period; hence a total 
average life of 6 or 7 years might be nearer 
the correct estimate. This would make the 
number annually required in the Umited 
States some 80,000,000 or 90,000,000, which re- 
quires mere than 2,500,000,000 feet net (board 
measure) of the best timber. This for cross- 
ties alone. Now add the large amount re- 
quired for bridge material, which, like the 
crosstie, calls for the best quality of timber, 
then add some millions, more for street car 
lines, and you have a grand total running into 
the billions of feet (7,500,000,000 of feet esti- 
mated ), : 

Amount Required for One Year. 

While these figures are startling in them- 
selves, the worst feature is that this is the 
amount required fcr railroad purposes only 
fora year. Each succeeding year calls for an 
ever-increasing amount. . Well may the 
“friends of our ferests’’ stand appalled. A 
clipping from the report of the . Forestry 
Division of the United States Census Bureau 
speaks for itself:

It also appears fromthe reports of the 
mill establishments referred to that the quantity 
of standing timber now owned by them is only 
sufficient at this rate of consumption to supply 
their requirements for four or five years, 

Steel in the Place of Weod,. 


While oak comprises 60 per cent of the ties 
used, the entire oak Boned! ~~ of the three 
States would furnish less than one-tenth of 
the ties used this year. Make all ' the hem- 
lock, cedar, elm, and oak into ties now grow- 
ing in the above-named States, it would still 
be less than half of thia year’s consumption. 
Com iment is unnecessary. 

Steel is rapidly taking the place of wood in 
ail industries, and it is believed that the road- 
beds of the leading railroads of the United 
States will,in the near future, be no excep- 
tion. Steel crossties will not only be found 
cheaper, but mnany of the prevailing accidents 
will be avoided by their use. : 

Trials of steel ties have been made in differ- 
ent parts of the United.States, most of the re- 
ports being satisfactory. The following extracts 
from government reports cover this subject: 

Metal crossties are no longer an experiment. 
There are over 25,000 miles of railroad now using 
metal ties in foreign countries, ** being 13.21 per 
cent of their total mileage. This percentage is 
steaaily increasing, as indicated by reports from 
several railways. in which it is stated that metal 
ties are being substituted for wooden tiés, either 
in large sections of track or by replacing wooden 
ties with metal ties as renewals are required.’’ 

Durability— Metal ties after twenty-tive years of 
use show but little wear and a loss ot only 4 per 
cent by corrosion, when made of mild steel. Econ- 
omy and safety are the chief reasons for their 
adoption and the steadily increasing demand. 
Several roads are trying metal ties in the United 
States. The large timber areas of this country 
have hitherto made the tie question one of sec- 
ondary importance All practical railroad men 
now say that the tie of the immediate future must 
be of metal. Some practical, cheap, easily-manu- 
factured tie will be the one adopted. ’ 

Three million five hundred thousand tons 
of steel would be required annually to replace 
with steel ties the wooden ones removed each 
year from railroad lines alone. The Jron Age 
gives the total steel output for the United 
States as about 3,500,000 tons annually, which, 
if made into ties, would not supply the de- 
mand for one year. Placing the average cost 
of wood ties at 50 cents each we find that 
more than $40,000,000 is paid annually for re- 
newals by the railroads of the United States. 


Street Railway Statistics, 


Street railways are worthy of consideration. 
In this connection the following figures wiil 
prove most interesting: Number of miles of 
street railroads in the United States 
Jan. 1, 1892, 12,455; number of compa- 
nies operating street railroads Jan. 
1, 1,092; number of miles of cable road in the 
United States, 658.18; number of miles of 
electric road in the United States, 4,824.47; 
number of miles of horse car lines, 6,446.14; 
number of miles of street dummy lines, 
526.93; number of crossties used annually for 
renewals, 3,000,000; number of horses in use 
by the street railroad lines, 108,846. Cali- 
fornia leads in cable roads with 136.5 miles; 
Missouri leads in electric roads with 755.5 
miles; New York leads in horse-car roads 
with 1,092.87 miles: Tennessee leads in 
dummy roads with 82.33 miles. New York 
has the greatest total number of wiles, 
1,436.67. Massachusetts follows as a good 
second, with 1,242.29 miles. Arizona heads 
the list with the least number of miles, 2.

NEBRASKA'S GOVERNOR WRITES A 
MESSAGE ON THE BANK FAILURE. 


Legislature Is Asked to Make a Careful In- 
vestigation—Culpability of the Looter 
of State Treasure Should Be Ascertained 
— Loss to Nebraska, Gov. Crounse Thinks, 
Will: Not Ultimately Prove Large—State 
Law Relative to Loaning Funds May Be 
Defective. 


Lixcoty, Neb., Jan. 28.—[{Special.}—As a 
result of the disastrous circumstances sur- 
rounding the Capital National Bank. failure 
and rumors that the grand jury has found 
wholesale indictmeyts involving a number of 
prominent menin the wreck, Gov. Crounse 
this afternoon sent a apecial message to the 
Legislature on the failure.

Under the act of April 8, 1891, the State Treas- 
urer is required tu deposit the amount of money 
in his hands belonging to the several current 
funds in the State Treasury in the State or Na- 
tional banks or some of them doing business in 
the State and of approved standing, the bauk to 
pay as interest on such deposit not ldss than 3 per 
ceut per annum. To secure such deposits a noades 
required of depositories double the amount of any 
deposits, which bond is to be approved by the Gav- 
ernor, Attorney-Genéral, and Secretary of State.

been imposed upon and that the certificates of 
deposit which had been turned over to him by 
his predecessor in office were fraudulest evi- 
dences of money on deposit which had no exist- 
ence. 

State’s Loss Should Not Be Great. 


It is impossible at this time to ascertain 
whether the failure of this bank will involve the 
State in any loss. The assets, however, of over 
$900,000, as ‘represented by the books, together 
with the assessmeots for which the stockholders 
are liable, furnish a reasopable guaranty that the 
State's loss should not be great ultimately, It 
remains for the Legislature to take such action 
as it deems best to ascertain the condition of the 
bank and fix the responsibility of the pa:tiéé in- 
volved in the transaction. Itis an open question 
whether the bondsmen of ex-Treas- 
urer Hill were released when he 
passed over to his successor. the fraudulent 
certificates of deposit, and whéther the new 
Treasurer assumed any responsibility by reason 
of his acceptance of the same. itis also incum- 
bent upon you to direct your investigation in ali 
the transactions between the State officers and 
the officers of the suspended bank and fix the 
culpability. if any. where it belongs. In view of 
the complications which have arisen almost on 
the first introduction ot the new law relative to 
funds, it may occur to you to 
q _tha.law is a-wiee one and 

should stand. If retained it should be improved 
and to that end I commend to your carefail con- 
sideration the changes suggested by the Attorney- 
enenen in a letter recently submitted to the 
senate.

. The @liole secret of Mr. Matthews’ action 18 
to be simply this—he knew that 

_ when the Liberals came into power they would 

- be forced to look into the sentences of the dy- 
namiters, and he wanted to prevent an in- 
vestigation into the Callan case. 

Calian with two other men, Harkins and 
Cohen, were active members in what was 
known as the jubilee plot, because-it was dis- 
covered in the jubilee year. Cohen, who was 
a pohce agent from the first and the prime 
mover in the plot, died in London before 
Callan and Harkins had made u« 
of the dynamite ewhich had been supplied 
to them. Thereupon they endeavored to 
get rid of the explosives, and, it 1s said, Dr. 
‘Anderson, LeCaron’s patron and head of the 
Criminal Investigation Department, fearing 
that the whole plan would fizzie out and that 
the political effect it was hoped to obtain by 

' jt would be lost, had Callan aud Harkins ar- 
rested. Calian and Harkins had been sent to 
the House of Commons more than once to 
have interviews with irish members. 

Wanted to Cast Odium on the Irish. 

_ Most elaborate plans were laid to provide a 
big political demonstration by showing the in- 
timacy of the Irish members with dynamiters. 
Of course the men were sentenced after ail 
this. Harkins was released two years or so 
ago and died in America. With the release 
of Callan Mr. Matthews hoped to close the in- 


_~ cident altogether and prevent inquiry into the 


origin of the great jubilee plot. 

When Callan’s release was announced, the 

Unionwt newspapers started to fiercely attack 
Mr. Asquith, but they suddenly dropped the 
subject, and cannot be induced to revert to 
it even by the taunts of their enemies, If he 
is attacked, Mr. Asquith can show, it is main- 
tained, that the jubilee plot was planned by 
English police agents im America, and that 
Callan and Harkins were dupes. That is the 
story in brief, and the member of Pariiament 
who told it believes it himself. 

Egan, the other released prisoner, goes to 
Dublin Monday night and will be received 
with a torchlight procession by the Amnesty 
Association. The Parnellites are trying to 
gobble Egan for their side, and the McCar- 
thyites are claiming they secured his 
release. Great pressure is being put 
on Redmond by his extreme followers to in- 
duce him to create a vacancy in his parla 
mentary following, so’ that Egan may be 
asked to stand. But nobody wants to retire 
to make way forhim. In any case, it would 
be a mere demonstration, as Egan could not 
take his seat. He was only released on ticket- 
of-leave. 7

Price’s Body to Be Burned in the Common. 


The great, Arehdruid Price promises to 
have a funeral that is a funeral. Just before 
dying he asked that his body be burned to 
ashes, notin the reverent style in which they 
burn bodies over at Freshpond Cemetery, 
but ion that old-fashioned way that held 
good when the Druids ruled _ the 
woods. He wanted his body taken out in the 
common, tossed upon a pile of wood and-coal, 
and burned to cinders and ashes, which he 
wished to have scattered around about so that 
‘from his ashes shall be grown the violets of 
his native land. But the authorities 
have stepped in and are  wrest- 
ling with the problem, so the 
burning has been postponed from day to day. 
They say it would not be nice to have his body 
exposed to a gaping crowd, and so they have 
invented a kind of sheetiron cylinder into 
which he can be put and then burned out in 
the open air as he asked. Mr. Price burned 
his little son, Jesus Christ, some years ago in 
much the same way. 

Torchlight Dance at the Royal Wedding. 


The royal marriage of Princess Margaret at 
Berlin came too soon after the other princely 
wedding at Sigmaringen to attract the 
attention it deserved. The most notable 
feature was the dance by  torchlight 
which ended the festivities. This is 
how it is done: The Emperor invites 
the bride for the first round dance, the Em- 
m. The bride 
then invites each Prince in turn to dance with 
her, the bridegroom doing the same with the 
Princesses present. At the end of the torch- 
light dance the royal couple are conducted to 
their rooms by the Emperor, the Empress, and 
the whole asseinbly of royal guests, at the 
entrance to which the crown is removed and 
given into the hands of Treasury officials. 
The garter of the Princess is divided among 
the bridemaids, according to traditional cus- 
tom, and then the Emperor declares the cere- 
monies over and the guests disperse.

EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


Berliners Think More of Their Kaiser 
than of the Royal Wedding, Which At- 
tracted Little Comment—Fete Kept Up 
All Day—Trooping of Royal Children— 
Gala Performance at the Opera-House— 
The Czarowitz Hunting a Wife—Ameri- 
can Lady Married.

— [Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Berln was busy 
celebrating the thirty-fourth birthday of 
the Kaiser yesterday. Berliners from all ap- 
pearances think a great deal more of their 
Kaiser than they did of the wedding, which 
latter event was looked upoh wit!. . certain- 
amount of indifference. In the palace a per

petual féte was kept up all day. Those who 
had come for the wedding stopped for the 
birthday festivities. 

The first incident of: the morning at 7:30 
was the trooping of the royal children to grect 
their father. I had a good opportunity of 
watching the’boys at the wedding and per- 
fectly agreed with the neighbors who re- 
marked that, young as they are, they have the 
same «ilitary appearance that characterizes 
their father. They are well built, slight lads 
and hold themselves splendidiy. ‘At 8 o’ciock 
there are’ no lie-abeds at the palace. The 
choir boys of the palace, who wear curious 
brown uniforms and broad black caps, were 
ushered into the royal presence and sang. 
Trumpet blasts sounded froin the tops of the 
Schloss cupola. 

The whole morning the Kaiser received 
royalties, semi-ruyalties, and high function- 
aries, allof whom came in carriages of state 
to- present their congratutions. The 
streets were gay with bunting and filled with 
people, thousands upon thousands having 
come from adjacent villages and towns. At 
2:30 the crowd was at its greatest, and the 
cafés which abound around Unter den Linden 
were filled withfstudents and cadets. Cadeta, 
this one day in the year, may frequent the 
cafés or Wirthauser and make the most of it. 
The broad pavements were crowded to over- 


flowing. 
Kaiser Warmly Greeted, 


At this moment the Kaiser in an open car- 
riage drove down Unterden Linden to the 
park and to Charlottenburg Palace. There 
he left the carriage and took a walk around 
the park, then drove to Greawald, returning 
to the Schloss at 4:30. All along the roud he 


was warmly and enthusiastically greeted. The 


Kaiser, Prince and Princess Henry, and nearly 
all the rest of the royaities, and they avound 
now in Berlin, drove and waiked about. 

The Kaiser’s birthday is not celebrated as a 
busingps holiday. In the schools for soldiers 
and in all official offices formerly the King’s 
birthday was celebrated with the utmost en- 
thusiasm. Cannons and salutes were fired, 
gun and pistol shots let off, tireworks ex- 
ploded, and a great deal of horseplay in- 
dulged in, but the scenes became too rough, 
and fireworks ana shooting were forbidden. 
Berliners resented this order and indulged 
themselves more than ever. The police and 
military interfered, and a revolt was the re- 
sult, known as the fireworks revolt of 1835, 
during which blood was shed and lamps and 
windows of the Frederick Palace were broken, 
as well as all the Jamps in Unter den Linden. 
From that time the royal birthday has not 
been celebrated as a business holiday. 

In the evening there was a grand banquet at 
the palace. I will not give you the names, 
which would be merely repeating those of the 
royal wedding party. 

Gala Performance for Royalty. 


Afterwards the entire party proceeded in 
state to the opera-house, where a gala per- 
formance was given. The royal party was re- 
ceived at the entrance of the opera-house by 
his Excellency. 

The royal box occupies the center of the 
theater, exactly opposite the stage. It is large 
enough for sixty seats of roomy armchairs, 
covered with crimson, and a handsomer royal 
box is not in Europe. 

Count von Hockberg in full uniform of 
white, covered with orders, asa merit of dis- 
tinction in military service, entered the box 
first. At once the whole audience stood up 
and remained so until the royal party was 
seated. 

The performance consisted of the third act 
of “‘ Meistersinger,”’ with entirely new scenery, 
according to the setting of Mme. Wagner. 
This was followed by the famous “ Viennese 
doll ballet,” one of the prettiest and most 
original ballets ever put on the Berlin stage. 
It was admirably done. There was a large 
dinner party at the Club von Berlin and tor 
that matter at almost every club here. 

Czarowitz Hunting a Wife, 


The greatest interest is manifested here over 
the doings of the Czarowitz. Most people in- 
sist that he is here especially to seek a wife. 
In this connection it may be said that the 
Princess Alex Victoria Hesse, youngest 
daughter of the Grand Duke Hesse, 21 years 
of age and pretty, is said to be much in love 
with the Czarowitz. Whether this affection is 
returned it is difficult to say, as the Czarowitz 
has shown more than coyness in the many ad- 
vances which have been madeto him in the 
matter of matrimonial alliances. One of the 
sisters of the Princess is married to Prince 
Henry of Russia and another to the Grand 
Duke Sergius of Russia.

He Urges Its Passage in the Maintenance 
of Peace.

ROTHSCHILD’S SCHEME DENOUNCED. 


His Monetary Scheme Said to Be Artificial 
—Meeting of the Bimetallic League. 

MANcHEsTER, Jan. 27.—The annual meeting 
of the Bimetallic League was held today at 
Manchester. The report for the last year 
showed great progress and vigorous and ag- 
gressive work urged in view of the fact that 
the Brussells Monetary Conference would re- 
assemnble in May. Sir William Henry Houlds.- 
worth, one of the British delegates to the Brus- 
sells Conference, denounced as artificial the 
scheme proposed by Alfred de Rothschild for 
the purchase of an allotted quantity of silver 
under an international arrangement. Sir 
Guilford-Lindsey Molesworth declared that 
the contest had résoived itself intu a fight be- 
tween Lombard street and the interests of En- 
gland. The meeting was largely attended and 
there was considerable enthusiasm. 


No Panama Rolling Stock Transferred. 
PANAMA, Jan. 27.—The local officials of the 
Panama Canal company deny that there has been 
a transfer of rolling stock to the Panama railway 
company. They say they merely leased the cars 
and locomotives tothe railway for six years for 
000, 


Want India’s Mints Closed to Free Coinage. 

CALCUTTA, Jan. 27.—At a large meeting today 
at which all mercantile classes were represented, 
resolutions were adopted demanding that in view 
of the failure of the Brussels Monetary Confer- 
ence to arrive at any conclusion on the bimetallic 
issue, the Government of India should imme 
diately close the mints to free coinage. 


Great Revival at Oakland, IL 

OAKLAND, LIl., Jan. 23.—[ Special. |—The greatest 
revival of religion ever held in this county, and 
one that is attracting attention for miles around. 
is now in vrogress at the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in this city. Scores of conversions are 
made nightly, and business in the town is nearly 
suspended.

DR. HERZ IS REMOVED. | 


HIS NAME STRICKEN FROMTHE ROLL 
OF THE LEGION OF HONOR. 


Decree Officially Published—M. Andrieux 
Promised Proofs of a Document Ac- 
counting for 1,350,000 Francs—Docu- 
ments Relating to the Doctor’s Dealings 
with Reinach Seized—Andrieux’s and 
Delahay@s Residences to Be Searched 
for Lists of Persons Compromised. 

; Pants, Jan. 28.—A decree is officially pub- 
lished announcing the removal of the name of 
Dr. Cornelius Herz from the roll of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

M. Andrieux in his testimony before the 
comrnission stated that Dr. Cornelius Herz 
had shown him a decument accounting for 
the sum of 1,350,000 francs received by Arton 
and distributed by him among 104 Deputies, 
of whom he could give a list. M. Andrieux 
had been promised proofs in regard to certain 
names, and he would try to obtain the paper 
from M. Herz. He could not, however, guar- 
antee the accuracy of the note which he had 
communicated to the committee, and still 
less of the document giving the amounts al- 
leged to have been received by the 104 Depu- 
ties, for he had been led to consider Baron de 
Reinach’s word as beimg by no means above 
suspicion. 

The Liberte says that more documents re- 
ferring to Cornelius Herz’s dealings with 
Baron de Reinach have been seized at the 
bank of M. Propher, formerly Reinach’s part- 
ner. These documents, adds the Liberte, 
show clearly the dishonesty of Herz’s business 
methods, The executor of Baron de Reinach’s 
estate applied to the courts today for authori- 
ty to summon Herz and his wife to appear in 
order that he might test the validity of invest- 
ments which Herz made in his wife’s name in 
Paris real estate. The application was grant- 
ed and the case will be heid Feb. 2 The ex- 
ecutor is taking every possible step to recover 
from Herz the money said to have been un- 
duly received by him from Baron de Reinach. 


Residences to Be Searched. 


At a meeting of Senators belonging to the 
Democratic section of the Left, it was re- 
solved to request M. Bourgeois, Minister of 
Justice, to cause a search to be made of the 
residences of M. Andrieux and M. Delahaye 
with the view of finding the lists ot persons 
compromised by the Panama scandal, con- 
cerning which M. Delahaye and M. Andrieux 
have spoken on several occasions, but which 
they have failed to produce. In his celebrated 
speech which started the Panama investiga- 
tion by the Chamber of Deputies, M. Delahaye 
said that no less than 3,000,000 francs were 
distributed among 150 members of Paflia- 
ment, onlya few of whom were Senators. 
Here deafening shouts of “the names”’ were 
raised on all sides. The excitement and tu- 
mult were intense, but M. Delahaye contented 
himseif with declaring that the inquiry he de- 
manded would divulge them. 

When, after long waiting, M. Delahaye was 
able again to make his voice heard he said 
that this first distribution of money only in- 
creased the appetites of those who bad shared 
in it. The administrators of the Panama Ca- 
nalcompany were assailed by a veritable 
pack of political hounds, and they had, so to 
say, no choice between pillaging the com- 
pany’s tills and succumbing. [Prolonged 
uproar and renewed shouts of ‘* Names!’’) 
One hundred thousand francs was required 
for one journal, 100,000 francs for another,and 
100,000 francs for election expenditures. That 
300,000 francs was handed over by the Canal 
company, but he would not say who received 
it. 
Delahaye’s Further Charges. 

M. Delahaye répeated that hé could not say’ 
to whom the 300,000 francs was given, but 
he could say that sum was given by the Pan- 
ama Canal company. A Minister who was 
now dead had received a check tor 400,000 
francs from the company. A journal not 
worth 20 francs was bought for 200,000 francs. 
On account of the influence attached to ita 
political personage thought it wise to bribe a 
great foreign journal with 500,000 francs, and 
the money was paid by the canal company. 

Continued shouts for “Names” only made 
M. Delahaye repeat that the inquiry he de- 
manded would divulge them, but he could 
tell the House that the great foreign journal 
in question was prudent enough not to sign 
its name at the back of the check; it was one 
of that journal’s messengers who signed the 
check, but he (M. Delahaye) knew the name 
both of the journal and its messenger. 

The committee of the Chamber charged to 
report on the bill for the lottery loan was 
composed of five members in favor of the 
measure and five against it; the eleventh 
member had no opinion, but he went to the 
Panama company and offered to vote in favor 
of the bill for the consideration of 200,000 
francs. ‘The company at first refused, but at 
the last moment paid the money. After the 
refusal that he first met with this Deputy 
formed a syndicate for a fall in Panama 
shares, because he intended to procure the re- 
jection of the measure; and when he received 
the money and changed his tactics, by which 
the bill was adopted, he forgot to inform his 
associates in the syndicate of the fall. That 
gentleman was completely ruined by the sud- 
den rise which took place in the Panama 
shares. 

In spite of repeated demands by the Cham- 
ber M. Delahaye refused to give names. He 
persisted in the same attitude before the com- 
mission of inquiry, and it is now proposed to 
obtain by search of his residence, if possible, 
any list that he may have. 

Rouvier Would Be Tried by the Senate.

FRANCE’S TROUBLES FOR A WEEK, 


England in Egypt and the Austrian Difii- 
culty "Have Worried It, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Paris, Jan. 28.—[Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon Bennett. ]—This has been an exciting 
week. M. Develle, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, has been passing through panics of 
which the public has had no idea, 

Besides the Panama Canal scandal, the 
Ministers have been busy with foreign affairs. 
We have had two things weighing heavily on 
us. The first was the affair with England, the 
second the affair with Austria. England has 
taken a position in Egypt directly contrary 
with treaties made with Europe, and in which 
France is aco-signatory. It is quite evident 
that in the discussion with Prince Abbas, 
the Khedive, the question is not as to mere | 
ministerial changes, but as to whose hand 
shall finally grasp Egypt. It is no longer a 
question of a protectorate, but of anuexa- 
tion pure and simple. Besides, they want 
to know whether France can tolerate such 
an illegal proceedmg. England speaks of 
* the interests of civilization.”” The question 
is are the “ interests of civilization ”’ really in 
the game? It is clear that the English occu- 
patiun of Egypt is absolutely contrary to the 
desires and wishes of the Egyp. 
tian population, as has been proved 
by the deinonstration at Cairo. 
Are now all the treaties regulating the.Egyp- 
tian question and making it forever the vassal 
of Turkey in force? England cannot by it- 
self tear up all these treaties. There is now 
an interchange of notes between the-two 
countries, and they bave taken on a sharp 
character. 

France, who has right on ite side, is now 
beginning to understand that it made an error 
in not entering Egypt in 1881. England, who 
is strong in the right of possession, will not 


has strong German sympathies, it is possible 
that the hand of Germany may be seen 1n this 
aggressive political move of England. 

The same reflection may be made as re- 
gards the quarrels sought by Austria this 
week. Count Hoyos, the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor here, has reproached France with the 
articles appearing in the Paris newspapers, 
alleging that they are injurious to Aus- 
tria. Count Hoyos, “who has now been 
eight years in France, knows that the govern- 
ment can do nothing in this matter. There 
are no press coercion laws in France. It was 
thought at first the complaints were not seri- 
ous, but Count Hoyos has returned twice to 
the charge, demanding the secund time that 
apologies be made, when he knew 
the present character of Austrian diplomacy. 
No one can believe that such a move was in- 
spired by Austria. There must be other in- 
fluences at work, and it is thought that they 
are German. Thisis the belief mm France, 
where public opinion is always inclined to 
decide an accusation against the neighboring 
empire. 

But what we must emphasize and what we 
beg the citizens of the great American Re- 
public to believe, is that no provocation has 
come from France, which is desirous of peace. 
From the beginning of that sad Panama affair 
France has been covered with insults from 
the press of every land,' which does not dis- 
criminate between the guilty tew and the great 
mass of honest Frenchmen. Is it necessary 
protest against such injustice? France wants 
peace. It isin bad condition interiorly, and 
yet from all sides comes a bitter attack upon 
it. You Americans, removed far from us, en- 
joying hberty and without neighbors, ought 
to understand how we suffer. Sometimes 1 
think that tne trials of this week will not be 
renewed, but the situation cannot become 
worse.

RULING THE ARCTIC. 


EXPERIENCES OF OAPT. MICHAEL A. 
HEALY IN NORTHERN SEAS.

Commander of the United States Revenue 
Marine Steamer Bear—Ministering to 
Shipwrecked and Suffering Mariners— 
Battling with Iee and the Elements— 
His Scheme to Introduce Siberian Rein- 
deer into Alaska for the Benefit of the 
Natives—A Sailor’s Choice. 

The Bear, the most famous steamer in Uncle 
Sam’s revenue marine service, put in at San 
Francisco a week or so ago, and there she will 
winter. Her commander, Capt. M. A. Healy, 
and his officers and men filed ashore, and for 
four months will revel in the delights of civil- 
ization. To this brave crew and historic ves- 
sel jis assigned the most dangerous\and 
difficult service planned by Uncle Sam in | the 


of the seas of the frozeu North. 

“" From the early part of Decentber until 
early May the Ice King holds undisputed 
sway over the home of the seal, the walrus, 
and the whale. Wild gales rushing down 
from the pole sweep over the wilderness of 
grinding ice in the Bering Sea and threaten 
the destruction of the few habitations civiliza- 
tion has dared to erect on the bleak isiands. 
Blinding snow-storms wipe out all landmarks 
alorg the rocky coast to the east of the raging 
waters, and the hardy Esquimau keeps close 
to his.rude hut under the frowning blufis of 
the barren mountains. 

As the sun creeps northward on his summer 
journey the warm winds kijs away the billows 
of snow and slowly but surely the vast ice 
army of the king retreats toward the im- 
penetrable regions of the arctic. Following

close in the wake of the drifting ice is the 
fleet of whalers in search of mighty game, 
and leading them all, watching over them 
with vigilant care, ready to extend assistance 
at any moment, is the Bear, with her brave 
commander and time-tried crew. No mem- 
ber of the revenue marine service is better 
known than Capt. Michael A. Healy. 
From his early boyhood in Georgia, the 
State of his birth, until he entered 
the service in 1865 he had followed the 
sea. He was then familiar with nearly 
every port of the world. He was in Australia 
when the Kebellion broke out and caine back 
to the United States to enter the navy. The 
war was over when he arrived here, however, 
and with the commission of Third Lieutenant 
he went into service op a revenue cutter. Two 
years later, as. a Second Lieutenant, he tuok 
the Reliance around the Horn and for two 
years served in her at Sitka, spending the last 
few months of the time on the Lincoln. 

Returning to the East he took the Rush, 
ran her through the Magellan Straits, and put 
in some time in heron the Pacific. In 1880, 
while Second Lieutenant of the Corwin, he 
participated in the search for the Jeannette, 
and from that time has made annual cruises 
mto the Bering Sea and the Arctic Ocean. His 
commission as Captain dates from 1881, when 
he took charge of the Rush, subsequently 
nar, the Rush for ai tour of 
the Northern sess at the direction 
of Congress. In 1886, after the Bear's famous 
relief expedition into the north after the sur- 
vivors of the Greely party, that vessel, con- 
sidered by far the best ever built for the 
arctic service, was presented to the American 
Government by Great Britain and was turned 
over to the ‘Treasury Department. It was 
sent to the Pacific for Capt. Healy’s use in his 
dangerous cruises. 

These annual tours are taken for several 
reasons. In the absence of governmental 
control unscrupulous whalers and traders 
were selling whisky to the Alaskan Indians, 
getting vast quantities of valuable furs and 
walrus ivory in exchange for a vile liquid that 
demoralized the gentle natives, transforming 
thrifty communities into idle throngs of 
drunken brutes. This traffic had to be stopped 
and one of the first duties performed by the 
officers of the Bear is to board and search 
every vesse! entering the Northern Sea. 

That, however, is only incidental to other 
and more important work. From May until 
June the Bear cruises about the seal islands to 
prevent the raiding of the rookeries by poach- 
ers, and then, when relieved by other vessels 
of the revenue marine, the Bear steams away 
to the north to overtake the fleet of whalers 
in the neighborhood of the ice-pack. Then 
the dangers multiply. The primary object 
now is to extend succor and aid to any vessel 
that may be unlucky enough to get nipped 
in the jaws of the =rresistibie ice. 
The whaling fleet is followed by 
dangers never known to the navigators of the 
open sea, Blinding storms of snow and sleet, 
days of impenetrable fog, shifting currents, 
wild gales, and above everything else the piti- 
less ice add to the ordinary dangers and diffi- 
culties of navigation. The demand upon the 
resources of a commanding officer is tre- 
mendous. Qn one occasion Capt. Healy 
spent seventy-five consecutive hours in 
the crow’s nest at the masthead of 
his steamer anxiously watching the wove- 
ment of the ice pack around him. His abil- 
ity asanavigate of these waters is recog- 
nized by all the whalemen, and his presence 
in the Arctic is a source of conetant consola- 
tion tothem. That his work is notin vain is 
indicated by the fact that during his service 
in the north more than three hundred ship- 
wrecked sailors, over one hundred destitute 
miners, and scores of sailors needing medical 
and surgical attention have been succored by 
this brave officer and his crew. 

There are other deeds in connection with 
this service requiring the best of judgment 
and no little ability in other directions. Capt. 
Healy is the only representative of the gov- 
ernment in Arctic waters.. His word is law. 
His powers are autocratic. He is in a sense 
the ruler of the Arctic Sea, and it isa high 
tribute to his administration of affairs that 
his action during emergencies, though it may 
have been radical at the time, has always re- 
ceived the indorsement of the government, 
and that the courts have sustained him on 
some pretty knutty points of law. 


How the Bear Is Manned. 


Including officers and crew the Bear starts 
out with about sixty people’aboard. In cife of 
disaster to the whaling fleet. it may return to 
Unalaska with three times that number. Its 
officers are generally familiar with the Arctic 
ethrough years of service in the ice. 
There are the Lieutenants, McConnell, 
Jarvis, Broadbent, and White, Chief 
Engineer Hessler with his assistants, Broad- 
bent and Falkenstein, and Dr. Call, the 
surgeon. All of them are known in the serv. 
ice as able officers and jolly good fellows. On 
several occasions Mrs, Healy, the charming 
wife ofthe commanding officer, has shared the 
perils of the Northern cruise with her husband 
and has been able to cheer him during some 
of the dark hours when it seemed as if the lit- 
tle Steamer could not live, 

OThough the life of a whaler is one fraught 
with great perils the financial returns froin a 
prosperous season are sufficient to encourage 
the sending of large fleets to the north every 
year. It is a good deal of a lottery. A crew 
may be out two seasons and come back with- 
out having seen a blow, or they ay “strike 
it rich” and come back with scl, ors awash 
with @ precious cargo of bone ana oil. The 
crews take chances with the owners. They 
share the profits and get nothing if there 
is no catch Some idea of the value 
of the whaling business may be gathered from 
the fact that the catch of the fleet during the 
season Just rlosed represented a money value 
of over $2,000,000 in whalebone alone. There 
were fifty-two whalers in the fleet, of which 
four were lost. The owners of these vessels as 
well as the men who sail them appreciate the 
efforts of the government in their behalf. The 
Chambers of Commerce.

and whaling companies in various ports have 
testified to the worth of Capt. Healy "s services 
in numerows glowing memorials and resolu- 
tions of thanks. Congress has also recognized 
his ability and by special act fhanked him. 

Like most cour. us wen, he is an ardeat 
lover of nature. He has made a close study 
of the people of the North and in numerous 
ways has greatly endeared himself t@ the na- 
tives of the Siberian coast as wéll as those of 
our own territory. He knows every fishing 
hamieton both sides of the sea, on his 
yearly visits is received with manifestations of 
the wildest joy. While obeervine these 
strange people he found that the Siberiaa 
Esquimaux were in many ways much better off 
than those on the American peninsula, 
and concluded that the difference was 
due to the fact that the Siberians depended 
largely upon their reindeer for food, shelter, 
and clothing, especially during the years when 
the fisheries were unsatisfactory. While the 
American Esquimaux starved because the white 
men had driven off the walrus and the seal 
the Siberian was warmly clad, cumfortably 
housed, and the possessor of an animal which 
could be depended upon to support life. If 
this was the case in Siberia why should it not 
be so in Alaska? Capt. Healy asked him- 
self this question and in answering. it 
found no good reason why the condition 
of the Alaskan Esquimaux should not be very 
mtich bettered, The ciimatic conditions of 
Eastern Siberia and the coast of Alaska are 
very mouch alike. In other respects they are 
similar. The favorite food of the domesti- 
cated reindeer, a short, hardy moss, grows 
all over the territory. A reindeer will reach 
this through several feet of snow when other 
animals would starve. 

The only difficulty in the way of making the 
experiment was the fact that the Siberians 
have a number of strongly rooted super- 
stitions relating to the awful fate that is cer- 
tain to overtake one who parts with his rein- 
deer. Capt. Healy’s personal influence 
among them, however, was enough to insure 
the securing of the animals. He had a bill 
introduced in Congress appropriating $15,000 
for the purpose of the experiment outlined by 
him, and this has twice passed the Sen- 
ate, each time failing of passage in the House, 
Being anxious that some sort of an experi- 
ment should be made, no matter what action 
Congress took in the matter, he enlisted the 
services of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, well known 
in connection with educational matters in the 
territory, and largely through the efforts of 
this gentleman several thousand dollars were 
raised in the East, and last year the tirst trans- 
fer was made, ry. Jackson accompanied 
Capt. Healy and assisted in the pur- 
chase of 180 head of the Siberian rein- 
deer. They cost a little over $lU each. These 
were taken a few at a time on board the Bear 
and transferred to Port Clarence on the 
American side where they were placed under 
the care of M. W. Bruce of Nebraska and 
Bruce Gibson. of San Francisco, with four Si- 
berian herders to assist them, While it is ex- 
vected that it will take some time for the 

lequimau to learn the value of the animal, 
for Alaskan Indians do not work any too 
cheerfully, there seeins little doubt of the na- 
tive’s ability to know a good thing when he 
sees it, and in a short time it is expected that 
he will become an enthusiastic breeder of 
fancy reindeer. 


A Bit of Arctic History. 


“tet me tell you a bit of Arctic history,” 

said a friend of Capt Healy, “that will 
illustrate some of the féatures of the life in 
that country. Several years ago the whaler 
Napoleon was caught in the ice and crushed. 
The crew took. to two boats, one containing 
fifteen and the other seventeen men. There 
were all nationalities among the seamen. They 
had some supplies. Capt. Healy heard of tne 
disaster and steamed toward the place where the 
bark had last been seen. He picked up one 
of the boats with its crew after they had been 
exposed to the fury of the storms for over a 
week in their open boat. All of these I be- 
lieve were saved, although badly frozen. The 
other boat could not be found, though the ses 
was searched in all directions. Finally it was 
given up as lost, and the Bear was forced away 
to the south by the ice. 
. “Two years later one of the Aleut Indians 
brought to Capt. Healy a bit of board on 
which had been cut a number of English let- 
ters. The Indian explained that the board 
had come from some white man on the Siber- 
ian coast; thatit had passed from hand to 
hand from one tribe to another among the 
islands that stretch between the continents, 
and that it must have been eighteen months or 
more in transmission. The Captain de- 
ciphered the inscription which led him to be- 
lieve that there were some survivors of the 
Napoleon near a certain point in the Siberian 
coast. Hesteamed up through the ice to the 
Arctic and to a poinf pretty well north of the 
point indicated, and then began working 
down the coast sluwly and carefully. He lay 
off shore a mile or so with the Bear and sent 
the launch into all the baya. Inquiry was 
made of all Indians whether they had seen 
anything of white men, but no trace could be 
found of the survivors, Finally a small fish- 
ing village was discovered, and on looking at 
the crowd through his glass Capt. Healy sud- 
denly exclaimed: 

 *There is a white man in that party! I 
know it by the peculiar gait of the sailor.’ 

** A boat was manned and sent ashore. The 
excitement among the Indians increased, and 
the white man was the most agitated of the 
lot. He was in the front rank as the boat ap- 
pee the shore, and before it had landed 
_ leaped into the icy water and struck out 

or it. 

“The natives were rewarded for having 
taken care of him and he was taken aboard the 
Bear. Then he told his story. His name was 
Vincent. He and sixteen companions were in 
one of the boats that put off from the sinking 
bark. They drifted about for several days, 
and finally drew their boat up on an ice floe, 
There they remained, blown hither and thither 
for weeks. ‘hey starved and froze. The un- 
expected capture of a walrus, which was 
eaten raw, he! ped them to _itlive. 
Some of them went mad and leaped into the 
sea. Others froze and died without a mur- 
mur. ‘They had been without food of any 
sort for several days whea land was sighted. 
The party had been reduced to four— Vincent 
and three others. One of these died the 
morning land was seen. Vincent’s compan- 
ions were Portuguese. They were ravenously 
hungry and were anxious to eat their dead 
comrade, but Vincent restrained them. 
They pushed their boat from _ the 
floe, got into it, and exerted all 
their strength in working toward the 
shore, The exertion kilied one of them, an- 
other was drowned in going through the surf, 
and Vincent was left alone on the dreary 
Siberian coast. Imagine the situation! He 
lived upon shell-fish for a time and eventually 
was picked up by some Indian fishermen and 
cared for. They waited on the coast for 
months hoping that a vessel might come, but 
finally gave up and went into the interior, 
taking Viacent with them. They shaved his 
head and made him a member of the tribe. 
He cut tha inscription on the bourd and 
started it in the direction of the rising sun, 
hoping that it might in time reach some 
friendly Captain. Solong atime had passed 
that he had given up hope of ever seeimg the 
United States again, but Capt. Healy landed 
him in San Francisco. Now, that is a fair 
sainple of the sort of things that happen away 
up in that desolate part of the world. I sup- 
pose that is really a mild case. It often hap- 
pens that succor comes too lat2.”’ 

“I should think that chap Vincent would 
have gone back to New Bedford and clamped 
to some sort of a job that would keep both his 
feet on dry land for the rest of his days.’’ 

* That’s what any one would think. As a 
matter of fact, he shipped aboard another 
whaler in the spring following his rescue. 
That’s the ‘ salt’ of it.”

He Will Back His Probity with a Check 
for $10,000 if His Detractors Will Come 
from Under Cover and Try and Sub- 
stantiate Their Charges—Alleged Wit- 
nesses Withdrawing Their Names from 
the Memorial by Letter and Wire—They 
Were Used Without Permission. 


E. R. Brainerd is evidently not disposed to 
allow those who started out with the intention 
of castmg odium on his connection with the 
Northern Illinois Penitentiary at Joliet asa 
contractor desert their undertaking by simply 
airing their charges in the Legislature, at the 
same time keeping themselves under cover. 
Mr. Brainerd.sent the following proposition 
tv the Taz Tripune yesterday: 

Cntcaeo, Jan. 28,—[Editor of The Tribune. }— 

much has been said about the Joliet investi- 
gation and so little done to bring about the pro- 
inguiry and thus force some one to father 

the alleged charges that I make the following 


proposition : s 

I will deposit in any National Bank in Chicago 
that Gov. Altgeld may select $10,000 on condition 
that the parties making the charges shall depusit 
alike amount ang that Gov. Altgeld_ shail select 
three Judges from the Superior or Circuit Court 
of Cook County who sball conduct the investi- 
gation and examine the witnesses under 
oath. If the charges cannot be established 
and are found to be false then the $10,000 put up 
by those making the charges shall be given to 
any charitable institution the three judges may 
select. If, on the other hand, they are proved my 
$10,000 shall be disposed of in a_similar manner.

‘* T have heard directly or indirectly from 
nearly all of the persons. whose names are 
mentioned in the. memorial presented in the 
Senate, and they assure me that their 
names were used without their con- 


sent and that they were not in 
possession of any such information as they 
were alleged to have. I-have not solicited any 
information from thes® people with a view of 
ascertaining whether their names had been 
used with or without their consent, or tried to 
find out the particular story that it was al- 
leged burdened their minds. They have come 
to me voluntarily or sent me word that they 
had been dragged into the matter without 
their knowledge.”’ 

Tue Tripune received the foilowing yester- 
day from J. R. Ashley, ong of the alleged wit- 
nesses, who was formerly a contractor at the 
prison: 

Curcaco, Jan. 28.—[ Editor of The Tribune, ]— 
I see in your issue of the 2th inst. my name is 
published as being one of the signers of the mem- 
orial to the State Legislature making charges 
against the Commissioners and other officers and 
contractors of the Joliet Penitentiary, and I de- 
sire to state that if my name is attached to any 
such msmorial it has been placed there entirely 
without my knowlege or consent; that | have no 
grievance whatever against any of the officers of 
said penitentiary or contractors, and especi- 
ally in regard to the charges 
against E. R. Brainerd & Co. Il know 
nothing whatever derogatory to their char- 
acter, or of any transaction in the matter that 
was not strictly in accordance with law and hon- 
esty, and I think upon investigation that many 
other names said to be signed to that memorial 
are in the same condition as myself.

FEAR IT MAY PROVE A BOOMERANG. 


Democrats Afraid of the Investication—A 
7 Mighty Interesting Telegram. 

Sprincrietp, Ill., Jan, 28.—[Special.]— 
Some difference of opinion exists among the 
Democratic members of the Senate as to what 
disposition shall be made of the memorial in 
reference to the investigation of the Joliet 
Penitentiary presented to the Senate afew 
days ago. The friends of Maj. R. W. Mc- 
Claughry, the former Warden, who isto be in- 
vestigated, and Contractor Brainerd in 
Springfield, seem anxious that the investiga- 
tion should proceed. Some of the more zeal- 
ous Democrats, who are looking for glory, 
also want it to be pushed, but there is a more 
conservative element that fears it will be a 
boomerang. ‘Tue TRIBUNE correspondent 
was able today to obtain a copy of the follow- 
ing telegram : 

St. Paun, Minn., Jan. 26.--The Hon. President 
of the Senate, Springfield, [Ill.: | understand my 
name has been given as 8 witness for the Legis- 
lature, against ex-Warden McClaughry and Uon- 
tractor Brainerd for fraud in Joliet prison. If so 
cut me out. [| know of no fraud committed by 
either. aes ALBERT GARVIN, 

This telegram is*being kept in the inside 
pocket of a certain Senator and is only Ghown 
to such persons as he has confidence in. It 
will probably never be read in the Senate. 
Mr. Garvin’s same is attached to the 
memorial as one of the witnesses. He was 
Deputy Warden under Maj. McClaughry for 
a number of years. 

It is the opinion of some that the effort to 
impugn the character of Maj. McClaughry 
and E. R. Brainerd will lead toasplit in the 
Democratic ranks. Some hold that, assuming 
the charges are true, they cannot see what 
good will follow the investigation ; others take 
the position that there is nothing in the 
charges. Those taking these positions, how- 
ever, seem to be in the minority. One man 
said toduy that the whole business was cooked 
up by the Chicago gamblers and was a scheme 
to force McClaughry to come to time or else 
to get even with him for his fight on the Gar- 
fieli Park race track. 

Against Altgeld’s Judgment. 


‘T knowthat it is Gov. Altgeld’s judg- 
ment that the memorial should not have been 
introduced notwithstanding,” said he, “‘as I 
am informed, he directed it should be done, 
I am told that he was forced to take this step 
by Mike McDonald, whohas been using all 
his efforts for a long time to down Me. 
Claughry, but with little suceess, Prior tc 
the election McDonald made the assertion 
that when Altgeld became Governor ‘* they 
would make it warm for the Superin- 
tendent of Pohce.’ Iam also told that just 
after the alleged facts had been collected and 
were written out in Chicago certain repre- 
sentatives of the gamblers offered to suppress 
the whole business if certain conceasions 
were made, These threats failed, and the 
documents were turned. over to a prominent 
Senator. He refused to father the matter, 
and Altgeld sent for certain Senators and told 
them he wanted the investigation pushed for 
all that could be made out of it.”’ 

The friends of McClaughry and Brainerd 
here are laughing a good deal over the way 
the alleged witnesses are going back on the 
promoters of the investigation. They have all 
repudiated the use of names 
except two or three. One of them, 
they say, is a man with a military handle 
to his name whose military record consisted 
ofaservice of three months in an Eastern 
State far remote from the smoke of battle. 
The other is a doctor who failed to secure the 
appointment of prison physician under 
peculiar circumstances. 

The Republican Times -of Ottawa has pub- 
lished an interview with ex-State’s Attorney 
George W. W. Blake that apparently upsets 
the Pete Weist story. It is claimed that Maj. 
McClaugbry got $4,000 for securing his pardon 
or a commutation of his sentence from 
three years to one year and A half, 
which amounted to a pardon. Weist was 
prosecuted for wife murder by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moloney, who was then State’s-Attorney 
of La Salle County, in 1885. Mr. Blake was 
the leading counsel of the defense. He is a 
Democrat, and this is what he says about the 
charge that Maj). McClaughry allowed Weist 
to go to his child’s funeral at Streator and 
afterward secured his pardon: 

“Maj. McClaughry had 
to do with either act | 
had. When he received Gov. Ogliesby’s 
telegram, which was in effect that Weist 
could accompany me to Streator under such 
guard as he deemed proper, he could hardly 
beliove it was true and telegraphed back to 
have the- message repeated. In regard to 
Weist having paid Maj. McClaughry, that is 
the veriest bosh. Of course, Weist may have 
said so. I am prepared to say that Maj. Mc- 
Claughry never received acent and did noth- 
ing but his official duty toward the convict’s 


pardon.”’

CANADA IN DOUBT ABOUT ANNEXA TION. 


George W. Pessant Says Its People Enter- 
tain Various Opinions on the Subject. 

George W. Pessant of Montreal is at the 
Great Northern. ‘‘Canada is” between the 
devil and the deep sea,” said he. “Too weak 
to stand alone, unless there is a change for 
the better in our financial and commercial 
condition we must either stick to the empire 
or come over to the United States. The latter 
course is strongly opposed by the Conserva- 
tives, who argue that independence would be 
better if Canada could stand alone. But what 
figure would we cut on the northern border of 
a nation of 65,000,000 people, constantly cut- 
ting into our commerce and manufactures? 
The Liberals, called the ‘American party’ in 
Canada, are free traders; the Democrats 
are free traders.

** Shipbuilding on the Clyde in Scotland is 
one cf the best indications of the commercial 
and financial pulse ot the world that can be 
found,” said H. D, Allan of Glasgow at the 
Palmer yesterday. “It is well known among 
steamship owners that shipbuilding has not 
kept pace with the increase of traffic on the 
Atlantic in the last five years, and the time 
has come for new transatlantic lines or an 
addition to the existing fleeta. This increase 
of travel is not alone due toimmigration. 
There is closer intercourse between Europe 
and this country since the voyage has been 
reduced to six days, and England has just now 
a popular fashion of gving to America as 8 
winter resort irstead of places formerly vis- 
ited in Southern Europe. In the summer 
thousands of Americans flock to our shores, 
and the gumber this year exceeaed any pre- 
vious year. Lo meet this growing demand 
shipbuilding on the Clyde the last year has 
been unprecedented, and 387 vesseis of 339,907 
tons have been launched—an output of 17,897 
tons greater than that of the preceding year. 
‘The value of these vessels is about £7,500,000, 
In their construction 332,307 tons of steel were 
used, 7,200 tons of iron, and 400 tons of wood.” 


“ Why do Americans go to Egypt in search 
of ancient pyramids and relics of earlier civ- 
ilization when they have similar sights ‘more 
instructive and interesting on their own con- 
tinent?”’ asked Louis Lassar of Albuquerque 
at the Palmer yesterday. ‘* The pyramids of 
the sun and moon built by the Tolteca in Mex- 
ico are quite as colossal in proportions and as 
wonderful ‘in architectural skill as tne Egyp- 
tian pyramids. The Mexican Government 
has thoroughly explored these pyramids and 
found facts corroborating the writings of an- 
cient historians, and these two monuments of 
Toltec civilization will ever remain to remind 
us of a race whose existence is almost incom- 
prehensible to the present inhabitants of the 
American continent.”’

In the woman’s room the visitors can, ad- 
mire fine pieces of needlework and embroiderfes— 
the work of the women of the State of Ceardé Fine 
specimens of woven articles, passementerie and 
other manufactured ene are shown in the 
industry room. Public instruction occupies three 
rooms. The exhibition of natural history is also 
important. In coffee, Brazil’s greatest staple, 
there are more than 1,000 samples, coming from 
the States of Bahia, Espirito Saato, Minas Geraes, 
Rio de Janeiro, San Paulo, and Santa Catharina. 
The exhibit in woods is splendid. In one of the 
courtyards is erected a pyramid cows the gold 
extracted from Minas Geraes from 1720 to 1520, 
amounting to forty-one tons. In a few days many 
curious objects that could not be arran for the 
ercntng of the exposition for want of space will 

exhibited. A house entirely made of carnauba, 
a Useful paim tree abundant in Cearé, will be ex- 
hiited and a pine tree from Parand thirty-eight 
meters high and two meters in diameter.

It was subsequently 
learned that the Chicago syndicate wanted the 
bell as an advertisement for the sale of souve- 
nirs in the shape of diminutive reproductions 
of the bell.

SHATTERED BY SNOW. 


ROOFS AT THE WORLD'S FAIR 
STRUOK BY AN AVALANOHE. 


Tons of Slush Slide from the Top of the 
Great Manufactures Building and Fall- 
ing Fifty Feet or More Crash Through 
the Annex—Glass and Light Framework 
Broken—Other Buildings Damaged in 
the Same Manner—The Loss Estimated 
at $3,500 by the Contractor. 


Down from the lofty roof of the Manufact- 
ures Building ran several snowslides yester- 
day, which crashed through the glass roof of 
the annex or naves of the building. The snow 
came down with a rush and a roar and broke 
into splinters and fragments a great deal of 
framework and glass. But while much noise 
was made a liberal estimate of the damage is 
$5,000. The contractor for the roofing, who 
has to foot the bill, estimated it at $3,500. 

It was 5:30 o’clock yesterday. morning when 
the first crash came. It startled the Colum- 
bian guard on duty in the building, butdid 
not injure him, The break occasioned by this 
slide was immaterial, At frequent 
intervals thereafter until 7 o’clock there 
were rumbling noises accompanied by the 
breaking of glass and framework. At 7 
o’clock there was a big rush of snow on the 
main roof on the west side of the building. 
It sid down with tremendous velocity and 
opened up a-hole fifty feet square in the roof 
of the nave below it. An erroneous impres- 
sion prevailed that the roofs themselves could 
not bear the weight of the snow. The Manu- 
factures Building is constructed in what might 
be considered three sections. First there is a 
main portion 376 feet wide with a towering 
roof several hundred feet high. On either 


.side of this are annexes or naves, much lower, 


175 feet wide. It wason the great height of 
the main roof that the snow accumulated. 
There are at least sixteen acres of space 
there, and the great fall of snow in 
the last few weeks steadily accumulated, 
When the mild weather of Friday night came 
on accompanied by rain, the sixteen acres of 
snow became saturated with moisture. As 
the rain continued the burden became heavier, 
and early yesterday morning the great mass 
of wet snow slipped from its moorings and 
started on the down grade. For 200 feet it 
had a clear track and acquired a great mo- 
mentum. Then it had a clear jump of 
fifty feet to the glass roof below. Thither ‘it 
fell and crashed everything before it. The 
curve in the main roof gave even a greater 
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WHERE THE 


fall, and apparently the snow left its>base of 
support on reaching this curve and madea 
sheer jump of nearly 100 feet. Of course 
nothing in the way of the ordinary roof 
structure could withstand the shock. 


Damage Not Serious. 


In addition to the dam previously done 
in the night, this great sliding mass broke in 
300 feet in the roof of the east valley of the 
west annex. (Glass, iron frame work of sky- 
lights, corrugated iron roofing, and hard roof- 
ing were demolished. Many of the timbers 
were cracked, rendering them useless. At 
least 300 lights of glass were broken. This 
was the place of the main break. Another 
crushing of the roof, about 500 feet long, oc- 
curred in the same valley between the center 
of the southern part in the western annex and 
the south end. The damage done was, how- 
ever, not so serious. But 150 feet of gutter of 
the main roof on the west side and the same 
extent of ventilators were demolished. Five 
hundred panes of glass were broken. 

About the time this wreck occurred there 
was another snowsl:de near the south end of 
the building. The principal damage was done 
on the west annex. The east unnex was only 
slightly damaged. Three. or four holes were 
made in the roof, averagingtwenty feet square. 
One hundred square feet of glass was broken

in the valley on the north end of the building 
near the northwest corner. As a result of 
these breaks the water poured down copiously 
to the floor in the big building. Workmen 
immediately began thawing out the con- 
ductor pipes which carry the water from 
the roof to the ground. The worst is thought 
to be over, as there remain but a few patches 
of snow on the big roof. Yesterday afternoon 
the building was considered so dangerous that 
visitors were forbidden to pass through it. No 
one could tell when the remaining heaps of 
snow would start eastward and stmasb through 
the lower roofs. 

Shortly after the damage began Mr. Miller, 
the contractor, held a conference with Assist- 
ant Director of Works Graham. After view- 
ing the wrecked roof Mr. Miller estimated the 
damage at $3,500 and determined at once to 
place an order for glass to repair the breaks. 
According to construction officials the dam- 
age cuused by the snow slide was not unex. 
pected. 

‘** We thought all along that something like 
this would happen,” said Mr. Graham. “In 
a roof of such large area we could not hope 
to avoid the effects of-snow in such large 
quantities as have been heaped up by the re- 
cent storms. The roof construction is all 
right. Mr. Miiler and I were of the same 
opinion that such accidents as occurred today 
could not be avoided, and if we had to do the 
same work again the roofs would be built in 
the same way.”’ 


Snow Slides Expected. 


Fred Clois, the chief draughtsman of the 
Exposition company, said: “It would have 
been too expensive to build a roof over such a 
large building which would have been capable 
of withstanding the snow siides. In order to 
have accomplished such a feat cast iron would 
have been required. It will be cheaper to per- 
mit the roofs to break through and mend 
them than to have put up a structure which 
would withstand such an unusual strain. No 
surprise is felt at the results of today. The 
strains were ail figured out, and we knew just 
how much the roofs would stand. We may 
have been surprised somewhat on the amount 
of snowfall, which was unusual, but the roofs 
are intended to shed water and not withstand 
the impact of tons of saturated snow falling 
from the height of fifty or more feet. When 


| the roofs{are turned to the uses intended—that 


of shedding rain water pext summer—there 
wilt be no accidents.” <« 

In Machinery Hall two great holes were 
made by the snow sl One great mass 
didn’t stop with the roof-but pursued its 
downward course with such v ty as to 
break through the floor below. 

Aside from the damage done by the mov 
of the snow on the roofs was that occasion 
by a vast amount of leaking. The roofs of 
the annexes to the Transportation Building 
recently constructed, leaked like sieves, and 
a sudden freeze would make a skating rink of 
the floor below. In explanation of this it was 
said, however, that the roof work had not 
been finished by the contractor. The roof on 
the north end of the Horticultural Building 
leaked badly, water running down the walls 
and flooding the floor. There were a number 
of leaks in the Electricity and Agricultural

A NEW BESOM OF DESTRUCTION. 


At Its Trial at New Haven It Fired 900 
Shots a Minute, 

A rapid fir.ng gun recently tested at New 

Haven by the Winchester Repeating Arms 


company fired 900 shots a minute, says the 


Age of Steel. 

It 1s the invention of Messrs. Browning 
Bros. of Ogden, Utah. The only gun ap- 
proaching this rapidity is the Maxim machine 
gun, with a record of 750 shots per minute. 
This new besom of destruction has a water 
jacket surrounding the barrel, holding one 
gallon of water. The amount of water is 
evaporated in gne minute when the gun 1s in 
operation. In experiments made without the 
water Jacket the barrel would become too hot 
for satety in less than half aminute. The 
ammunition is fed into the breech from a con- 
tinuous web belt, holding the cartridges in 
pockets. 

The representatives of the Krupp, Arm- 
strong, and Canet guns have been engaged in 
& wordy tussle upon the respective killing ca- 
pacities of these weapons. The initial velocity 
of the largest of these projectiles is now well 
beyond half a mile per second, and the pene- 
trating energy varies from 200 to 300 foot tons 
per pounce of powder, with a momentum of 
about 80,000 foot-tous. ‘That is to say, a-mass 
of steel can now be hurled forth with a de- 
structive power something like that of the av- 
erage railway collision, but with what ulti- 
mate benefit to the human race it is not so 
easy to determine, 

Canet claims to produce the same amount 
of damage as Krupp or Armstrong at half the 
money and with greater simplicity and ele- 
gance, This French gun has been adapted by 
the Japanese Government for three coast- 
guard vessels. ‘hat brave, though diminu- 
tive, people fina it the only weapon which one 
of their nav@l officers can handle alone. 
There is no wedge for closing the breech, as 
in the Krupp gun, which requires considerable 
biceps. The opening lever is so facilitated by 
screw multiplication that, under normal pow- 
er pressures, one man can easily work it in 10 
seconds,

IS NOT FOR ILLINOIS. 


FINDING IN THE SWAMP LAND OASE 
IS APPROVED. 


Secretary Noble Decides That This State Is 
Not Entitled to the Land in Controversy 
Under the Grant—Whisky Trust to Be 
Investigated by the House Judiciary 
Committee, and Panama Affairs to Be 
inquired Into by a Select Committee of 
Five ~-Washington News. 

Wasuinetox, D.C., Jan. 28.—[(Special. ]— 
Secretary Noble today affirmed the decision 
of the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office in the case of Cook County, IIL, vs. the 
United States, involving a swamp iand claim. 
The State of Illinois, through’ its agent, Isaac 
R, Hitt, appealed from the Land Commis- 
sioner’s decision of March 23, 1892, rejecting 
the claim of the State to indemnity for cer- 
tain tracts of land, which it contended inured 
to itunder the swamp land grant of 1850. 
The ground for the rejection by the Land 
Office was that the tracts were within the 
granted limits of the Illinois Central Yailway, 
withdrawn by the act of 1850, and, therefore, 
did not pass to the State under the swamp 
land grant. The State appeal is not one -in 
fact, but a request for a suspension of action 
by the department until further action in the 
matter has been taken by Congress. The 
Secretary does not consider this a sufficient 
reason why the matter should be suspended 
in view of the fact that he has already de- 
cided the question at issue. 

(The Illinois Central is moving to have the 
Lake-F ront case reopened, its attorney, John N, 
Jewett, being in Washington with a petition for 
arehearing. 8B. F. Ayer, general counsel for the 
railroad, said yesterday it would be filed in the 
United States Supreme Court at the first oppor- 
tunity and the expectation was that a rehearing 
would be granted, else they would not have gone 
to the trouble to poticice to that effect. The re 
cent decision of the court, he said, was wrong 
and a restatement of the case with full considera- 
tion of the pleas of the railroad ought to reverse 
it. As tothe matter and nature of the petition 
Mr. Ayer refused to say anything. 

Corporation Counsel Miller did not think a re 
hearing would be granted. } 


WHISKY TRUST AND PANAMA, 


House Committees Authorized to Investi- 
gate the Charges. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 28.—Practically 
the whole of today’s session was spent by the 
Senate behind closed doors —the executive ses- 
sion lasting from 12:40 ts 4:30, when the Sen- 
ate adjourned until 2 p. m. Monday—the 
change of hour being fixed in order to give 
Senators an opportunity toattend Mr. Biaine’s 
funeral. The credentials of Mr. Stockbridge 
(Rep., Mich.) for his second Senatorial term, 
beginning March 4 next, were presented and 
placed on file. The army appropriation bill 
was reported from the Committee on Appro- 
——— and was placed on the calendar. 

his is the first general appropriation bill re- 
ported to the Senate this session. 

Senate bill relating to the anchorage and 
movement of vessels in the Port of Chicago 
was reported and passed. 

Beyond the adoption of resolutions looking 
to the investigation of the Panama Canal 
scandal and the whisky trust the proceedings 
of the House today were devoid of public in- 
terest. The ar civil bill made slow 
progress. Mr. McMillin (Dem., Tenn.) re- 
ported from the Committee on Rules the 
following resolution, which was adopted. 

That the resolution of Mr. Burrows respecting 
the whisky trust be referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary and said committee or any subcommit- 
tee thereof is authorized to investigate the 
charges contained in the resolution and report by 
bill or otherwise. The committee is also author- 
ized to investigate what if any other trusts or 
combinations in restraint of trade exist within 
the United States or have been fostered by Con- 
gressional legislation and control markets or 
raise prices; and what, if any. additional legisla- 
tion is necessary to remedy the evil. 


Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.) from the same 
committee reported in lieu of the Fellows and 
Geary resolutions the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

That a special committee of five be appointed to 
investigate and report as to what sums of muney. if 
any, were expended by the Panama Canal com- 
pany or its promoters, directly or imdirectly, for 
the purpose of preventing opposition in this coun- 
try to the plans of said company or securing 
acquiescence in America thereto, and what dis- 
position was made of such sums, and generally as 
to the situation of affairs upon the isthmus so far 
as American commerce seeking transit across the 
same may be concerned; and also as to the con- 
tracts and relations between the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company and the Southern Pacific 
railroad company, the Transcontinental Railroad 
Association and others as to what  con- 
tracts or other collusive arrangements have 
been made by said 3 whereby traffic by 
way ofthe Isthmus of Panama has been su 
pressed or diminished; and as to whether said 
steamship company by virtue of said contracts or 
otherwise has been practically absorbed by or 
snbjected to the control of said railroad com- 
panies, and as to whether the business which it 
was the design of this government to foster by the 
sums granted to said steamship companies 
through mail contracts, or otherwise, has been 
thereby diverted from the Isthmus of Panama 
apd the Panama railroad company to such trans- 
continental companies: and as to whether such 
acts are detrimental to the interests of American 
maritime commerce and the producers, manu- 
facturers, and merchants of the United States, 
and if such abuses are found to exist, by what 
means the same can or should be suppressed, and 
as to whether the further grant of 
said sums to said steamship comeaee 
should be withdrawn.

MISCELLANEOUS CAPITAL NEWS, 


Amendments Proposed to the Bill Making 
New Mexico a State. 

Wasnrnoton, D. C., Jan. 28.—Senator Carey 
this morning gave notice of two amendments 
which he intends to offer to the House bill pro- 
viding for the admission of New Mexico into tne 
Union. Mr. Carey's amendment strikes out all 
after the enactment clause of the New Mexico bill 
and substitutes an omnibus bill admitting the 
Territories of New Mexico, Utah, Arizona, and 
Oklahoma. The State of Oklahoma is made 
identical with the Indian Territory, but it is pro- 
vided that nothing in the act shall be construed 
to impair the rights of persons and property now 
pertaining to the Indians of the Territory so long 
as such rights remain unextinguished by agree- 
ment between the Indians and the United States, 
Mr. Carey’s second amendment is identical in 
provisions with the first save that it omits the 
Territory of Arizona, and is in line with the ac- 
tion of the recent Republican caucus. 


QUEER THEORY CONCERNING LEPROSY. 


It Is Believed to Be Propagated by Canni- 
balism in Oceanica, 

Mr. Boyle visited Burmah, says the London 
News, the Malay native States, Sumatra, Siam, 
Borneo, Java, Australia, New Zealand, Samoa, 
the Sandwich Islands, and America. Of all 
the facts noted by him as a sanitarian the 
most remarkable are those relating to leprosy, 
a disease which he believes to be spreading to 
an alarming extent all over the world. 

He was particularly struck by the gigantic 
proportions the evil has assumed in Burmah. 
The steps of the great Shwedagon pagoda at 
Rangoon, the Mecca of the Indo-Chinese 
Buddhists, he found to be “ closely lined from 
top to bottom with lepers, suffering from that 
loathsome disease 1n its worst forms and most 
advanced stages.”” A number of the victims 
examined by Mr. Boyle “ presented a most 
sickening and awful spectacle.’’ Yet no pro- 
vision worthy of the name appears to be made 
for the maintenance or treatment of these 
poor lepers, who are thus com pelled to resort 
to begging co keep themselves in existence. 

At Mandalay Mr. Boyle came in contact 
with horrors of a. similar nature. During 
times of high festival the entrances of the 
at Arakan pagoda in that city are crowded 
by hundreds of lepers, 80 that the visitor has 
to pick bis way carefully among them, In 
the Sandwich Islands, also, Mr. Boyle was 
strongly impressed by the terrible effects of 
the curse of leprosy, which, he says, has nearly 
decimated the native population. 

He has a curious theory to the effect that 
the propagation of leprosy has been to a large 
extent connected with cannibalism, the dis- 
ease ** being spread wholesale through the eat- 
ing of infected -bodies.”” He has frequently 
seon in New Caledonia and the South Sea 
Isiands human bodies “ hanging up in the na- 
tive huts, intended for future repasts, though 
then in an advanced stage of decomposition 
and exhaling a sickening odor.”’

HE WAS INDEED A GRAND MAN. 


Characteristic Anecdote of President Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

“ To me,” said Mr. C. P. Huntington to a 
writer in Kate Field’s Washington, “ Abra- 
ham Lincoln was the finest character of this 
generation; Lesteem it a privilege of my life 
to have known him, for to know him was to 
believe in the divinity of human nature. You 
don’t know, so I'll tell you, that it was left by 
law to President Lincoln to decide upon the 
gauge of the Pacific railroads. At that time 
—the spring or winter of 1863, I think—rail- 
roads had different gauges; the South had 5 
feet, the North had 4 feet 84¢ inches, the roads 
from New York to St. Logis measurea 6 feet, 
and the road from St. Louis to Kansas City 
53¢ feet. It was imperative that there should 
be a uniform gauge, which eventually came 
to pass. Now by the consensus of expert 
opinion it has been fixed at 4 feet 84, inches, 
though there are a few narrow-gauge roads of 
8 feet. 

“In order to get Central Pacific matters be- 
fore Congress I spent months at Washington. 
The President referred this matter of gaug- 
ing to John P. Usher, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, who was requested to -collect data and 
present a report to the President. 

** Before Usher made his report I called at 
the White House and saw the President. ‘ Mr. 
Lincoln,’ I said, ‘I have been dilatory not 
from choice but from necessity. I now have 
the reports of five engineers in favor of a 
five-foot gauge which I desire to present to 
you for consideration before you give your 
ultimatum.’ 

***T’ll hear you next Friday at 11 o’clock 
a. m.,’ replied Mr. Lincoln. 

“That was more than I had expected. I 
telegraphed for G. T. M. Davis, formerly of 
Springfield, IlL., to come-from New York, 
where he then resided, and make the argument. 
He was a personal friend of Lincoln and an 
able man. He and I were promptly at the 
White House at 11 o’clock, but the Docaident 
did not receive us until twenty minutes before 
12. The Cabinet met at noon, so that Davis 
had only time to shake hands with the Presi- 
dent and say a few words before the officials 
arrived. Lincoln permitted him to proceed. 
This did not please Seward, who lived on the 
New York Central and wanted a gauge of 
four feet eight and one-half inches. Address- 
ing the President in his own peculiar way, 
the Secretary of State exclaimed: ‘ Mr. 
President, what kind of a meeting have we 
today ?” 

“*A meeting of the Cabinet and their 
friends,’ replied Lincoln with dignified com- 
posure. ‘Goon, Col. Davis.’ 

“Davis went on. At the conclusion of his 
argument the President addressed him thus: 
‘Of the merits of the case I know nothing. 
There are so many things of which I know 
nothing as to make it absolutely necessary for 
me to trust to others. I call in men for that 
purpose. I depend on their judgment. and I 
find when too late that their advice has been 
far more selfish than patriotic. Tell me truly 
what is the best gauge?” | 

“The pathos of Lincoln’s appeal was sub- 
lime. The man’s whole nature was unveiled. 
He was as true as steel to duty, as sympathetic 
by pature asa woman. I wouldn’t have lied 
to him for the whole Central Pacific road. 
The decision was in favor ot a five-foot gauge, 
but the later uniform gauge, three and a half 
inches less, is perhaps better. I did not think 
so then, nor did experts. Ah, Lincoln was a 
grand man.”’ 


How Butler Was Conquered, 

A good many people have heard the story of 
Gov. Ames and Gen. Butler when they had 
their famous ride to Cambridge after the re- 
fusal of the university overseers to grant the 
Governor an LL. D. But here is a new story 
in connection with the dinner—ex-Gov. Ames’ 
own explanation of what was rather inystify- 
ing to a good many people at the time: 

“The real explanation of Gen. Butler’s mod- 
eration in his speech at Harvard College after 
the overseers had refused him the degree of 
LL. D. has never been told in print, I think. 
I rode over to Cambridge with the Governor 
in a landau, and on the way over I hinted 
that discretion would be called for. Butler 
was rather reticent and moody, but he re- 
plied: ‘Iam well prepared.’ rather ex- 
pected an outbreak. But when we arrived 
and the Governor was received with even more 
expressions of regard than usual by graduates 
and undergraduates alike he began to be more 
genial and approachable, as he was in his rdle 
of a private citizen. At length the dinner was 
served, and George Choate, the presiding officer 
of the day, paid a most generous and eloquent 
tribute to the Governor in his imtroductory 
speech. 

** Butler turned to me and said quickly, just 
*I have thrown my 


before he arose to speak : 
speech to the winds.’ 

“Then followed his model oration without a 
fimg, without a hit—a scholarly, eloquent ad- 
dress. It was not till at Williamstown the 
next week that I learned what he meant when 
he said: ‘i have thrown my speech to the 
winds,’ 

** He meant that he had prepared an address 
which he believed he would be justified in de- 
livering, an address in ite scope took in 
all the sins of that institution and its manage- 
ment from the time of the defaication of one 
of its Treasurers down through succeeding 
generations. But the hospitable treatment he 
reveived disarmed him. He had expected 
hisses, he received cheers; he had been pre- 
pared for a snub, and he was complimented. 

** With his quick perception he understood 
his position exactly and kept back the pro- 
posed speech, substituting for it the im- 
promptu, and one of the muvuat brilliant im- 
promptus ever delivered.”’ 


Louis Napoleon’s Luck. 

“‘ Speaking about Cleveland’s luck, I don’t 
think he can be compared to Louis Napoleon 
of France,” said Louis C. Messonier of New 
Orleans, “for he was the luckiest and most 
fortunate man that ever lived. Born an ille- 
gitimate child, he had a king for a father. 
Having at first, in his younger days, attempt- 
ed to overthrow the government under which 
he lived, and, being unsuccessful, he turned 
his attention to the sciences. When Louis 
Philippe was overthrown Napoleon was elect- 
ed a member of the Constitutional Assembly. 
His first speech was so lame and so indifferent 
that Thiers and Victor Hugo dubbed him 
‘Napoleon the Little’ and a ‘Wooden Head.’ 

That was astory that made him study all 
the more. Years passed and he was elected 
President of the French Republic by an over- 
whelming majority. The world knows of 
his trials and tribulations as Chief Executive 
of that country and how, during the first part 
of his reign, all of his official actions were 
sustained and indorsed by the people. 
But finally the people revolted. Yet, con- 
demned as he was for a time, the French 
afterward conceived, as did all the civilized 
world, that his reign, while it lasted, was 
the most briJliant France ever knew. Exiled 
to England, there he died, honored by poten- 
tates, princes, and powers, while France was 
bleeding from internal strife. 


Count de Lesseps’ Romance, 

The marriage of Count de Lesseps to his 
present wife was one of the most romantic on 
record. Mlle. de Bragard was 17, a beauty 
and an heiress. The Count was a widower of 
50, and guardian of his nephew, to whom 
Mile. de Bragard was betrothed. The mar- 
riage had been arranged by the families and 
all had gathered at the country house of M. de 
Bragard for the formal betrothal ceremonies. 
The evening before the ceremony the Count 
was walking 1n the garden smoking a cigar, 
when the young girl, looking in her white 
gown like a spirit, the Count has said, came 
tohim.

‘WANT BETTER WAGES 


POLICE INSPECTORS FAVOR THE PE- 
TITIONS OF THEIR MEN. 


They Say That a Good Officer Is Worth 
$1,200 a Year—Present Scale of Pay 
and the New Rates Desired—All Op- 
posed to the Substitute Plan Now in 
Vogue—The Local Force as Compared 
with That in New York—Interviews on 
the Proposed Change. 

There is now before the Finance committee 
of the City Council a bill asking for an in- 
crease of the pay of police patrolmen. 
lice telephone operators and drivers of signal 
service wagons are also preparing a 
for presentation to the Council to have their 
wages raised from $60 to $75 a month. 

At present the saiaries of patrolmen fall 
into three classes. First class men get $1,000 
a year, second class men $720, and substitute 
men $2 for each day of actual service. The 
new bill provides $1,200 a year for first class 
men and $1,000 for second class. Substitute 
patrolmen are to be abolished and third class 
men are to take their place at a permanent 
salary of $720 a year. 

The matter of increase of salaries has for 
months been the chief subject of talk among 
the police. Chief Inspector Ross is highly in 
favor of abolishing the substitute patrolmen. 
‘These men,”’ he said, “are obliged to buy a 
full uniform at a cost of $100 at the time they 
are put on the force, Often the men serve 
from nine to twelve months as substitutes and 
do not putin more than one-third of that 
time in actual service.¢ They are required to 
report at district headquarters every day for 
duty and their average pay in most cases does 
not exceed $15 a month for the entire period. 

Would Abolish an Evil. 

‘Frequently when the men report at night 
and are not assigned to duty they visit theaters 
in squads of four and six men atatime. This, 
of course, has a bad effect on the taxpayers, 
who, when they see officers in full untform in 
places of amusement, suppose that men 
are loafing. By putting on third-class men 
we could abolish this one evil and give the 
men a chance to make a fair living. 

** As to the increase of salaries for the other 
two classes at present I careto say nothing. 
The Chief of Police has just asked for an ap- 
propriation for 800 extra men, andac of 
the present arrangements may interfere 
his plans.”’ 

Inspector Koch, who has traveled beat 
eleven years, thinks that higher wages would 
be conducive of better service among the 
patrolmen. 

“A first-class man is worth $1,200 a year,” 
said he, *‘and I velieve ought to get it. If an of- 
ficer is not a first-class man he ought to be 
put in the second-class and kept there until he 
is worthy of promotion. Thesame rule ought 
to be observed in advancing third-class men 
to the second-class. It would work a great 
benefit to the department, for the men 
try to merit promotion by good conduct. At 
the present time we put ‘subs’ on second-class 
without reference to merit, according to the 
length of time in service. same 
done in advancing second-class men to 
first-class.” 

Pay of New York Police,

ritory the patrolmen get $1,200 a year.

WILL THEY BRIDGE THE OCEAN? » 


Plans for a Structure Which Would Be 
One of the Greatest Works of Man, 

St. Louis Republic: Plans for completing 
two gigantic undertakings have been in the 
embryotic state in the minds of English and 
French engineers for more than two decades 
—viz.: the construction of a tuunel under 
that portion of the ocean known as the En- 
glish Channel, or the building of 
a bridge over the great waste 
of water. I understand that the tunnel 
scheme has been indefinitely abandoned, but 
that there 1s still a hope that the bridge will 
be built by the end of the century. Kecent 
progress in engineering science and in the art 
of metallurgy makes the construction of such 
an immense structure possibie if not alto- 
gether probable. The ex-President of the 
French Society of Civil Engineers says that 
his plans for the bridge give a structure 


150 feet above the sea at bigh tide. He 
argues that the* completion of the Forth 
Bridge in Scotland is a great stride towards 
the final realization of the Channel bridge 
dream. Ex-Préesident Hersent’s plans show 
a bridge high enough to allow large steamers 
and tall-masted sailing vessels to freely pass 
under itand wide enough to support four 
railway _—itracks, besides a road _ for 
carriages, foot passengers, bicycles, etc, 
Places of refuge, watchhouses, alarm bells, 
and electric lights will be placed at each 
pier. The authors of this gigantic scheme 
believe that a foundation for piers may be 
constructed without much trouble by the aid 
of vompressed air diving bells, as the Chan- 
nel’s depth between Calais and Dover does 
not exceed fifty meters at any place, the aver- 
age being from twenty-five to thirty-five 
meters. The plans call for concrete to the 
amount of 4,000,000 tons; wood and 
lead, 2,000,000 tons, and iron and metal 
of not less than 3,000,000 tons weight, 
which will make the bridge proper, ex- 
clusive of watch towers, railroad, electric 
light apparatus, etc., weigh about 9,000,000 
tons. The cost of the entire structure (which 
is, of course, a secondary consideration, pro- 
viding the gigantic eer re can be car- 
ried through to completion) will be some 
place in the neighborhood of $200,000,000, 

At present I believe it is understood that 
the plans will soon be submitted to an inter- 
national technical committee. If the com- 
mittee reports favorably and the coveted con- 
cessions are granted the work will be com- 
menced immediately» M. Hersent says that 
81x years would svftice for the completion of 
what would be the most important work of 
man. 


Two Great Old Men, 

The two most powerful and luminous-minded 
personages in the world at this time are octo- 
genarians, Pope Leo XIIL., 83 years old, and Pre- 
mier Gladstone of England, 54 years did. The 
Pope, with courageous spirit and firm hand, is 
directing the policy and emphasizing the faith of 
the Church of which he is the vigible head: Glad- 
stone, with vigor and skill, is aiministering the 
affairs of the world-éncircling dominions of 
Queen Victoria. There are frequent reports of 
the failing health of each of -these potent octo- 
genarians; but we are abie to say, upon excellent 
aathority, that both of them were well yesterday. 
Who can tell that both will not march into the 
twentieth century with steady step and placid 
spirit? We have an impression that the genera- 
tions of that century are to be the finest and 
blessedest of the human race.—New York Sun.

The Three Most Interesting Frocks Are 
the Wedding Robe, the Maid of Honor’s 
Costume, and the “Going Away” At- 
tire of the Bride — Some Elaborate 
Gowns Recently Made for a Young 
English Woman—Wraps for Evening 
Wear and Tea Jackets for the House.

Some Practical Hints to “ Homeless ” 
People Who Constently Incur Them. 
Hospitality is one of the chiefest of the virt- 
ues, and every head of alousehold is sup- 
posed to understand perfectly what is meant 
by the word. Thetruly hospitable woman, 
whether she be so from nature or from 
principle, opens her house freely to her 
friends, entertains them to the best of her 
ability, and cares not whethér she be repaid 


in kind or not, 

But there is a vast homeless element among 
us, especially in ovr cities and large towns, 
observes the New York Times. They live in 
hotels and boarding-houses, and are always 
ready to accept invitations. Many of these 
unfortunate people—for everybody is unfortu- 
nate who has no home—possess limited 
means, and can make only the sitnplest re- 
turn for the favors which they receive. 
Flowers on occasion,a card at Easter or 
Christmas, these are all that they can afford, 
and from them these simple recognitions 
suffice. 

On the other hand many of them are well to 
do, if not wealthy. 
asked such a one of a woman to whom he was 
distantly related and who had frequently in- 
vited him to her house, “if you, with your 
hospitable instincts, were living as I am, in a 
boarding-house, ‘and were unable to show in 
any way your appreciation of these charming 
attentions?’ The lady blushed and replied 
by some commonplace; but she could not 
help retlecting that if she were indeed situated 
as her friend was she would certainly find out 
some way of returning her obligations. 

At any first-class hotel a lunchewn or din- 
ner party may be given from $2 to $ a plate 
upward, A box may be taken for a musicale 
or any other entertainment of a high order, 
and refreshments at a good restaurantm ay be 
served either before or after it.

To these almost the same means are open as to 
their brothers.: Society allows a woman tozent 
a parlor at a hotel for an afternoon reception, 
if her home is in the suburbs, where her friends 
cannot Weil come for a brief call, or if its lim- 
itations in the city are handicapping. But 
in these days, when the tea urn is recognized 
as the altar of hospitality, and when this sim- 
ple shrine may be set up in an apartment of 
the: tiniest dimensions, there is no excuse for 
any woman nut to be “at home.”’

If his advances 
are favored, the maiden, aftera brief perivd 
of coquetry, allows the blanket to settle over 
her head, and thus enveloped she listens as 
well as she can to a verbal accounting of his 
deeds of prowess as a hunter, to his posses.

The amount of free gold 
in the United States today, that is gold on 
hand, above the $100,000,000 required for 
greenback redemption, is less than $10,000,- 
000. At the rate we have been exporting gold 
allthis free gold will be lost ih a few weeks 
more. Then, as the bankers put it, we will be 
virtually upon a silver basis. To their minds 
this means an awful situation. It is probable 
that some ardent efforts will be made during 
the coming week to inspire Congress to an un- 
derstanding of the grave features which con- 
tinued silver purchases create. 

Much has been heard this week in the way 
of combinations in the railway field beyond 
Chicago. The mostimportant announcement 
suggested that the Chicago, Burlmgton and 
Quincy is to admit to its directory represenfa- 
tives of the Pennsylvania railroad and by 
combination with one of the big Pacific lines 
make a transcontinental route on a better 
basis than any hitherto arranged.

BREAK IN WHEAT OAJSES A WILD 
PANIO IN THE PIT. 


Legitimate Dealers on the Board of Trade 
Will Try to Bring the Offenders to Jus- 
tice—Illegitimate Trading on the Curb 
Friday Afternoon Causes & Difference 
of $80,000 on the "Books of One Dealer 
—Great Damage Done the Chicago Mar- 
ket by Irresponsible Gamblers. 

The spectators who lined the visitors’ gal- 
lery on the Board of Trade at the opening 
yesterday morning saw as wild a session in 
the wheat pit as is ever witnessed in that place 
of high pressure business. It was a continua- 
tion of the semi-panic that prevailed on the 
curb” late Friday afternoon and was the 
direct result of a successful manipulation of 
the market. The spectacle of 300 or 400 ex- 
cited brokers, with their hands full of orders, 
all tryingto trade at the same moment, fur- 
nished a great aeal of amusement for the on- 
lookers, but it was a serious segsion for many 
of the traders, both local and outsiders, who 
are financially interested in the wheat market. 

Wheat closed Friday night at 78% cents for 
May. It broke on the “curb” after the close 
Friday to 7744 cents and yesterday morning on 
the “curb”? was 77% cents. At that figure 
the wnarket opened, and, under the pressure of 
selling orders, sold ag low as 76% cents. The 
volume of trading on-the decline was enur- 
mous. The supposed manipulators ** put” 
their wheat to the sellers of the privilege at 
prices ranging from 78% cents down to 77}¢ 
cents, and the people to whom it was “* put,”’ 
fearing a decline, hastened to sell it out at the 
best price they could get. This was the cause 
of the break. Around 77 cents the manipulat- 
ors bought freely, “covering” the wheat they 


were “short,” and securing to themselves a’ 


snug profit on the whole transaction. Some 
of them took enough wheat to make them 
“long” at the low price, held it until the 
market had reacted to 78 cents, and then sold 
‘Dut again, these sales being responsible for 
the late break from 78 cents to 7744 cents. 
Indignant at the Curb Traders. 


It developed during the course of the day 
that the “curb”’ transactions of the previous 
evening had aroused a great deal of feeling 
ainong the legitimate traders and there is 
apt to be an investigation, which wiil have for 
its object the identification ana prosecution of 
the traders responsible for the break. Com- 
plaint was made to Vice-President Chandler 
and some other members of the directory and 
several of them asserted their determination 
to push the matter at the earliest possible 
moment. The sentiment of the legitimate 
traders was voiced by a commission mer- 
chant, who said: . 

**T have hada number of inquiries from my 
custo.ners 1n various parts of the country ask- 
ing what this break meant. Our market 
closed yesterday afternoon moderately firm 
at 78% cents for May wheat and there was 
something of a bullish atmosphere that prom- 
ised an active and perhaps advancing market. 
After the close, while most of us were at lunch 
and at a time when we could not protect our- 
selves without violating the rule of the board 
prohibiting trading after hours, these scalpers 
went into the privilege market, and through 
their traffic in options—a violation of a State 
law—-were able to break the price of wheat 
two cents a bushel. 

**What sort of an impression ‘must an inci- 
dent of this sort make upon an outsider? Is it 
calculated to attract capital or encourage the 
investinent of people who are used to con- 
servative business methods? When my cus- 
tomers ask me what this break means I can- 
not explain it except by stating that it is the 
result of the influence of illegitimate trading, 
and I do not like to admit that the gambling 
element of this institution is the one that fixes 
prices or directs the course of fluctuations at 
any time. No matter how you Jook at it, it is 
a harm to the board and demands the most 
active prosecution on the part of our officers. 
It something in this direction is not done it is 
going to result in the gradual elimination of 
legitimate trading, and will eventually throw 
this market into the hands of an irresponsible 
and vicious set of simon pure gamblers,” 


Can Promise No Relief. 


President Hamill was asked what action the 
Board of Directors would take in the matter. 
He said that he did not know. The directors 
at various times had attempted the suppres- 
sion of the trading in privileges and had not 
received the support of the members. They 
had attempted to discipline members for a 
violation of this law and had failed. He did 
not know what course would be pursued in 
this case, and nothing would be done until 
the directors met at their regular weekly ses- 
sion next bag | 

Director T. A. Wright said that he did not 
see what could be done. These le, who 
had traded so largely in “* puts ”’ Friday night, 
had done no more than other members had 
done at other times, and every attempt of the 
directors to reform the privilege business had 
been frustrated by the members themselves. 
Now that they were hurt by these operations 
they were anxious that something should be 
done, but, like President Hamill, he was un- 
able to say what course would be pursued. 

Chairman L. J. Smith and Director ‘liom 
Bennett of the Committee on Violation of 
Rules were asked if they would e any ac- 
tion in the matter and they stated that there 
was no action for them to take, as no 2om- 
plaint had been lodged with them. There was 
no rule of the board prohibiting trading in 
privileges, and the only clause under which 
members could be summoned was that re- 
ferring to trading after hours. When com- 
plaints were made to them they would act. 

Col, John Beazley, in his usual vigorous 
manner, denounced the operations on the 
“curb ’”’ as a shame and disgrace and was in 
favor of furnishing the State’s-Attorney with 
all of the information necessary to enable an 
active prosecution of the offenders under the 
State law. He said that it was about time 
that the board put itself on record in this 
matter and end the disgraceful operations 
that characterized the afternoon session of the 
sidewalk traders. 


Chicago Market Seriously Affected, 


One commission-man who has a large for- 
eign trade said that a break under the circum- 
stances surrounding the one of Friday after- 
noon seriously affected the standing of the 
Chicago market abroad. He had on his books 
open trades in which there was a difference of 
$80,000 due to the ** monkeying”’ of the scalp- 
ing privilege traders Friday afternoon. * No 
house,” he said, *‘ ean stand thissort of a racket 
very long, and I will not subject myself to the 
possible disaster that may be brought upon 
me by these fellows. Rather than do it I will 
get out of the business, and I know other 
commission-men who feel the same way. 
The action of the directors of this institution 
will be pretty closely watched in the imme- 
diate future.”’ 

Aside from the interest in wheat yesterday 
there was a boom in pork and other hog 
products that attracted some attention. Pork 
sold up to $20 a barrel. the highest price for 
the season, and closed there. Lard sold at 
$11.65 and short ribs at $10.35. The volume of 
trade in this pit was not large, but, as the hog 
ene grnie to be light fur some time to 
come, the interest increases daily.

W. H. MORRELL AND HIS SYNDICATE. 


Chicago Financiers Appear to Know Noth- 
ing About Him or It. 

Dispatches from New York to the effect that 
William H. Morrell of Chicago was 
in that city - asking that a syndicate, 
which he represented, be given 
the privilege of bidding for a 
franchise for erecting elevated railroads in 
that city gave rise to small gossip yesterday 
in financial circles. Mr. Morreli’s syndicate, 
according to the dispatches reporting his 
claims, is able to control many 
millions. Combinations of such strengta 
formed in Chicago have usually 
not succeeded in covering themselves with the 
veil of secrecy for any length of time. Men 
who are in a position to be closely informed 
in such inatters are ignorant of Mr. Morrell’s 
syndicate, if it exists.

Mr. Dickinson says with perfect frankness: 
“T cannot afford to give the next four years 
to public service; it would be an injustice to 
my family.” 

Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle are agreed 
upon certain policies which in some respects 
are antagonistic to Democratic opinion. 
Neither of them regards an extra session of 
Congress as something to be desired but 
rather to be avoided, unless made imperative 
by the condition of the Treasury Department 
or the failure of the present Congress to pass 
appropriation bills. Each of them is opposed 
toa tariff commission, and yet both think 
that a tariff bill ought to be agreea upon 4s 
soon as possible and enacted into law early 
next year.

In order to do this it is Mr. Cleveland’s 
opinion that? the bill should be prepared by 
the Treasury Department, or in other words 
by Mr. Carlisle. So great is the President- 
elect’s confidence m Carlisle that he is of 
opinion that the Senator could, if necessary, 
and almost without assistance, draw up & 
satisfactory bill within a month or six weeks 
after. he enters the Treasury Department.

probabilities are, therefore, that as soon as 
possible after he~ becomes Secretary of the 
Treasury Mr. Carlisle will devote himself to 
what will be called a Treasury tariff bill. 
_-May Consult Business-men. 
He is likely tocallin expert authority and

before the days of summer come, and if it is, 
if Mr. Cleveland retains his present opinion, 
he is likely tocali an extra session of Con- 
gress early in the fall for the special purpose 
‘of considering this administratiou tariff bill.

Bound to Have Opera. 


The rich men who built the Metropolitan 
Opera House and who furnished grand opera 
as a sort of social function are determined to 
try the experiment again, and nearly $750,000 
has been subscribed to buy in tne opera 
house, repair it, and next season to produce 
grand opera. So much appears on the record, 
but the inspiring motive does’ not. The 
influence which has brought forth these sub- 
scriptions is purely feminine. Society women 
feel the loss of opera this winter keenly and 
the son of one of the rich men who has sub- 
scribed handsomely told me this morning 
that “‘the Governor had been besought—in 
and out—by his mother and his sisters to see 
to it that he had opera next year.’’

SAD RELICS OF BYGONE DAYS, 


t*Tt was the dream of an artist, sir, and as 
tical as such dreams generally are,”’ 

-gaid Lars Vedder, as he stood at the end of the 
road leading up by easy grades to the summit 
of the hill where stand the ruins of 
the castle built thirty-five years ago 
by Ole Bull ere the hope which Ae 
cherished of founding -.an asylum /for 
his countrymen on this side of the sea had 
some to grief. From the little Town of Cou- 
dersport the writer had walked out to Oleona 
through Germania, a small German settle- 
ment, whose buxom women and flaxen-haired 
children remind one of the Fatherland; 
through Bergen, with its half-dozen scattered 
houses, and then six miles more of scattered 
dearing brought him to Oleona, where good 
and substantia) cheer awaited the party in the 
Jittle old-fashioned Nerwegian inn. Lars 
Vedder, the landlord, is one of 2 few of the 
hundreds brought to Oleona by Ole Buli who 
still remain. He is pleasant, intelligent, and

faces his story with the statement that the 
l was butt by Ole Bull, and that first it 
had a music hall attached, where the settlers 
were treated to such musicas they had never 
heard before, without money and without 
price. : 

Ole Bull’s love of his native land, he goes on 
to say, amounted to a passion, and after he 
had grown rich and famous in America, his 
thoughts turned instinctively to his country- 
men suffering from the effects of despotic gov- 
ernment and to means for their relief. To the 
furtherance of his plans he devoted with char- 
acteristic arder~ nof only all that he 
had saved but a princely income as 
well. The desolate wilderness of Potter 
County, Pa., reminded him most of 
his native land, and concluding the pur- 
chase of 125,000 acres he resolved as he said 
to found a ** new Norway, consecrated to lib- 
erty, baptized with independence, and pro- 
tected by the Union’s mighty flag.”’ Some 
800 of his countrymen, charmed by the pros- 
pects he held out to them, settled at Oleona. 
Cozy little houses fashioned like those they 
lett behind them sprang up as if by magic. 
Oleona, named in Ole Bull’s honor, was 
founded first. Six miles east New Bergen, a 
reminder of the musician’s birthplace, and 


*two miles south New Norway were laid out.

But the. bright dream of a prosperous col- 
ony was Westined to be short-lived. Before 
the task be had undertaken was half com- 
pleted Ole Bull discovered that his funds were 
exhausted, and after one short’ year spent in 
the castle on Nordjenskeld hill, he was forced 
to resort to that never-failing source of wealth, 
his violin. He made along trip throug the 
south and west and started 4 San Fran- 
cisco, but at Panama yellow-fever kept him 
on a bed of sickness for many weeks and he 
was compelled to cancel all enagagements. 
Broken in health he made his way back 
to his home in the Pennsyivania wilderness 
/ouly to be informed, on bis arrival, that the 
deed for the vast estate which he had bought and 
paid for was fraudulent and that the impfove- 
ments on which he had expended hundreds of 
thousands were in reality trespass on another 
man’s land, A rascally business agent had 
watched the mails and prevented Stewardson, 
the owner of the land, from communicating 
the true state of affairs te Ule Bull. 

When the latter discovered the truth, not 
waiting for food or reat, he started at once for 
Philadelphia hoping that his agent, a devout 
churchman and prominent member of the 
Philadelphia bar, would repair the wrong he 
had done. The agent, bland and affable, as- 
sured his desperate and excited principal that 
everything was all right and insisted that he 
should eat something before he gave the mat- 
ter any further concern, Ole Bull had not 
eaten anything for hours, yet when he seated 
himself at table he felt.a sudden aversion 
for the food before him and refused to eat or 
drink. When he demanded that his agent 
should go with him to see Stewardson, the 
man refused and finally said: ‘“* Now I have 
your money, do your worst.”’ Years after the 
speaker’s sister told Ole Bull that her brother 
when dying confessed that he had poisoned 
the food that he bad tried to persuade his 
client to eat, und to which he had felt so 
strange an aversion. Stewardson when he 
learned the true condition of affairs offered to 
sell Ole Bull the land at a very low figure, but 
the latter’s money was gone and he could not 
accept the offer. However, he brought suit 
against the man who had duped him, and after 
five years of litigation recevered a portion of 
the noney of which he had been robbed. 

In the meantime the simple Norwegian 
settlers, who regarded their gifted countryman 
as something more than human and who ex- 
pected to find their homes in the New World 
literally underlaid with mines of gold, discov- 
ered that the soil, which after infinite labor 
yielded them only a bare subsistence, be- 
longed to another. Disappointed and dis- 
covraged, they’ went away, and now but few 
reminders remaia of the daring attempt to 
found a new Norseland on this side of 
the sea. Trees are growing in_ the 
streets of what were once the thriv- 
ing villages of New. Norway and New 
Bergen, and at Oleona the signs of decay are 
everywhere apparent. Nature has hidden 
even the site of the castle, in the erection of 
which a fortune was expended, and after the 
flight of years. the only thing that remains 
perfect is the wall which surrounds it—a 
mnelancholy reminder of an artist’s splendid 
dream. 

Oleona is not the only deserted town in 
Pennsylvania about which cling stirring and 
romantic associations. No old-time resident 
of the oil region has forgotten Pithole and 
the wild excitement of which it was the 
But his memory inust

interesting story from 


are of ante-bellum days, all he can tell us is of 
a farming neighborhood with E pag soil and of 
farmers who had to work hard to get enough 
out of the land to pay for the absolute neces- 
saries of life. If their wives and children 
would pick berries and nuts, or sell an occa- 
sional dozen of eggs curing the year, the poor 
proceeds were carefnily rded for the pur- 
chase of a calico dress, or some other simpie 
article of attire, which served for Sunday and 
holiday costume until some time next year, 
when it was reduced to the ranks of working- 
dress, being superseded by another piece of 
Sunday finery provided by similar means, The 
Holmdens were the chief farmers of the re- 
gion in those days. Their ancestors were the 
original settlers whu cleared a place for their 
farm out of the primeval forest and lived, 
married, and died there, handing the place 
down from generation to generation. A 
shorter memory furnishes only a similar story

of Pithole. . Indeed, a legal commission sent 
out by a Scotch Probate Court in 1869 re- 
turned to Scotland with the report that no 
such place as Pithole existed, and convinced 
the court that the man who had 
made a will bequeathing $25,000 
to a Presbyterian church there 
was insane. The poor testator may have been 
insane; perhaps there are some who argue on 
general principles that any man who left so 
much tnoney to a church must be insane; but 
poor Duncan was not wool gathering when he 
made that bequest. He had not kept abreast 
with the times, that was all. There was nv 
chur¢h there in 1869, as the commission testi- 
fied, but there had been one three years be- 
fore and Duncan hau been a member of it. 
But much may happen iv au oil town in three 
years. Duncan, living in Scotland where 
there had been little change in centuries, had 
not calculated on the transformation of 
Pithole. oo , 
The only man who can do justice to the 
glories of Pithole in its palmy days is the man 
who can remember the period of 1866-’68, In 
those days Pithole was a city with large hotels 
and banks and an opera-house. He who de- 
spised Pithole at that time did not understand 
or appreciate the merits of a flourishing town. 
It promised to rival Oil City and Titusville. 
Its population ranged from 12,000 to 15,000 ; 
busy, eager throngs crowded the sidewalks of 
its streets, handsome buildings were in course 
of erection, and the banks reckoned their 
transactions in millions. | 
The source of the sudden change was like 
that which had transformed other towns of 
that region. The man with the sprig of witch- 
hazel had been there and pronounced the kind 
of benediction which affects values. High up 
on a hill there was a fissure in the rocks, vary- 
ing in width trom two feet in some places to 
four feet in others, and of unknown depth. 
The farmers thought it a nuisance, for their 
sheep fell into it; the more curious of the peo- 
ple were always intending to explore. it, 
though they never did; no one knew or cared 
what had caused it or what it signified. But 
it was sufficiently conspicuous to identify the 
district and the pithole gave its name to the 
town when streets and houses covered the 
fields oft which the Holmdens had lived and 
toiled. There was a legend that no snow ever 
lay around the crevasse, but that the hot air 
which came from it in gusts melted the snow 
as it fell. Vhe only inference from the phe- 
nomenon that the people drew was a theolog- 
ical one and any person skeptival as to the 
Presbyterian creed could be floored by the 
mute testimony of the hot blasts 
from the fissure.

at Lockport, N. Y.

of the man with the witch-hazel the chasm 
was no longer associated with fhe place that 
is said to be paved with good intentions, but 
rather with the other place whose streets are 
paved with gold. The crowd that came at the 
first pews of the discovery of.oil had more 
practical ideas of wealth than to use it for 
paving stones, but for a time there was 
enough money afloat in Pithole to have done 
considerable paving had they been so minded. 
The Holmden farm was sold out in small 
sections and the four men who sold it netted 
$1,000,000 each. One of them was the man 
Duncao, before alluded to,and he was the only 
one of the four who kept his million till his 
death. The qells sunk turned out a thousand 
barrels a day, and every barrel could be sold 
for $8 at the well’s mouth or could be sent at 
asmall cost tothe New York market. The 
competition for shares in the holes was in- 
tense. A sixteenth share commanded a big 
price, lit was at Pithole that the climax of ra- 
pidity in fortune-inaking was achieved. One of 
the speculators made $57,000 in little more than 
aminute. He bought a-three-fourths interest 
in a well for $18,000, the money to be paid the 
nextday. Turning away from the vender, he 
met a man looking for just such ap in- 
vestment and promptly resold to him his 
recent purchase for $75,000 and received pay- 
ment on the spot, in the presence and almuost 
within hearify of the original seller. He had 
the prudence to leave' Pithole iminediately, 
carrying away the for®une he had made in a 
minute, before any of the sharks. who were 
preying on the lucky speculator could get 
hold of it. At first the oil was hauled in 
wagons to Titusville, about seven miles off, 
orto the Miller farm six miles off, which

Later. the 
Allegheny River railroad ran a branch to Pit- 
hole, and soon the Reno and Pitaole railroad 
was laid and in full operation. 

The fall of 1866 witnessed a general and stu- 
oe wrong boom-to everything in and around 

ithole. Big hotels were ran up, and the 
Pithole Daily Record chronicled the progress 
of the community from day to day. Wells 
were drilled in every direction, and real estate 
brought unheard of prices. One old man, 
who may have unconsciously posed to Mr. 
William Dean Howells as a model for Mr. 
Dreyfoosin, had spent a dreary existence try- 
ing to make a bare living out of’a bit of arid

scenes in whigh he had spent. all his 
days. He deplored the havoc of the farms, 
but eventually sold his bit of land for $800,- 
000, Coming out of the old shanty, which he 
had called his home for so many years, he 
turned and looked at it with loving, lingering 
gaze and then at the wad of thousand dollar 
bills that he had received for it and repented 
his bargain. It was a big fortune and he 
knew it, but he wailed out the sorrowful

plaint, “‘Now I haint got any home.” But 
the new people who thronged Pithole’s hotels 
and streets did not furnish many specimens 
of this unworldly nature. They were jolly 
dogs making the’ most of the boom and re- 
joicing in the influx of gold, Genial, hearty, 
jovial spirits the majority of them were, 
and many stories are told of their Javish 
expenditure and their wild pranks. They had 
a social organizatiof which they called ‘* The 
Swordmen’s clnb,’’ which served as an outlet 
for some of their overflowing hilarity. What- 
ever prohibition sentiment there may have 
been in Pennsylvania at that time did not 
center about Pithole. Liquor was costly, for 
the hotel men were there to make what they 
could out of the boom, but the Swordsmen, 
some of whom. owned a well or shares in one, 
and others were superintendents or some other 
Officers about the place, could afford to keep 
the corks flying while 1,000 barrels of oiia 
day could be extracted and sold for prices 
ranging from $5 to $8 a barrel. 

_A. Minor Griswold, who was famous’ in 
journalism as *“* The Fat Contributor,’’ used to 
tell with melting pathos the story of his lect- 
uring at Pithole under the auspices of the 
Swordsmen. It was the fullest house, he said, 
he ever saw. The lecturer was the only man 
in the place that was not choke-full. He was 
always very emphatic about the one excep- 
tion, though the survivors of the audience do 


his lecture was “* Hur-ki-do-ri,” and his re- 
marks on the inspiring theme were not 
the kimd that a judicious superintend- 
ent of a Sunday-school would make 
from the desk. The lecturer had been 
obliged to walk eight miles to reach Pithole, 
as it was in the early days of the boom and 
there was no public conveyance, The pi 

line was laid, but ite motive power could only 
operate outward from Pithole, and it was, 
anyway, only two inches in diameter. The 
Fat Contributor, therefore, had to foot it and 
the only thing that dwelt in his memory of 
the journey was theextraordinary number of 
rattlesnakes he saw by the way. The opera- 
house had not been erected then, but one of 
the big hotels was going up and the Swords- 
men had secured lower portion 
of it for the iecture. Boards 


temporarily laid across barrels served as 
seats in the dress circle and there were a few 
“ boxes’’ for the élite. A man who was play- 
ing a hand organ in the street was engaged by 
the lecturer as orchestra. The Swordamen 
provided a ticket seller, and another pat 
whom a vigilance committee afterward ried 
to lynch, served as usher. The place was 
crowded and the audience laughed heartily at 
the lecturer’s jokes. They laughed loudest at 
a joke he did not see till afterward. ' It was 
the practical joke of a boy, who while Gris- 
wold was declaiming was at an open window 
behind him raking away the lecturer’s hat, 
which he finally carried of in triumph. There 
must have been $500 or $600 in the house, so 
the loss of a hat did not disturb him much 
when he saw the joke. But when on going to 
the box-oftice to collect, he was gravely in- 
formed by the Swordsmen that the ticket- 
seller hed disappeared with the treasury, he 
felt mean. Theusher, who was feeling bad 
because the ticket-seller had not divided with 
him betore going, joined Griswold in objur- 
gating the whole affair. He had to walk bare- 
headed to the hotel, where the men who had 
put in the seats were waiting to receive their 
pay and the landlord had his bill ready for 
him. The Swordsmen kept him around fora 
few days and ultimately the ‘ticket-seller was 
produced and disgorged the receipts, but Gris- 
wold never thought he was well treated at 
Pithole. : 

Almost literally did Pithole realize Touch- 
stone’s philosophy of life, “‘ and so from hour 
to hour we ripe, and then from hour to hour 
we rot and rot.”” The decline of the place was 
as rapid as its rise. The supply of oil showed 
signs of exhaustion, and the first indications 
were the signal for every one to sell out and 
‘vet from under.’”? Never wag there so clean 
asweep. By the year 1870 Pithole had re- 
verted to its original agricultural condition, 
the hoteis had disappeared, and only a rusty 
mark on the soil showed where the railroad 
had been. ) 

More romantic than what Silas Wegg would 
have called the “ rise and fall off ” of Pithole 
is the history of Dushore, another deserted 
Pennsylvania town. The name itself identi- 
fies its origin with the distinguished French 
nobleman, Aristide Aubert du Thour, who in 
1793, foreseeing the danger menacing the no- 
bility of France, fled with many others to this 


| country, and 80 escaped the death on the guil- 


lotine which was the fate of somany of 
his order. He belonged to the later 
einigration, and when he _ arrived 
here he found that the Marquises Noailles and 
Talon had purchased a large tract of land as 
a refuge for the French nobles who could 
make their -escape from Robespierre and the 
Jacobins. They hoped that the King and his 
family would also be prevailed upon to come, 
but that hope, as we know, was destined to be 
disappointed. They named the place * Asy- 
lum,” and that it was an appropriate name 
many a noble family proved. It was a quaint 
dull town that they built, but they regard 
it as only a temporary refuge. Never were 
emigrants so little fitted for pioneer work 
as these aristocrats, who had lived lives of lux- 
ury and knew no occupation but the pleasures 
of the court. They adapted themselves, how- 
ever, to their circumstances as far as they 
could. The Marquis de Blacons kept the 
country store, the Baron Montule was super- 
intendent of clearings, and other aristocratic 
personages attended to the various duties of 
the settlement. Abbés, statesmen, poets, 
painters, and soldiers were in the co 
pany. and, in spite of their hardships, 
congratulated themselves on their con- 
dition as they heard of the fate of their friends 
who had remained behind. Du Thour was 
too deeply cast down by the miserits of his 
country to join in the little festivities of the 
settlers of the Asylum. He built himself a 
hut in the wilderness, four miles away, 
led the life of a recluse. 
once, and that wasto do honor to his dis- 
tinguished compatriot; Le Rochefoucault, 


: who paid a visit to the settlement,. When the 
empire was established by the first Napoleon 
Du Thour returned France and 
resumed his duties in the navy, where he had 
distinguished himself before the revolution, 
and died fighting valiantly at the battle ofthe 
Nile. Most of the other aristocrats return 
too, and Asylum was deserted. Only two o 
the distinguished group remained, and they 
became the ancestors of the Laportes and 
Boilleaus, whose names are still in our-tity 
directories. Du Thour’s hut was kept intact 
for a long time and wascalled by his name, 
which on English lips became shore, by 
which the locality is still known. 

Altogether a different history has the town 
of Wheatland, in the Shenango Valley, about 
two miles from Sharon, Pa. It was settled in 
1862 by Capt. James Woods of Pittsburg,.then 
@ leader in the iron industry. He had noticed 
the excellent location as he to and fro 
between New Castle and Sharon, and eventu- 
ally, in 1863, he bought a tract of land and 
built his first furnace. The business grew 
rapidly and Capt. Woods acquired the ad- 
jacent coal mines. A town grew up 
sround the prosperous works, and 
Capt. Woods gave it the name of 
Wheatland after James Buchanan’s estate. Its 
population increased until in the census of 1870 
it boasted 3,000 inhabitants, The next year a 
large rolling-mill was erected for the produc- 
tion of rails for the Northern Pacific and Tex- 
as Pacific roads and the town had a new boom 
of prosperity. Then came the great crash of 
Jay Cooke’s failure in 1873 and the company 
was carried down with him. Its debts at the 
time of ,its suspension were nearly four 
millions, and its assets nominally three 
millions. The busy scene of industry fell 
silent, the great furnaces were dead and cold, 
and the bright little town, which had sprung 
up with Symes cee rapidity, lapsed into tor- 
pidity. In an almost incredibly short time 
the population uf 3,000 diminished until . less 
than 200 remained and Wheatland was num- 
bered among the deserted towns of the State, 

None of the deserted villages yet mentioned 
corresponds so closely as does Allaire, N, J., 
to that famous spot which Goldsmith has 
made immortal: : 
Sweet Auburn! loviiest village of the plain, 

Where health and plenty cheered the la 
Swain. 
Philosophy and philanthropy were cOmbined 
in its inception and only ruins are left to tell 
the story of the failure. Mr. James D, Al- 
laire, whose iron products were famous in 
New York in the early ycars of the century, 
conceived tne idea, like the noted English 
manufacturer, Sir Titus Sait, * of 
building ai city and calling: it after 
his wuame.”’ It was to be in_ all 
respects a model town and every inhabitant 
was to be happy and prosperous. Mr. Allaire 
made an excellent choice of a site in the leve- 
ly country near New Bedford, N. J. The fur- 
naces were built in 1835, a spacious mansion 
for himself and his family was erected, a pret- 
ty little church was put up, and k large num- 
ber of comfortable homes for his work people. 
Mr. Allaire had every reason to be satistied 
with the early years of his experiment. The 
little community was all he expected of it, .The 
thousand acres it covered were his own prop- 
erty, he was Judge and Mayor and eve 
else for the people, his works found them em- 
ployment, hi® roofs covered them, and in patri- 


‘situated on a fork of the White River. 


archal simplicity the village thrived and was 
happy. It was about 1850 that the scene 
changed, Orders came to shut down the 
works temporarily. The workmen knew 
nothing of the reasons, but supposed itewas 
due to temporary depression of trade and 
they waited patiently for resumption. But 
later caine an order from the court, taking 
possession of everything in the village. The 
people, bitterly lamenting, departed, and 
from that time to this the village has 
been falling to decay. No repairs were 
made to the houses and the roofs 
have fallen in and the windows fallen 
out. The little store, with its modest stock 
left in it, in obedience to the court’s order, 
has fallen with the rest. The bell fell from 
the tower and ali that could crumble away 
has doneso, The only exceptions are the. 
mansion which a decree of the court restored 
to the Allaire family, and, the church which 
has been scrupulously kept in repair and 
where a country clergyman, who drives in 
every Sunday, holds a weekly service, He 
must, [ fancy, often be tempted to take as his 
text,“ Behold your house w left unto you 
desolate,’’ 

The East has not a nfonopoly of deserted 
villages. The traveler in the West is familiar 
with deserted cabins, deserted mining camps, 
and deserted villages. The best known of 
these is Quindaro, Kas., midway between 
Kansas City and Parkville. Itis a relic of the 
old-free soil fight and origina ted in the neces- 
sity of the free soil party of a station with 4 
river front im that region. It was built in 1857, 
and grew into a town of about 3,000 inhab- 
itants. The place is now a heap of ruins 
almost as undistinguishable as Babylon or 
Nineveh. Banks, school buildings, churches, 
stores, and dwelling houses have fallen in 
heaps. ‘The only building that has survived 
the wreck is the brewery, which still flaunts 
its head ina prohibition State, asif out of 
pure cussedness. 

A strange find was made in Arizona not 
lon o which deserves a place in the record 
of dead towns. A party of hunters in the 
Membres district sew in the distance, at the 
base of a mountain, an extensive village, and 
rode to it, expecting to get accommodation, 
The village was built of one street, at the end 
of which an imposing building stood, stall 
bearing tne sign of ‘The Grand Hotel,”’ One 
of the hunters knocked at the door, but the 
knocks reverberated through empty rooms 
and corridors. Every house was vacant, and 
it looked like a city of the dead. It had evi- 
dently been a mining town, for a mill stood 
there,in which was a quantity. of ore and a 
heap of workmen’s tools. It must have been 
deserted for years, probably in a hasty flight 
through dread of an Indian attack. : 

Phe most complete example of an extinct 
town, however, is furnished in the Indian Ter- 
ritory. It was known as Hindostan and was 
Eighty 
years ago it was an important manufacturing 
town, at that time the largest west of the Al- 
leghanies. It had atrade in furs and a saw 
and grist mill was constantly in operation. 
In 1820 it had a population of 6,000 suuls. 
Suddenly the town was doomed, A 
rise of the river tore.up the rushes 
on the banks and carried them high up 
on the level and then, receding, left them 
there. They were not cieared away, but re- 
mained rotting in the sun. A poisonous efflu- 
via rose from them and soon sickness devel-* 
oped among the pecple. Many died and the 
reinainder Soencok ths town, leaving it utterly 
untenanted. It fell so quickly into decay that 
scarcely a vestige of it remains, and if one 
may speak of their being a paim for the most 
utter deadness, Hindostan bears the palm, or 
perhaps it should be the laurel or the cypress. 


The Bee’s Sting Useful, 

It will be a surprise to many to learn that, after 
all, the most important function of the bee’s sting 
is not its stinging. [ have long been convinced 
that the bees put the finishing touches on their 
artistic cell work by che dexterous use of their 
stings, and during this final finishing stage of the 
process of honey-making the bees inject a minute 
portion of formic acid into the honey, 

This is in reality the poison of their sting, This 
férmic acid gives to the honey ite peculiar flavor, 
and also imparts to it its keeping qualities. The 
sting is really an exquisitely contrived little 
trowel, with which the bee finishes off and caps 
the cells when they are filled brimfal with honey. 
While doing this the formic acid passes from the 
poison bag, exudes, drop by drop, from the point 
of the sting, and the beautiful work is finished.— 
Horticultural Times.

Reminiscences Recalled by the 
Ex-President’s Funeral.

The “ Man of Destiny” Looking to the 
Common People. . 


MR, VILLARD’S POLITICAL HOPES, 


Wasntneton, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special. ]—~ 
The most assuring thing I have seen is the 
mourning crape for ex-President Hayes 
around the pillars of tne big classical public 
buildings. Thirty-one years ago I saw them 


craped for President Van Buren’s death, and 


it occurred to me that the burial of Hayes was 
also the burial of Tilden, who claimed to be 
Van-Buren’s pupil. To the ehd of his life 
Van Buren was the hero of a grievance and a 
feud, just as Tilden was. Having forced Cal- 
houn, who corresponded to Horatio Seymou 

and Sanford E. Church, out of the Presi- 
dential path rather 
Buren could not take his punishment 
in 1844 when other interests pushed him 
aside with fiis majority in the convention, and 
in 1848 he bolted, uniting with the ever-bolt- 
ing Adamses, and carried New York against

more. Mr. Van Buren seemed to have no 
other priaciple in the anti-slavery cause than 
personal satisfaction, and he figures in thad 
cause as a mere Burgundian and ally paid in 
re The soldiers marching by the 
craped volumns of the Treasury hardly knew 
who Van Buren was.

elise had up to the 
time he made his draw- 
ing. This is his guess: 
“T’ll give any man 
a big cigar who can 
make a closer guess 
than that,’’ said Mr. 
Monroe with an air of triumph. 

Up on the floor of the Board of Tradea 
number of traders found time to have a shy 
at the problem. W. W. Catlin, who will live 
in history as the “* Father of the Sunset Club,” 
studied the colored glass ceiling of the trading 
room and carefully drew adial in which: he 
worked in the VI, though he was right on the 
IIIL point. 

Col. Thomas A. Wright, one of the direc- 
tora of the board,was sturnped on both points. 
When his attention was called’to tne fact that 
there was no VI on his watch dial he pleaded 
that he was drawing the dial of the big clock 
in the south end of the trading hall. But he 
udmitted that he probably should have put in 
the figures had‘’he been making a watch—in- 
stead of a clock dial. 

“‘Unele ’’ George Gilbert, who is younger 
than a good many people of fewer years, 
tackled the problem with considerable confi- 
dence. He trotted down past III withouta 
skip, but fell down when he ran in the VI. He 
thought it was mighty curious that he never 
noticed before that there wasno VI on the 
face of his watch. ¥ Young man,”’ said he, 
‘*these ‘catch’ problems recur about once 
in twenty years, I’m going to have 
my watch dial changed and the next time 
that is-sprung on me I'll make a little bet 
with the man who proposes it, and then 1’il 
astonish him.”

‘“‘Chariie’’ Irwin, Captain of the ‘* Duch- 
ess”? and a contirmed globe trotter, whose 
trotting 1s done to some purpose, as every 
mem ber of the Board who has seen his magnif- 
icent collection of photographs knows, had seen 
watches in all partg of the world. He remem- 
pered enough of théir features to get in the 
IIIT all right, but he also. ran in VI with as 
much contidence as he had displayed in chalk- 
ing down the IIII.

TO PREPARE A NEW CARD CATALOGUE. 


Public Librarian Hild Will Have Two Men 
Begin Work March 1. 
Public Librarian Hild will commence 
March 1 the preparation of a duplicate copy 
of the card catalogue of the Public Library. 
Two or three skilled workmen will be put to 
work on it, and even then it will not be com- 
pleted until the opening of the new Public 
Library Building two years hence. 
Perhaps net one in ten of the patrons of the 
Public Library knows what a card catalogue 
is, or that the library has one. The reagon is 
it is kept behind a barrier, and can only be 
consulted through the medium of a clerk. 
Most people who visit the library, therefore, 
consider the finding lists the only guide to the 
books, and these finding lists are at present 
somewhat confusing. The general finding 
list has been .in process of correction and en- 
largement for several years past, and will not 
be completed much before 1894. Moreover, 
it is prepared and printed by sections, and 


to know how to avail one’s self of them. Even 
when the new. general finding fist 
is completed, it will be necessary 
to begin at once another revision. So that 
a printed finding list cf a library that is grow- 
ing at the rate of 10,000 volumesa year must 
always be defective, if not confusing. 

The card catalogue is a device for keeping 
an absolutely correct finding list. The names 
of the books are written on cards instead of 
on the pages of a book. As fast as new books 
are added their names are written on cards 
and inserted;between the other cards in their 
proper places. As fast as old books are con- 
demned the cards referring to them are re- 
moved. These cards are set up edigeways in 
long narrow drawers, and the drawers are 
kept in a large cabinet. The drawers are let- 
tered in front alphabetically. and the cards in 
each separate drawer are alphabetically ar- 
ranged also. At intervals of two inches zinc 
plates, with projecting lettered edges, are in- 
serted among the cards in order that a given 
place may be found without turning ali the 
cards in a drawer. 

The card catalogue also performns services 
that the finding list does not attempt. It fur- 
nishes not only a catalogue of authors, and a 
catalogue of books; but also a catalogue of 
subjects, all arranged alphabetically, and in 
the same alphabetical series. For instance, 
** Goldsmith’s Natural History’’ would be on 
one card under the word Goldsmith, on 
another as Natural History, and perhaps on 
several others as horse, monkey, fox, and 
dog. itis obvious, therefore, that a’ person 
seeking information on a given subject would 
make greater progress by consulting the card 
catalogue five minutes than by poring over the 
finding lists for a week. 

Of course it is impracticable, even with a 
card catalogue, to give a complete analysis, or 
anything like a complete analysis, of the 
books. If this were done the card catalogue 
would become so large as to be useless. This 
bas already happened in the public library of 
Boston, where there are probably 600,000 or 
800,000 cards, and where it is now proposed to 
substitute printed lists for some parts of the 
card catalogue. Even in the Chicago Public 
Library, which contains only about 190,000 
volumes, the card catalogue contains 350,000 
cards. Under the single word Shakspeare, as 
a subjett, there are 1,000 cards, and under the 
words United States, 3,000 cards. 

It will readily be seen that the copying and 
revision of all these cards will be a task re- 
quiring infinite care and patience. But Mr. 
Hild says he intends to introduce a few ex- 
cellent improvements in it, and to make it, 
when completed, a little the best that ever

THE LEGISLATURE MUST GO TO WORK. 

The closing paragraph of Gov. Altgeld’s in- 
augural message reads thus: 

I would like to suggest, for the consideration of 
the General Assembly, the propriety of making 
the sittings of the Legislature a little more con- 
tinuous. A practice has grown up of working 
only a few days in the week. This not only tends 
to prolong the seasion, but necessitates constant 
interruption in the matter of considering any 
measure, and wherethis is the case there cannot 
be that thorough examination of a subject that 
would otberwise be possible, and which is of 
the greatest importance as the preliminary of in- 
telligent legislation. 

The Governor was inaugurated on the 10th. 
Thus far the Legislature does not seem to 
have paid much attention to his advice. It 
may be said, however, in its defense, that un- 
til the committees have beep appointed and 
settle down to work there is little for either 
House todo, From now on the Legislature 
ought to sit six days a week instead of four or 
five. There are important subjects enough 
before tite committees to occupy their atten- 
tion, and if they are active and efficient in the 
discharge of their duties the two Houses will 
have enough to do to keep them busy all the 
week. 

There are some measures which should be 
taken up and passed upon promptly. One of 
them is the proposition that Mayors shall be 
ineligible for immediate reélection, and that 
they shall hold office for a greater length of 
time than they do now. The people of Chi- 
cago have seen on various occasions the evil 
results of allowing a Mayor to be his own suc- 
cessor, and they are in favor of a change 
which will free him from the temptations and 
the tyranny of politicians. They are also 
willing to give him a longer term than he has 
now, because it takes him and those whom he 
places at the head of the great departments 
sJme little time to familiarize themselves 
with mty affairs and to find out how existing 
methods can be improved upon. 

This reform measure ought to be passed be- 
fore the city elections are held. The Consti- 
tution provides that ‘‘ no law shall be passed 
which shall operate to extend the term of any 
public officer after his election or appoint- 
ment.”’ If law is not changed in the 
meantime the Mayor chosen in April will be 
elected for two years, and the Legislature can- 
not lengthen his term by a law passed late in 
April. Consequently this is one of the sub- 
jects which should be taken up at once and 
pushed forward to a conclusion. 

The people of Chicago want the Mayor 
hom they elect next April to understand that 
when his term ends out he goes, and that if 
*he ever gets back again in after years it wil! 
be because of the efficiep y and independence 
he displayed, and not because he has been 
able to secure a nomination by selling out to 
the politicians and using the offices in his gift 
to make a “ machine’’ for himself, Will 
not the Legislature attend to this mathe at

- ‘HE MUNICIPAL GAS PROBLEM. 

It is said that a movement to establish mu- 
nicipal gas-works is behidd a bill that has 
been introduced in the Illinois Legislature by 
Representative May of Cook County. It is 
claimed the city could make better and cheap- 
er gas than is now furnished for public and 
private cénsumption, and therefore that the 
interests of taxpayers would be advanced by 
the city setting up a gas plant for the supply 
of residences, stores, factories, etc., as well 
as for lighting the thoroughfares and public 
buildings. It is true the bill would empower 
City Councils to provide and maintain electric 
lighting 1f they preferred that to gas, but it is 
believed the object of the measure is a mu- 
nicipal gas plant in Chicago. 

If this be so, the projectors and movers are 
laboring under a great mistake. Apart from 
considerations of extravagance and corrup- 
tion, which should cause any intelligent man 
to hesitate before committing himself to it, 
there is the highly important fact that a revo- 
lution is in progress in regard to illuminants, 
Gas has not more surely superseded the tallow 


| dip candle than it is certain to be displaced by 


electricity, and that at no distant day. Noth- 
ing but the conservatism of human nature has 
prevented the substitution from being com- 
pletely made by this time in all the big aities, 
but it is under way at sucha rate as to war- 
rant the belief it is only a question of a few 
years more when everybody will prefer |elec- 
tricity to gas if the former be obtainabia, and 
it will be at the command of all) who 
want it in places sufficiently large to warrant 
the outlay for gas if the other illuminant were 
not wished for. Possibly by the time the 
municipal plant was ready for use in this city 
the substitution would have proceeded so far 
that the gas-works would not pay expenses, 
and thus be a burden on the taxpayers from 
the start, with a prospect of its growing 
heavier in each succeeding year. The citizens 
would then have to pay out of the taxes a 
large part of the interest on the ten or fifteen 
million dollars which the “improvement” 
would coat. 

There is little room to doubt that gas will be 
the fuel of the future, while electric force will 
be generated for the lighting of streets and 
buildings, and probably for warming them 
also. But under increasing economical know})- 
edge it will be recognized that the present 
mode of supplying gas is a most wasteful one, 
and it is not likely to find a place in the meth- 
ods of a few years hence. As gas is made and 
served now a temperature of several hundred 
degrees is lost by each cubie foot of it be- 
tween the times of its manufacture and de- 
livery to the consumer. This waste can be 
avoided by burning the gas while it is still hot, 
as 1s now done in a few manufacturing plants 
which have not the advantage of using 
the natural article. The combustion of 
gas can be effected so much neater per. 
fection than that of the coal that it pays to 
first turn the coal into gas and then burn the 
latter. But it does not pay to effect the con- 
version and allow the gas to cool down be- 
fore burning it, or, rather, itwill not pay in 
the future. The gas plants early in the next 
¢entury may be expected to be constructed 
with an eye to the use of the product immedi- 


’ ately after its formation, and in furnaces that 


are close to the retorts in which the gas is dis- 
tilled from the solid fuel.

ILLINOIS. 

The senior and the junier Democratic organs 
of this city disagree about the tariff, the May- 
oralty, and nearly everything else.

Mr. Browning was Sec- 
retary of the Interior under Johnson, Mr. 
Washburne was Secretary of State fora few 
days under Grant, Gen. Rawlins was Secre- 
tary of War under Grant, and Mr. Lincoln 
under Garfield and Arthur. Indiana has fared 
better. So have other Western States not as 
large or important as this. Lllinois is not 
without men who are worthy to sit at the 
council board of an administration. Certainly 
Mr. Cleveland ought to pick out some one of 
them.

THE STATUE TO PHILLIPS BROOKS, 

A movement already has been initiated in 
Boston to erect a statue of the late Phillips 
Brovks in Copley square near the church 
with which his name has been connected so 
intimately, The movement is a graceful and 
gracious one and Boston will do itself credit 
in thus honoring the memory of its great 
and good citizen. “But the mistake should not 
be made of erecting the statue of Phillips 
Brooks the preacher or the Bishop. It should 
be of Philips Brooks the man, for he was 
greater as a man than as the representative of 
any denomination. With all respect for the 
Episcopalian Church, which mourns his loss, 
he was toogreat a man to be restricted within 
the limits of a creed. He overlapped his 
creed on all sides. He embraced the best 
things of all creeds, whatever their denomi- 
national background, and would not be con- 
fined absolutely within the pale of any 
church, since his sympathies invariably ran 
out to meet what was good inall. Hence it 
was that he was found in tne pulpits of all 
churches and hand in hand with men of all 
faiths so long as they were striving to do good 
to others 

From this standpoint the people of Bos- 
ton should erect their statue, not to Phillips 
Brooks the churchman but to Phillips 
Brooks the man, and to commemorate not 
his theology, for he had none, not his devo- 
tion to dogma, for he hated dogma as he hated 
cant, but his great goudness as a man among 
men, his brotherly sympathy, his big-hearted 
generosity and compassion, his tenderness 
and his simplicity, truth, goodness, sym- 
pathy, clean life, manly conduct, faithful- 
ness to duty, his loyalty to the brotherhood of 
man, not forgetting the fatherhood of God. 
These were of more importance to him than 
the technique of theology,. the conventionali- 
ties of dogma, or theshow of the ecclesiastical 
dress parade. Ho was one of the plain people 
and stood for their cause, appreciated their 
needs, and entered into their joys and sorrows 
as Abraham Lincoln did, whom he so highly 
esteemed for this very ‘reason. In his re- 
markable analysis of Lincoln’s character con- 
tained in the address delivered by him when 
the President’s body was lying in state in 
Philadelphia he said that Mr. Lincoln had 
the greatness of real goodness and the good- 
ness of real greatness. The same must 
be said of Phillips Brooks him- 
self, As Archdeacon Farrar said of 
him: “He was every inch a man 
and always acted and spoke as aman among 
men. He was wholly free from the self-con- 
sciousness, the artificial mannerism, and the 
petty pomposities which mark the common- 
place ecclesiastic in every country. He set an 
example of the stginless chivalry and large- 
heartetl tolerance which mark the true gentle- 
Inan and the true Christian.”’ Boston will 
honor itself in raising a statue of this man. [t 
18 fitting that it should be placed near the 
church to which he was always loyal. But it 
should be the statue of the man, not the 
churchman, of the devoted, generous, sympa- 
thetic, big-hearted friend of the people of all 
ranks and of all denominations.

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THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY’ P CHANGE OF 
BASE. 

The Louisiana Lottery still lives, but every 
proper person will rejoice that its future ex- 
istence will not be spent in this country at the 
expense of public morals and private pockets. 
Its days of corruption, debauchery, dishon- 
esty, swindling, and blackmailing im the 
United States are nearly over. The Republic 
of Honduras has secured the aileged prize, 
and on the expiration of its charter, Jan. 1 
1894, it will move, bag and baggage, to that 
locality. it will control that republic as ab- 
solutely as the Casino controls Monte Carlo. 
In consideration of $1,000,000 in American 
gold and a promise of a certain percentage on 
all tickets sold the Honduras Government has 
given the company the Island of Guanaja on 
which to erect its buildings, all the land it may 
need in Hondurag for its purposes, the mght 
to establish offices in all parts of that repub- 
lic, and also the right to lay a cable from any 
part of its “coast to the United States or 
Europe, and to operate a steamship line to 
any points it pleases. Thus it appears from 
the general nature of its scheme that the lot- 
tery company proposes to conduct its ne- 
farious business upon a large scale. 

So far as the relations of the company to this 
country are concerned there can be little 
doubt it will seek to market its swindling 
tickets here from ite foreign base as it has 
been used to doing from New Orleans. The 
operation, however, will be attended with in- 
creased difficulties, both because the charges 
will be much heavier ard the use of the mail 
will be atterttlea with danger to those who are 
detected. So far as its relations to Honduras, 
however, are concerned, the matter is differ- 
ent. It has free swing there and it will not be 
a year before it will have complete control of 
the governing power, the banks, and the peo- 
ple. As its employés are to be exempted from 
military service, as all its goods will be ad- 
mitted free of duty, and as it will haw no 
taxes to pay, it would seem at last to have 
found something like a paradise. It will not 
take the people of that sepublic long, how- 
ever, to rue the day that they admitted this 
serpent into the paradise, After they 
have been sufficiently bled by it, and after 
they havé lost their power and their money, 
and found all their imstitutions gradually ab- 
sorbed by it, there .is tittle doubt that they 
will be as eager to get gid cf it as they were 
to receive 1% When that time cones they 
doubtless will find a way todo so. Honduras 
is a republic which is not troubled much with 
laws or Supreme Courts. If its people are con- 
fronted with an evil they speedily get rid of it, 
viet armis. Hence if the Louisiana octopus 
gets too obstreperous or if the people get 
tired of it they will be likely to wipe it ont, 
Revolutions of a very successful nature can 
be inaugurated in twenty-four hours m the 
Southern republics. Some day the lottery 
gang of swindlers will carry matters with too 
high a hand. Then there will be a revolution 
and the gang will have to tty for safety. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE AND THE LEGIS- 
LATURE., 

There are before the Legislature two bills 
relating to woman suffrage. One of them 
gives women the right to vote for township 
officers. The other is to repeal the law passed 
at the last session giving women the right to 
vote for school officers» Neither of them 
should pass as yet. 

Why talk of giving women the nght to vote 
for township officers—Assessor, Supervisor, 
Town Clerk, etc.—or to appear at and take 
part in town meetings merely because the 
Legislature may have the powertodoso? The 
only proper thing to dois to wait and see what 
use they make of the permission given them 
to vote at school elections, That law has 
been in force less than two years. It will 
have to be in force some time longer before 
it will be possible to tell what it amounts to. 
It is not known how far women have exercised 
their new privilege or how wisely they have 
done so. Doubtless a good many voted last 
year. After the novelty has worn off they 
may not take so much interest. In ten years 
it may be possible to tell whether the broaden- 
ing of the suffrage has had 4 beneficial effect 
on the country schools. 

Some plausible arguments have been ad- 
vanced why women should vote for school 
officers. No one has explained yet what is to 
be gained by allowing them to vote for As- 
sessor and. Collector in the various townships 
within the limits of Chicago. Noone has 
ventured to say that better men will be elected. 
If women were given the ballot the candidates 
would ‘still be the nominees of Republican 
and Democratic conventions, and the only 
effect of the change would be that each party 
would poil afew more votes. The trouble 
with these minor elevtions now is that few ex- 
cept the “ wopkers ’’ and those whom they can 
influence We the polls. Women take even 
less interest in these smaller elections than 
meén do, and were they allowed to vote only a 
small percentage of them, and those the least 
fit, would cast a vote. 

But while women should not be allowed to 
vote for tagrn officers, neither should they be 
deprived of the right to voteYor school of- 
ficers until it has been shown that the new 
System produces bad results. It is possible 
that the law of two years ago was passed as a 
joke ; but it isa law, and there need be no haste 
to repeal it, The Legislature has before it 
many matters, of great iuportance, and it 
should let the woman suffrage question alone 
for a few years.

If it be harder work for the stadent in 
Vienna to pay the sum named than for the 
American student to pay twice as much for 
board the former is not necessarily the more 
favorably circumstanced of the two, Still 
fact reported is worth noticing and per- 

ps will stimulate to the making of similar 
arrangements here. Nor is there any good 
reason why the advantage should be confined 
to students. It would add materially to the 
comfort of many other deserving people to 
enable them to get a sufficiency of good, 
wholesome food for less than 16 cents per 
day. 
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Tux latest applicant for annexation is 
Rogers Park, a village which is situated in the 
southeastern angle of the Township of Evans- 
ton and which had a population of 1,700 in 
1890, It is separated from South Evanston, 
or rather the City of Evanston, by the solemn 
barrier of Calvary Cemetery, and therefore 
thinks it finds its natural affinity in Chicago 
rather than the new city to tho north of it. 
Doubtless if the people want to come in Chi- 
cago will take them. It never yet has refused 
to extend its hospitality to all who came 
knocking at the door. If Rogers Park comes 
in the city will be able to provide its inhab- 
itants with water and all the other comforts of 
a metropolis. The only drawback is that if 
annexed this territory still will remain part of 
the Township of Evanston and will be as- 
sessed by the Evanston Assessor. Experi- 
ence has shown that the splitting up of town- 
ships is an inconvenience, and hence if Rogers 
Park is to unite with the City of Chicago it 
ought also to be annexed to the Township of 
Lake View. 

While this city will take Rogers Park if it 
asks for admittance, it is. more desirous to 
rouni off its boundaries on the west by ab- 
sorbing what is left of the Town of Cicero. 
The question was submitted last year, and the 
Ciceronians decided to stay out. Since then 
nothing has been said on the subject, and the 
people of the western half of the town have 
decided apparently that they will try to lead a 
life of costly independence for a little while 
longer. It Is certain that nothing will be done. 
this year. So in order to keep in practice 
Chicago ought to make a lodgment in Evans- 
ton territory in anticipation of the inevitable 
day when the city of that name with its uni- 
versity and its cultured inhabitants will be 
swallowed up t by t the metrovolis. 


Wuew the Supreme Court of Indiana de- 
clared that the legislative apportionment law 
then on the statute books, and also the two 
which had preceded it, were unconstitutional 
because they were gerrymanders, some of the 
Democratic papers said that the Republican 
court which gave that decision would be re- 
placed in a few weeks by a Democratic one, 
and that then the decision would be reversed 
with promptness. The Republican Judges 
have gone out and the Democrats have come 
in, but the decision has not been modified. 
The application of the Attorney-General for 
a rehearing has been denied. The result will 
be that the Legislature will have to pass a new 
apportionment law, and some of the Demo- 
cratic members say that it will be an honest 
one. ! 

Democratic Legislatures in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, and Indiana have had to accept 
the inevitable. The Democrats of the Llinois 
Legislature should profit by their example and 
make an honest apportionment without being 
forced by the courts to do so. It has been 
held by the enlightened Judges of neighbor- 
ing States that Legislatures are not superior 
to constitutions, and that if they disobey the 
organic law it is within the power of courts 
to bring them to reason. The people indorse 
this action on the part of the Judges. They 
no more believe in legislative than they do in 
executive or judicial irresponsibility. They 
wish all three of the great departments of 
government to be bound by the limitations of 
the Constitution, and they want each of them 
to check the other when it transcends its pow- 
ers. If the Illinois Legislature, in defiance of 
the Constitution, makes an apportionment 
which is clearly unjust, the Supreme Court, 
with the approval of the peopie, will set it 
aside, 
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THE etbinins of the Tenth Ww ard, within 
whose limits there are several dangerqus grade 
crossings, are organizing to proteet them- 
selves. They held an informal meeting night 
before last to discuss the grade-crossing ques- 
tion, and invited the two Aldermen of the 
ward to be present. Neither appeared. Each 
of them had what he considered more ir- 
portant business to attend to than the pro- 
tection of the lives and limbs of his constitu- 
ents. Thereisto be another meeting this 
week at which itis hoped the Aldermen will 
attend, Theterm of one of them ends in 
April of this year, and that of the other in 
April, 1894. Each of them wants to hang on 
to his office as long as he can. When the 
property-owners’ organization invites them to 
the next meeting it should notify them that if 
they do not appzar, and do not make satis- 
factory answers to the questions put them, 
every member will vote and work against them 
to the end of time, no matter what the poli- 
tics of their opponents may be. When such a 
notice is served on the Aldermen, and they 
know that the association has a large mem- 
bership, they will be at the meeting an hour 
before it opens. When Aldermen believe their 
constituents are in earnest they will do any- 
thing that isasked of them. When they are 
clubbed a little they are the most obliging 
people in the world. If the Tenth-W arders, 
or the citizens of any other ward, will do a lit- 
tle bulldozing they will fiad their Aldermen 
at their feet. If they merely beg and entreat 
them they will get nothing from them, espe- 
cially against railroads. 


SucH a scene as that of last Friday after- 
noon enacted im and around the Board of 
Trade Building in this city may well be de- 
plored as bad in itself and tending to furnish 
capital to thoge who allege that all trading in 
produce futures is gambling which ought 
to be suppressed by law. After the close

Wrong Does Triamph. 

Victor Arthur Lucan Humphrey Gsorge

Now and then there is an epigram in Mrs. 
Cruger’s best style in the story; but the whole 
tone is so flippant that no amount of even 
aeons Bee sentiment, aig interpolated, 
would save it froin lightness. Mrs. Titus “‘had 
not married in her first youth, and therefore,as 
is the case with spinsters of acertain maturity, 
looked upon matrimony as a career, not as an 
estate. We view with peculiar solemnity 
what has not happened to us.’’ There are a 
good many such sentences as this, but they 
mean nothing, for they explam nothing and 
lead to nothing, in the story. 

Some of Mr. Hoppin’s illustrations are fair, 
but contrasted with Gibsoun’s, for instance, in 
Mrs. Harrison’s “Sweet Bells Out of Tune,” 
are hardly worth mentioning. Take it alto- 
gether, Mrs. Cruger has covered herself with 
anything but glory, and if she cannot do bet- 
ter would be wiser to restrain herself from 
taking a second “ flight.”’

Admirers of Edgar Poe’s 
‘** Purloined Letter,’’ ‘*‘ Murders in the Rue 
Morgue,”’ ‘* Mystery of Marie Roget.”’ will be 
delighted to see Conan Doyle’s ‘“' Adventures 
of Sherlock Holmes,’’ for that volume con- 
tains a dozen of the most interesting stories 
of the kind since Poe’s.

In 
the second he finds himself anticipating one 
or two.of the clews,‘and in the next and the 
next, so that at the end of the last one he 
feels himsélf qualified to become a first-class 
detective himself, and even finds Mr. Holmes 
a little bungling at times. 

‘*The Red-Headed League’”’ is one of the 
best of these ‘‘Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes,” and its plot is so slowly unraveled 
that it forms a semes of, surprises, each one 
greater than the last. Mr. Jabez Wilson, a 
gentleman with fiery red hair, 
called upon Mr. Holmes and told 
him a story of his wrongs, which was utterly 
absurd, to begin with. His assistant in busi- 
ness, a very good young man, had come to 
him ome day with an advertisement, it 
seemed, and asked him why he did not apply 
for a vacancy in what appeared to be a re- 
markable business. The advertisement read 
as follows: 

To tbe Red-~Headed League: On account of 
the bequest of the late Ezekiah Hopkins of Leba- 
non, Pa., U.S. A., there is pow another vacancy 
open which entitles a member of the league toa 
salary of £4 a week for parely nominal services. 
All red-headed men who are sound in body and 
mind and above the age of 21 years are eligible. 
Apply ia person Monday at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Jabez Wilson, whose business had falien 
off a little, and who was a simple soul, listened 
to his assistant, and called at the office of the 
Red-Headed League, where he found hundreds 
of other applicants. He was selected from 
them all, and then his duties were defined. 
He was. it seemed, to come-at 10 o’clock 
every day and stay until 2, and in case he left 
the office foran instant was to forfeit his 
£4 a week and lose his situation. His 
work was to copy the whole Encyclop»- 
dia Britannica! Mr. Wilson was rather 
pleased with this addition to his income, and 
undertook the work gladly; and, although he 
found it a little dry and laborious, he stuck to 
it and his post unceasingly until ome day 
when he had got as far as Attica in the ency- 
clopédia he went to the office to find the dvuor 
locked ana the announcement posted oy The 
Red-Headed League Is Dissolved.” This 
made him furious, for he had come to iook 
for his £4 a week regularly and to depend 
upon its aid. So in his desperation, feeling 
for the first time that something must be 
wrong (what a world of philosophy is con- 
tained in that), Mr. Jabez went to Sherlock 
Holmes to have the mystery unraveled and 
the Red-Headed League forced to go on if

Sherlock Holmes is, like the hero of Poe’s| 


This startling and laconic style Mr. Holmes 
much affects, but every word and every glance 
have a meaning. Before he rings Mr. Wil- 
son’s Goor-bell he strikes the pavement with 
his stick, and that action, we learn later, had 
deep significance. It seems a pity to take 
away tne reader’s pleasurejin following these 
devious paths with Mr. Holtmes, but to make 
the story short, the assistant was a renowned 
bank robber, and the Ked-Headed League was 
a ‘‘plant”’ to keep the confidmg Mr. Wilson 
away from his place of business four hours a 
day, while the burglar and his accomplices 
tunneled the cellar, thus affording themselves 
a passage into the cellar of one of the prin- 
cipal London banks, which backed Mr. Wil- 
son's shop. Mr. Holmes’ object in beating 
the pave nent was to find whether the cellar 
extended in front or not. His look at the 
knees of the assistant convinced him that he 
was burrowing constantly, the vicinity of the 
bank gave proof of the scheme, and 
the appearance of the man, coinciding as 
it did with the desgription of a-notorious bank 
thief and murderer, made the proof over- 
whelming. The vacuity of Mr. Jones of Scot- 
land Yard and the others who accompanied 
Mr. Sherlock Holmes when he trapped the 
thieves as they were securing their plunder, 
brings out in bright relief the marvelous 
acumen of Mr. Holmes himself. But the 
story is admirably told and is excessively 
entertaining. 

No other one of these thrilling tales shall be 
spoiled by a ruthless hand! There are others 
better even than the Red-Headed 

e, and the first one in 
which even the weil-nigh invincible Sherlock 
Hoimes is checkinated by a cleverer woman, 
is..possibly the best. Butit is hard to dis- 
criminate; they are allso good; and to the 
lover of this kind of fictio#fone cannot re- 
metnber auy stories so thoroughly interesting 
and exciting. Like Eugene Wrayburn, you 
feel at the end of the book ‘‘as if you had 
committed every crime in the Newgate cal- 
endar,” and as if your own father, brother, 
husband, or wife might be an assassin or a 
professional blackmailer in disguise. And 
these, as everybody knows, are the proper 
sensations after reading successful stories. 


A Totally Different Story. 


“* The Great Shadow,”’ by the same writer, 
is so utterly different in manner and matter 
as to make one incredulous about its author- 
ship being the sams. It is a wonderful story 
of Bonaparte’s time, with the scene laid on 
the coast of Scotland, close to England. The 
hero’s bedroon, the room in which he was 
born, might have been divided by a doundary 
line, so ** knowing folk ” said, into an En- 
glish half and a Scotch half, and the cot in 
which he slept was so placed that ns head was 
to the north of the line and his feet to the 
south of it. 

“* My friends say that if I had chanced to 
be the other way, my hair might not have 
been so sandy nor my mind of so solemn a 
cast. . . «. When there was a battle be- 
tween the Scotch and the English boys one 
side would kick my shins and the other cuff 
my ears, and then they would both stop and 
laugh as if it were something funny.”’ 

The girl who comes upon the scene, blasting 
the lives of two simnple Scotchmen, and run- 
ning away with a third—one of Bonaparte’s 
staff who fled to Scotland for refuge—is 
a remarkable. study’ of irresponsible 
femininity, wicked, and yet unpunishable 
because so morally oblique as to be insensi- 
ble to her own sine. When she calmly ruined 
lives she said prettily to her victims: “ Don’t 
scold me.”’ And they didn’t. They cursed 
her instead, but privately, so she went on her 
way rejoicing and continued to slay men. 
Shall we know in heaven why it is that men 
go tnad over the worst women always? 

But the great story of Waterloo was never 
better told than in this novel. Some of the 
episodes are as realistic as Verest- 
chagin’s pictures, but in no wise 
so revolting. itis a terrible disillusionment 
for women to know what men think 
and feel, or cease tothink and feel, in great 
battles. The few who ride superb chargers 
into the thick of the fight, urging their troops 
on to victory, with brandis swords and 
waving plumes, exist, no doubt: but what are 
they among the hundreds who babble, or are 
benumbed? And what ofthe equally brave 
chieftains who back their noble coursers in 
defeat? (One soldier ‘“‘scribbdled 71’s with a 
lump of chalk ’’ on the guns staring him in 
the face, “like the schoolboy that Te was ”’; 
another, who stoutly denied this, by the bye, 
the next day, ‘‘kept telling” (in the 
midst of the fignt) “about his maiden 
Aunt Safah and how she had left the mone 
which had been promised to him for the chit. 
dren of drowned sailors.”’ When the battle 
was over he took his oath that he never opened 
his lives. 

Judgmg from the accounts of the actual 
participators in the great fights of the world, 
ho Man is in possess'on ot his exact normal 
mind. Either he is keyéd up to the most un- 
natural distinctness of sight, hearing, and 
memory of the past, orelse he is like one 
drunk, blind, and deaf. Those who are cool 
are alrnost invariably brutal. Men are mor- 
tal and a battle is like a plange into the in- 
fernal regions, where mortals cannot be ex- 
pected to retain their faculties unimpaired, 


An Act of Personal Vengeance. 


Jim Horscroft, the betrayed Scotchman, 
led the charge against the French. Promi- 
nent among them was the man who had taken 
his faithiess love from him. The Frenchman 
had done him a great service, if he had only 
known it, but men do hot see things in those 
lights, and Conan Doyle takes pleasure in 
making the charge almost an act of personal 
vengeance. The account of the breathless 
five minutes which followed is horrible. 
“I remember putting my musket against a 
bluecoat and pulling the trigger and that the 
man could not fall, because he was so wedged 
in the crowd; but 1 saw ahorrid blotch upon 
the cloth, and a thin curl of smoke from it, as 
if it hadtaken fire. Then I found myself 
thrown up against two big Frenchmen, and so 
squeezed together, the three of us, that we 
could not raise a weapon. One of them, a 
fellow with a very large nose, got his hands up 
to my throat, and | felt that I was a 
chicken in his grasp. ‘Rendez-vous, coquin, 
rendez-vous,’ said he, and then suddenly 
doubled up witha acream. for some one 
had——’’ Itis like Verestchagin, after all. 
One muat, perhaps, be disgustingly realistic 
in depicting a cruel battle, but it is too un. 
pleasant to quote. 

The style of this ‘Great Shadow” is of the 
Lorna Doone order, although its scene is so 
recent as tu make its vernacular modern. It 
is terse, sirnple to chiidishness, And very vig- 
orous. This book presents a direct contrast 
to Mr. Doyle’s other works, many of which 
are familiar to the modern reader. 
His “The Refugees,” at present running 
in Harper’s, bids fair to be the favorite, but 
he has so far written nothing which is not wel] 
worth reading. With Morley Roberts and 
Conan Doyle yet unread there are treats in 
sture for those who lament that there is noth. 
ing rew in literature and who have as yet not 
fallen in witheither of these attractive authors.

Cost of Government in Canada. 
There is a growing impression that official sal- 
aries in Canada are far too nnmerous, and in 
‘some cases far tuo high. We pay our Governor- 
General the samesalary as is reeeived by the 
President of the United States—$0.000—though 
the latter is the head of an independent nation 
with thirteen times the population of Canada, 
and our GéternarGeneral hee comparatively lim- 
ited powers and responsibilities. 

The United States administration is made up of 
eight Ministers, with salaries of $8,000 each, a to- 
tal of $1,000. Canada now has a Cabinet of 
twelve salaried Ministers, receiving $8,000 each, 
with an extra $1,000 to the Premier, besides which 
there are two (Controllers and a Solicitor-iep- 
eral, receiving $6,000 each. In this is included 
their sessional pay as members of Parliament, for 
which United States Ministers receive no equiva- 
lent. as they are not members of Congress. 

This makes the total salaries of the anadian 
adminstration as mow constituted $115,000, as 
against $64,000 which the Washington admiaistra- 
tion receives. , 

The salaries of the President and his seven 
Ministers make a total of $114,000; the salaries of 
the Governor-General and his fifteen Ministers 
make a total of $165,000.—St. John Telegraph,

This is in the face of the fact that the gen- 

eral subdivision market has been dull and 
that the ordinary residence subdivision has 
been dead property. At the more successful 
industrial towns an actual demand for pe ple 
and incidentally for lots has been created. 
‘No matter ‘how eligible property has been 
during the last two years it has not sold’ elf. 
In 1889 and 1890 conditions were different, 
and the eligible location of a piece of prop- 
erty alone commended it to buyers. The an- 
nouncement of the removal of an important 
industry to Chicago is of interest to all parts 
of the city, and not to the section alone in 
which it is to be located. It indicates the gen- 
eral movement among manufacturers to Chi- 
cago furnishes a part of the best evidenve 
© le that Chicago’s advantages as a 
shippmg and distributing point are appreci- 
ated all over the country. 

The m anvfacturing towns, which until re- 
centiy havé been a sort of experiment, are 
fiow regarded favorably by investors and cap- 
Ytalists. The theory on which such industrial 
towns are deveioped has been changed for the 
better, however. When the idea was new the 
sim ple announcement of the location of some 
new and untried company at a manufactur- 
3 - town was sufficient basis on which to sell 
fa hiimber of lots. It made po particu- 

lar difference whether the companies were 
financially strong or.promised to continue in 
operation, All that seemed to be necessary 
was the announcement of.their removal. 
Now the land companies managing 
the development of these towns pro- 
ceed in a more business-like manner in secur- 
ing factories. ir financial standing is 


— up and newly formed companies 
ufacturing other than staple lines of 
goods are viewed with disfavor. The exist- 
ing are studied carefully and where 
the chances of successful operation are not 
the inducements held out for removal 
The projectors of manufact- 
uring towns realize that there are certain 
lines of manufacturing which cannot be car- 
ried on successfully outside of the city limits, 
which possibly cannot be carried on with 
in this section of the country. Al! 
these points are carefully looked into, and 
there will be fewer failures of new companies 
reported from the manufacturing towns in the 
future than there have been in the past.

FROM PLANO TO WEST PULLMAN, 


Move on the Part of a Harvester Company 
to Secure Chicago Shipping Facilities. 
The event of the week from a real estate 

standpoint was the decision of the Plano Man- 

ufacturing company to remove its works from 
the Village of Plano, Ill., to West Pullman. 

The removal in iteelf is one of the most im- 

portant which has been made tor some time, 

and will take rank with the establishment of 
the Washburn & Moen plant at Waukegan 
and of the Grant Locomotive works in Cicero. 

The manufacturing company is given a site 

for its plant of twenty-five acres east of Cen- 

ter avenue and north of One Hundred and 

{T'wenty-first street, which is the line of the 

West Pullman Branch of the Illinois Central 

railway. 

The negotiations leading up to the removal 
have been pending for some months between 
H. Jones, Presi- 
dent of the Plano company. The Plano com- 
pany was organized eleven gar ago by W. 
H. Jones, L, B..Wood, and E. H. Gammon, 
who was prior to the organization of the new 
dompany a partner in the William Deering 
company, which then had its works at Plano. 
The company has been one of five or six large 
concerns which have made a specialty of har- 
vesting mathine ot i At present about 600 
men are employed, The entire twenty-five 
acre tract is to be covered with the buildings 
to be erected by the company and the side- 
tracks necessary to give the plant communi- 
cation with the terminal system owned by the 

‘Association and with the three 
railroads -which cross the town. The 
branch lines of the Illinois Central and Rock 

Island both cross from east to west, while the 

line of the Pan-Handle crosses from north to 

south. It is estimated that something like 
$600,000 will be expended in the construction 
of brick and stone factory buildings. 

The contract between the two companies in 
interest provides for the erection of an office 
building at West Pullman and the removal! of 
the office force from Chicago. During the 
tirst year of the company’s existence 250 har- 
vesters were made, while in 1892 43,865 ma- 
chines were built. The works at Plano 
com prise twenty building, one and 
two stories in height, covering a 
ground space 900x700 feet. They are directly 
on the right of way of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quiney railroad. The desire to se- 
cure better shipping facilities has influenced 
the company to move from a point outside of 
Chicago to the city proper. A careful canvass 
was made of the vantages offered by the 
various manufacturing towns in the outskirts 
of the city, which resulted in a final choice of 
the West Puliman site. The site of the pro- 

osed plant is just west of the Carter White 
ad works and the same factory district 
with the White & Ballard Shoe company’s 
factory and the plant of the Burgland & Shead 

Woodenware company. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


School Board to Employ an Architect at a 
Stated Annual Salary. 

The fact that during the last year the Board 
of Education erected twehty-five school build- 
ings at an average cost of $50,000 each is made 
the basis in favor of employing an architect 
by the board at a stated salary. The salary is 
to be fixed at $6,000 and the chief is to be al- 
lowed a force of assistants. A number of ap- 
plications for the position have already been 


made, 

Francis J. Norton has.completed plans for 
a handsome block of buildings, 125x60 feet, 
to be erected at Sixty-seventh street and 
Rhodes avenue, for Redmond Bros. It wiil 
be divided up-into ten ae, go apartments 
and will cost $30,000, r. Norton has also 
designed a residence for W. W. King at 
Riverside. It will be built of stone and wood. 

A. F. Hughes has completed drawings for a 
four-story apartment house, 25x76 feet in size, 
to be erected on Michigan averue, near Thir- 
tieth street, for Hugh P. Moran. The front 
will be of buff ford stone, with copper 
bays and siatetower. The interior will be 
finished in hardw have steam heating 
and electric light. The cost will be $20,000. 
The same architect has made plans for re- 
modeling the building at No. 3081 Michigan 
avenue for Max Eich>erg and is taking figures 
| on a three-story and basement apartment 
rouse to be erected at No, 3435 Calu- 
mwnet avenue for John Murphy. It will be of 
Bedford stone front, with stone bays, large 
massive-arched entrance, have marble work, 
steam heating and electric light. Also for 
Edward Murphy at No. 3437 Calumet avenue, 
a three-story apartment house, to be of an 
Eastern design. 

The Evanston Boat club will break ground 
for thé construction of its new club-house at 
the northwest corner of Lake-Shore drive and 
Greenwood avenue as soon as the weather 
will permit. The site was leased from Frank 
M. Effiott recently for a term of ninety-six 
years. The plans have been prepared by 
Henry Ives Cobb. The building will be three 
stories high, 50x90 feet, and will occupy the 
center of the lot, fronting 117 feet on the 
boulevard and 175 on the avenue. The front 
will be of stone and the sides and rear of 
frame. The interior will be divided into par- 
lors, theater, dancing hall, swimming school, 
and will be beautifuliy furnished throughput. 
The b» at house will be located on the oppo- 
site side of the boulevard running down to 
the water’s edge. cost is estimated at 
$16,000 to $18,000. tL

tions of the week in the World’s Fair district. 
The site was purchased, plans proposed, and 
contracts for its construction let and ground 
is to be bruken tomorrow. The site, 134x125, 
north front on Seventy-third street, 134 feet 
west of Stony Island avenue, was sold by 
Frank S. Betz for Thomas R. Wesley to 
Franklin D, Williams for $8,500. The plans 
for a three-story frame building covering the 
entire lot-were prepared by Huehl & Schmid. 
It will contain 240 rooms and will cost $35,000. 

John J. Kouhn reports that he has designed 
fof a company a Chaumiere, bemg a café or 
restaurant to be built on Michigan avenue, at 
a cost of $100,000. It will be 100x190 feet and 
will be sirhilar tothe one in Moscow, the only 
one in the world. He has also planeda 
Koman bath to be built on Wabash avenue at 
a cost of $250,000.

RAILROAD HOLDINGS FOR SALE. 


State Street Frontage to Be Disposed Of by 
the Elevated Terminal Company. 

Two syndicates are negotiating and the 
operations of one seem to point to a purchase 
within a short time of a strip of the property 
of the Chicago Elevated Terminal railway 
company on the west side of State street north 
of Twelfth. This property, it will be remem- 
bered, comprises a part of the possessions of 
the Atchisun company which were turned 
over to the company having in hand the con- 
struction of an immense elevated terminal. 
The Atchison’s holdings were the heaviest of 
any railroad entering Chicago and for that 
matter the heaviest of any railroad entering 
any American city. The ground extends al- 
most the entire .distance from Twelfth 
street to Taylor, or 794 feet, the only exception 
being about 75 feet at the corner of Tay- 
lor, on which some three-story buildings stand. 
The ground has a depth of 111 feet. Vanous 
opinions and estimates are made of the figure 


at which the land will be sold and of what it is 


worth, It has been estimated to be worth 
about $1,000 a front foot, .while others state 
that it is worth twice that figure. At present 
it is oceupied by the Atchison freight-houses 
and yards. The company also has a stri of 
348 feet on Third avenue, running north from 
Taylor street, with a depth o — whieh 
will also be sold on favorable terms. it must 
not be understood by these negotiations that 
the company has any intention of abandoning 
the project it has under way, a8 this is only an 
attempt to dispose of some property which 
the company cannot use, as it 18 the in- 
tention of the projectors to enter the city 
no further north than Twelfth street.—Hcono- 
ist. 
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WAREHOUSE BUILDING RESOLD, 


Sherman 8. Jewett Property to Be Trans- 
ferred to L. G. Fischer for $250,000. 

J. C. Fleming & Co. have just negotiated a 
sale of the Sherman S. Jewett building on 
Monroe street directly across from the whole- 
sale house of J. V. Farwell & Co. to L. G. 
Fischer. The price paid is $250,000, and ‘the 
sale is for John McConnell and P. S. Huason. 
Two sales of the property’ have been made 
within three months. In October the land 
and building were transferred to McConnell & 
Hudson by Sherman 8. Jewett for $150, 000. 
The figure at which the transfer was made did 
not represent the merket value, as the pur- 
chasers took advantage of an option whieh 
they had held for a number of months. The 
land has a frontage of 136 feet on Monroe 
street, and is 100 feet im depth along the river. 
The pornon of the Jewett block on the 
corner of Monroe and Market is still owned 
by Sherman 8S. Jewett, and is occupied by 
Kohn Bros. The improvement consists of a 
high grade, seven-story brick warehouse 
building. Itis reported that Mr. Fischer in- 
tends to use the building in his business. He 
is concentrating his manufacturing business 
at Sandy Bigs. and will require a large ware- 
house here. r. Fischer. is negotiating for a 
ninety-nine-year lease of his vacant corner at 
Market and Quincy streets. This lot is 80x74 
feet, and the rental practically agreed upon is 
$7,000 a year. The prospective lessees are 
local business-men, who will erect a building 
to cost about $50,000. 


CALUMET ACRES CHANGE OWNERSHIP. 


Two Large Hoidings Adjoining West Pull- 
man Sold at High Prices. 

Two large acre sales have followed as a 
sequel to the proposed removal of the Plano 
Manufacturing company to West Pullman. 
Both were made to representativea of the 
West Pullman Land Association and both are 
of tracts adjoining the holdings of this com- 
pany. The more important was the sale of 
the Staniey Matthews tract of 240 acres, lying 
between (ne Hundred and Fifteenth and One 
Hundred and Nineteenth streets and between 
Morgan street and Ashland avenue.

A Faro Table Did Duty asa Pulpit and the 
Collection Was Taken Up in Chips, 

“Times havefMdegeneruted since preachers 
hit the West,’’ said a disconsolate tin horn 
gambler to a Galveston News reporter. **‘ Now 
the people look down on us sports when we 
are the very men whut had more ter do in 
civilizin’ this part of the country than any one 
else in the world. The first men whut came 
out this way brought the whisky jug with ’em, 
which opened the eye of the red men. Then 
comes the stragglinu’ sittlers an’ the dry goods 
sharps, an’ then we come, After we would git 
istablished in atown an’ had made it er hum- 
mer the preachers would come an’ we gams 
give ‘em money, an‘ helped ’em out every pop. 
We was pretty smooth people. 

“Now I’ll show yer how we aided civiliza- 
tion by illustratin’. When the Leadville boom 
started I drifted along out there with the 
crowd an’ went ter work in Pat Hannifan’s. 
Pat ran the Night Blooming Cereus gamblin’ 
house, which wasin the back part of Tony 
Hertzog’s s’loon. The miners was goin’ in 
an’ out all the time, an’ faro an’ poker was 
the favorite games, though er man could get 
roulitte or grand hazard if he wanted ’em. 
There wasn’t no limit. There was no churches 
in Leadville at the time I speak of—about ’78. 

**Well, 6ne afternoon I went into the Night 
Bloomin’ Cereus, an’ I notices er new sign 
stock up over the bar. "I'was couched in real 
frontier style an’ read: 

“ Miller’s brought his gospel 
tenk. Preachin’ Sunday. 

“Thinks I, ‘this is er devil of er do,’ an’ I 
went on inside. The boys at the tables was 
discussin’ Miller, an’ some was fer lyachin’ 
him at sight. Yer see they had peculiar no- 
tions of Sunday an’ the Ten Commandments, 
an’ the doctrine of God’s love, an’ ali the rest. 
They thought thet Miller was sort of infringin’ 
on their rights. Finally they agreed ter sub- 
mit the thing ter Pat Hannifan. Pat said he 
b’lieved the preacher would be er good thing 
for the camp, ‘cause if er man struck er 
blind lead an’ turned up his toes er 
preaches for the funeral would be about 
the thing—sort of citified like. Then he said 
thet er camp with such er graveyard as we 
had already started rated er Bible banger, an’ 
give us the age over the other camps. Thet 
settled it, an’ the boys said that they’d .tree 
any one who objected ter Parson Miller. 

* Well, Sunday came, an’ when the hour fer 
preachin’arrived the Night Bloomin’ Cereus 
was crowded ter the door, The boys was 
diked out scandalous. Some of ’em hadn't 
seen er preacher since they was kids an’ it 
made ’em think of home. They was deter- 
mined ter give the parson er show fer his 
white alley. 

** Parson Miller was er tall, slender man 
with black, snapping eyes which seemed to 
pierce er fellow. The boys had made er pul- 
pit out of the farotable for him an’ they all 
set an’ stood ‘round, quiet like, waiting fer 
hitn ter turn himself loose. 

“Well, sir, when Miller did get down ter 
work he jist chawed ’em up fearful. He sailed 
right in an’ he tells ’em thet they’d orter es- 
tablish er meetin’ house where they could git 
the word of God delt out over the bar ter ’em 
free. An’ he told ’»m as how the pritty little 
angels with wings an’ harps an’ all dressed in 


white was er chantin’ an’ er playin’ around, 
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the golden bar in heaven. Then he tells ’em 
thet they ain’t no man whut’s too fur gone ter 
be saved, an’ he asks ’em what some of ’em 
’ud think if they could see their angel mothers 
an’ fathers watchin’ of ’em from up where there 
ain’t no more night. Some of the boys snuf- 
fles er little at this kind er talk. 

‘**Theu the parson he asks ’em ter sing sunthin’ 
an’ select the hymn theirselves.. They didn’t 
know no tune ’cept whut, they’d heerd at the 
variety, an’ they tells him so, but he tells 
them to sing thet. Then one big feller he 
starts up * Whea, Emma,’ an’ iner minitall of 

fr roarin’ out the tune fierce. 

e one verse they knowed about 

’ stopped. an’ one bigduffer he 

sheepish like, an’ goes fer ter 

on thet the boys don’t know 

nothin’ else, an’ wants ter apolergise, But 

Miller he waves him down an’ turns round 
un’ asks ’em ter sing it again. 

‘An’ they did sing it, too. The bottles on 
the bar tinkled like you was playin’ on ’em 
with spoons, an’ the stove cover rattled, an’ I 
thought thet the singin’ split the shingles on 
the roof of the Night Bloomin’ Cereus. [’m 
bettin’ that Goa heered thet song, an’ if he 
usen’t ter hear such singin’ at Sunday 
preachin’ it was ’cause he hadn’t nu chance 
before. Pat Hannifan, he gets up an’ says 
thet if the angels wanted to hear good music 
they’d orter cheese their own an’ hark ter the 
Leadville boys. 

‘An’ then one of the boys passes his hat 
round an’ every man throws ia chips as much 
as he kin spare, an’ the hat was full wh~n it 
came ter the parson. Miller, he looks at ‘em 
an’ wants ter know what he should do with 
‘em. Pat he tells him that he kin cash ’em or 
play ’em, just as he wanted. An’ in case he 
wanted ter play ’em Pat said he’d take the 
lookout chair himself an’ double bank a skin. 
This showed that Pat was white all through. 

“Now, them chips give Miller his start on 
er preachin’ house, an’ whenever he needed 
money he knowed thet he could git it at the 
Night Bloomin’ Cereus. An’ we made him 
our preacher fer buryin’ them who got wiped 
out over a game or died with their boots on 
from one cause er ’nother. 

*When I quit Leadville, cold, there was 
three churches an’ two schools, but the parson 
he was dead. C’nsumption got him. I 
reckon no tman ever ~tad er decenter 
funeral than Miller. We sent up ter 
Denver an’ got the finest coffin 
whut could be had, an’ we showed it ter him 
when‘he was most gone. He smiled, tired 
like,an’ says: * Boys, yer ali know how I 
have tried ter help yer. When I am gone, 
bury me out under the pine tree in the corner 
of the grave yard, an’ remember me kindly,’ 
Them was the last words he spoke, un’ when 
he was dead his face wore a peaceful sinile, 
like a baby asleep, 

“When the funeral took place the Night 
Bloomin’ Cereus had crape on the duor, an’ 
was closed fer twenty-four hours. All the 
saloons was shut up when the funeral perseshun 
passed. The coffin was carried on the shoul- 
ders of six big miners, an’ more’n 500 men 
follered it ter the grave on foot. Pat Hanni- 
fan he wouldn’t hear ter let no one readin’ no 
services over the corpse, fer he said thet there 
wasn’t no preacher there good enough, ter do 
it, an’ the boys ’lowed he was right. 

** But the preachers now ain’t like Miller. 
‘reckon he went plumb through ter heaven 
without St. Peter botherin’ ter bunt up his 
name in his book, ‘cause it wan’t no uge of 
him stuppin’ er mau whut’s booked fer er 
front seat there. 

‘““We gams built them three churches an’ 
two schoolhouses, an’ we s’ported ‘em, too.

) BUILDING ‘AND LOAN. 


TWO INSPECTION BILLS BEFORE THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Views as to What Legislation Building So- 
cleties Require—Points of Difference Be- 
tween the Bill Urged by the Nationals 
and That by the Locals—A Carbondale 
Association in a Dilemma-—Building 
Loans Offered at 7 Per Cent with No 
Premium—RKeports of Local Societies. 


If appearances are not deceptive the agita- 
tion of the question of building and loan su- 
pervision will result in some change of the 
existing statutes. Two bilis for State inspec- 
tion have been presented so far to the General 
Assembly. The present building and loan in- 
spection act, such as it is, was secured 
through Senator Noonan. It has proved 
inoperative, inasmuch as it does 
not confer sufficient power on the 
State Auditor and throws too many obstacles 
in the way of a general inspection. The na- 
tional associations doing business in Illinois 
framed a biil at a recent meeting held ia Chi- 
cago, and this bill was presented to the Lower 
House of the Legislature by Capt. O’Connell 
of Bloomington. The national people claim 
to have had the promise of Senator Noonan 
that he would support their’ bill, but in 
face of this he has presented to the 
Senate a bill providing for certain alterations 
in and additions to the present act. This bill 
was framed ata meeting of representatives 
of the principal Chicago locals, 

Acording to W. H. Roberts, a prominent 
National Secretary, the legislation asked for 
by the two factions differs in two material 
features. The bill outlined by Sena- 
tor Noonan contains the offensive pro- 
hibition clause of the Ohio and 
New York laws. Societies dog business in 
States outside are required tu put up a certain 
amount of negotiable securities in this State 
before they begin business. These securities 
are to be other than mortgage paper and, as 
associations are prohibited by law from own- 
ing the stocks of outside corporations, the pro- 
vision is ‘prohibitive. The enactinent of 
such laws in Illinois will probably 
be follow by the enactment of 
similar retafatory measures in other 
States. The bill outlined by the national 
people does not require a deposit except from 
associations coming from States where hostile 
legislation is in force, but provides that asso- 
ciations from outside points shall show that 
they are doing a fair amount of business and 
have a fair volume of assets before they be- 
gin operations in this State. 

In regard to inspection, it is claimed 
that Senator Noonan’s bill lacks the 
best feature of the laws of which the prohibi- 
tion clause has been copied. All associations 
are required to make reports annually, but in- 
spections are only to be made when the report 
has a suspicious appearance or when com- 
plaints are made. The law outlined by the 
National people provides for an annual inspec- 
tion of every association doing  buéi- 
ness in the State. The inspection § is 
not to be at the option of 
the Auditor. Under the law outliaed by the 
local people inspections will probably be made 
only where something is seriously wrong, and 
a premium will be placed on clever manipula- 
tion of reports. Exposures of crooked work 
would follow most of the examinations made, 
and the people who read of these ex- 
posures and do not consider the vastly 
larger nuinber of associations which are hon- 
estly managed will havetheir faith in all as- 
sociations, good, bad, and indifferant, shaken. 

The inspection asked for by the National 
people is intended to be similar to that of 
banks and would tend to make building and 
loan officials careful in their methods of doing 
business and of placing loans, 

Embarrassed by Its Prosperity. 


A building and loan association at Carbon- 
dale, Ill, has apparently fallen into the error 
committed by a number of local associat‘ons 
in having its early series too large. The 
Bankers‘ an erchants’ discovered before it 
haa made wiuch progress that its first series 
was out of proportion to the others and that 
the maturing of the series would interfere 
with the financial policy of the society. 
Either the association would be forced 
to accumulate funds and so lose interest, or 
it would have to borrow, which is directly op- 
— to the spirit of thelaw. ‘To obviate the 

ifficulty bids were made for withdrawals of 
first series stockholders. This relieved the 
tension by extending the funding of the series 
over a number of months. There was no dif- 
ficulty in paying the necessary amount of 
money, butin paying it atone time. A com- 
munication from the Carbondale society is as 
follows: 

In your Sunday paper [ read with pleasure the 
column devoted to building and loan associations, 
and sinee a question has arisen in our local asso- 
ciation in regard to paying off our first and sec- 
ond series stock at maturity I would liketo in- 
quire of some of your local Secretaries how that 
may best bedone. At our annual meeting this 
month an amendment was voted upon to allow 
allof the earnings to the date of withdrawal to 
parties desiring to withdraw from the first and 
second series as an inducement for them to with- 
draw. Our association has now been running five 
years, and we have about 1,200 shares in these 
two series, and if these shares are not bor- 
rowed upon or withdrawn before maturity it is 
going to be a matter: of some importanse as to 
how we can pay them off, for our money is selling 
for an average premium of 21% ver cent, and, ac- 
cording to our annual report, pays about 16 per 
cent __ There is, and always has n, a 
good demand for the money, but scarcely any one 
caring to borrow from the first and second series, 
these being the only series open to investors, 

I have been watching your, building and loan 
column to know how other associations paid their 
first and second series at maturity, but so far 
failed to get any satisfaction on that point. If we 
allow ours to goon and noone borrows or with- 


.draws beforehand it will take $120,000, and that is 


a vast sum when allthe money and more than is 
or hand is loaned at every monthly meeting. The 
amendment as voted upon was not carried, and 
as a consequence we will continue to allow with- 
drawing stockholders allof the earnings up to 
the last annual statement. The records show 
that with that liberal offer there were less than 
100 shares withdrawn. 

Here is a society which seems to be almost 
embarrassed by itssuccess. The fact that the 
first and second series were the only ones 
open to investors seems to complicate mat- 
ters, but the proposed resolution would have 
materially aided in reducing the liability on 
the firsttwo series. There are really only two 
courses open to the society aside from bor- 
rowing money. One of these is to stop mak- 
ing loans, even if the premium is high, and 
the other isto offer inducements to first and 
second seriesbolders to withdraw. 


More Building and Loan Insurance. 


John B. Winters of the Building and Loan 
Mutual Guarantee Payment Association of 
lndiana writes as follows regarding the state- 
ment made last Sunday, to the effect thata 
company is forming in Chicago to furnish life 
insurance to members of building and loan 
societies at low rates: 

We have been in the field for the last six months 
and have over one thousand members. We found 
upon trial that it was slow work to interest mem- 
bers on the life plan. The feeling seemed to be 
that some way should be provided that their pay- 
ments could be madeincase of disability. We 
added the benefit cla use to the association and it 
moves right along. The men interested in it are 
among the leading ones of our city, and have al- 
ways, for the last numbe- of years, but connected 
with building and loan .ocieties, 

The prospectus of the company does not 
define closely what it proposes to do A 
membership fee of ten shares or less is $1. 
Where the: shares havea matured value of 
$100 and 50 cénts additional on each 
five shares or fraction thereof. 
Tables are furnished showing, the 
rates for different sums and for 
members of different ages. The policy is 


taken out on the amount due the biilding as- | 


suciation in which the member has stock, and 
this, in case of disability, 1 supposed to carry 
the building and loan payments for five 
mouths, and in case of death to mature the 
stock and pay off the mortgage. The follow-

be refunded. ; 
_ Lf the home or other property to be protected is 
in the wife's name and the husband is the wage- 
earner of the family the husband will be ac- 
cepted. The certificate of guarantee is always 
written on the principal wage-earner of the 
family, po matter in whose name the property 
may stand.

Victory for Lincoln Park Commissioners. 


The Lincoln Park Commissioners won a 
substantial victory before Judge Scales in the pe- 
tition brought in the name of the Town of Lake 
View for the confirmation of a special assessment 
forthe improvement of the Lake-Shore drive 
from Belmont avenue to Byron street. The cause 
has been on trialfor two weeks. The assessors 
in the matter fixed the estimated cost of the im- 
provement at $332,508, and there were about forty 
objectors who claimed that they were excessively 
assessed because the Commissioners did not cover 
enough territory in making the assessment.

Black Governors in Rhode Island. 

Alice Morse Earle describes inthe New England 
Magazine the election of negro Governors in 
Rhode Isiand in old colonial times. After the 
white people had elected the Governor of the 
State the slaves had a curious custom of zather- 
ing together onthe third Saturday in June and 
electing a black Governor. To this election the 
negroes went in fine styleon Narragansett pacers, 
with their wives on pillione behind them. 
All were dressed in their finest clothes, 
with swords and with powdered hair, and often a 
long false cue tied on behind. When all had 
gathered together the vote was taken by the op- 
posing parties forming into two long lines, with 
the respective candidates at the head, the lines 
then were counted and the longest line elected ita 
candidate. Afterthe election a supper and a 
dance were given, for which the white owner of 
the newly-elected black Governor had to pay, 
The last election of a slave Governor was held in 
1800, but the custom of “nigger ‘lection’’ day did 
not die ont through New England until many 
years later. 


The Careless American People. 

The delays in delivering the Electoral returns 
of the States to the Vice-President and the shab- 
by and imperfect condition in which some of 
them make their appearance 
careless the American people are about the con- 
duct of their elections. The Nation works itself 
into a perspiration during a campaign, and the 
‘two parties are ready apparently to shed each 
other's blood. But just as soon as the 
voting is done with all excitement evaporates, 
and it is hardly possible to center public atten- 
tion éven on the most glaring frauds. If some of 
the efforts spent in campaigns were used in se- 
curing an honest return of the vote elections 
would refiect more accurately the will of the peo- 
ple. There does not appear to be enough care to 
see even that the forms for-electing a President 
are rightly observed. Verily the American peo- 
ple trust a good deal to their common sense,—

Board of Trade Markets Nervous and Ex- 
cited—Wheat Closes 1\% Cents Lower, 
While Provisions Advance, Pork Sell. 
ing at $20 a Barrel—Evidences of Ma- 
nipulation—Indignation: Over the Curb 


Tactics of Friday-—General Market 


News. 

The situation in the money market might be 
aptly compared with the present condition of the 
weather. There is a breaking up in the firmness 
of winter rates which is quite as marked as the 
melting of winter snows. The money market is 
getting unmistakably easier. A good many bank- 
ers are still trying to maintain a frigid front and 
hold quotations to the 6 per cent basis, but the 
indications are that they will net be long success 
ful. Private money is being offered at 5 per cent, 
and some bank money is to be had below6. New 
York money is finding its way here. Chicago 
merchants are being offered money from that 
quarter and are takingit. The whole situation 
at the Stock Exchange is in the line of this break- 
ing up of rates, and there the promise is that 
within a few days plenty of money will be at the 
disposal of brokers and that rates for it will not 
be 6 per cent. 

There was buoyancy to the market yesterday 
and quotations were eatried up sharply from the 
opening, but the entire advance was not main- 
tained. West Side.stock opened at 216% for the 
account and sold at 218 for the second account. 
The last sale was at 217% and there was consid- 
erable stock to be had at 218 or a little below. 
North Side was decidedly firmer, opening at 2854 
for the second account and selling up at 285X, 
where it held. Both the stocksfhave bad a nretty 
sharp advance and a reaction is not improbable, 
but the present indications of the market point 
toward ultimately higher prices. There seems to 
to be no question at all but the West Side divi- 
dend will be raised. It may be bad financiering 
from a conservative point of view to put the 
dividend to 9 per cent when the earnings last year 
were but a trifle over that, but at the same time 
it must be recognized that the earnings this year 
will certainly be enough to pay 9 per cent if the 
World’s Fair crowds afford anything like the in- 
crease that is expected from them, Then there 
are tné rights to subseribe to the 10 per cent in- 
crease of capital and the public takes a bullish 
view of that right. The public is getting thor- 
oughly bullish again on these street railroads 
and when buyers are in that temper one may as 
well throw statistics and conservative caloula- 
tions to the winds. No matter what intrinsic 
values may be; no matter what competition there 
is ahead: no matter about the delays in opening 
new lines on which the main dependence must be 
placed for increased revenues. None of these 
things count agaipst a general bullish sentiment, 
and the indications just pow are that that senti- 
ment is beginning to develop. Reactions are cer- 
tainly probable, and ip the nature of things one 
is due now. Whether it will cqme as it naturally 
shouid following tbe present sharp advance, or 
whether the advance will go straight on 
as it often has before without any reac- 
tion over a wide period of advancing 
quotations, will depend _ largely on the 
manipulations of the leaders in the market, and 
it is useless predicting what those manipulations 
may be. One of the points that adds much 
strength to the situation is the fact that so much 
aceount stock is being paid for and so little 


in the account only 200 will be turned into the 
February account. 

Outside of the street railroads the market was 
rather dull. Calumet Dock was firm, selling up 
to 72 for the second account. The breweries were 


unchanged. One theory that is heard in con- 
nection with the future markets for the 
brewery stocks is that about everything 


possible in the way of unfavorable news must 
nuw be out, and the next thing in the way of 
news that is likely to affect va'ues will in the 
nature of things Lage to be something favorable. 
That seems a rather plausible view, but on the 
other hand it might be well to remember t 80 
far as the present condition of the brewery prop- 
erties is concerned the situation is and has been 
as favorable as can possibly be hoved for. There 
has been an unprecedented output and well main- 
tained prices, so any change in that quarter 
would on that same line of argument be unfavora- 
ble, as the situation cannot be made more favora- 
bie than it is at present. The companies are cer- 
tainly earning enormously and oa such knowl- 
edge as the public has the stocks would appear to 
be cheap at the present prices. In spite of all 
that it still remains unexplained why those who 
are in the very inside among insiders should be 
steady sellers of the stocks. 

Chicago Edison stock is exceedingly strong. 
Open bids of 200 are made for the stock and more 
than that could, without doubt, be obtained, but 
the buyers hesitate about bidding the stock up on 
themselves without seeing achance of bringing 
outany. The preliminaries for the acquisjtion of 
the Arc Light and Power company are said to be 
practically settled, and4@-is said that some an- 
nouncement of a new stovk issue and stock divi- 
dend will be made before a great while.

*“*IT was anxious for a better education than 
the common schools I had thus far attended 
afforded me, and to secure it entered the sem- 
inary at -<Ioma, N, Y., in 1839. Later I be- 
came astudent at Oberlin Coilege, Oberlin, 
O., from whieh institution I graduated in 1844. 
While a student at -Oberlin I made the ac- 
guaintance of Gerrit Smith, Joshua RK. 
Giddings, Theodore . Parker, and other 
abolition leaders, and became thor- 
oughly .imbued.. with ther ‘ideas, 
coming fo hold with Smith that the Federal 
Constitution, instead of counterancing 
slavery, positively forbade it. During my 
college vacations, in order to obtain money 
with which to continue any studies, I taught 
school in Lexington, Ky. One of the first 
friends I made in Leximgton was Cassius M. 
Clay. He was then, as now, a large-hearted,

One of bis slaves, Kate McFarland, a gir! of 
16, was, anxious to escape and applied to 
me for help. Starting on'a clear, mvon- 
light night, we drove before noon*next day 
to Lexington, a distance of ninety miles, On 
the way we were uverhauled by a brother of 
McFarland, who was searching for a lost 
slave. When I heard'*the man’s name my 
heart rose iu my mouth, but by putting on a 
bold front I succeeded in getting off without 
disclosing the identity of myself and com- 
panion. My scruples against so gross a 
breach of hospitality as stealing the property 
of my host were fully overcome by the fact 
that both the girl,and her mother were the 
children of their master. Kate was a pretty 
bionde, with blue eyes and flaxen hair, show- 
ing not the slightest trace of negro blood. 
From Lexington I took her to Cincinnati and 
gave her into the care of Gamaliel Bailey, 
editor of the National Era, one of the noblest 
and bravest suldiera in. the abolition army. 
Later Kate’s mother, brother, and sister also 
escaped. The children were all educated by 
Mr. Bailey and are still living in prosperous 
circurmstances, 

‘“‘The most remarkable incident of this 
period of my life occurred in March, 1843.

‘Tt was but a brief little paragraph which an- 
- pounced to the world that Calvin Fairbank 
was dying at his home in Angelica, N. Y., and 
few realized that it meant the passing of a 
hero who had spent long years in jail in testi- 
mony of his devotion to the cause of human 
_ freedom. Fairbank is one of the few to whom 
the much hackneyed and abused phrase, “a 
remarkable man,”’’ can be applied with fitness 
and justice. His career, one of daring and 
suffering almost surpassing belief, has been 
unique and without parallel, and, when the 
nai history of the abolition movement shall 
be written, wil! give him a place beside Garri- 
son, Lovejoy, and Brown. The story of his 
life is best told in his own words and way, as 
he repeated it to a reporter who was a guest 
at his modest country home a few weeks ago.

His boldness in attacking the lion in its very 
den, as it were, produced the most violent op- 
positién, and upon a number of occasions | 
was among those who guarded his printing 
plant froin destruction by mobs. Once, I ré- 
member, I manned’for twe days and nights a 
eannon loaded with grape and canister posted 
in front of his office door. There were one or 
two more cannons about the premises, and a 
tinob, had it visited us, would have received a 
warm reception. 

“One dap in August, 1841, word came to 
me that an escaped siave, named- Coleman, 
with his wife and three children, were in hid- 
ing in Lexington. The poor creatures had made 
their way from East Tennessee, but their 
owner was hot on their track and they were 
afraid to go on without a guide. I left my 
school in charge of another, and started 
with them toward the Ohio River at 
night and on fovts We traveled for six 
nighte, lying in hiding during the day, 
and stealing our food from out-door dDvens as 
we went along. We finally reached the Uhio, 
opposite Ripley, then a principal depot on the 
underground railroad, and crossed the river in 
askiff. Just after we had crossed Isawa 
negro boy run along the Kentucky shore and 
disappear. I suspected he was trying to es- 
cape, and went back to help him. I found 
him benind a log in aswamp, almost hidden 


from view by the mud and ooze, and got away“ 


with him, though men with bluodhounds werp 
hunting the boy at the time. : 
**In April, 1842, 1 was in Covington, Ky., 
and while there was told of the case of Emily 
Ward, a handsome girl of 18, two-thirds 
white, who had been sold and was about, to be 
taken south to become the tnistress of her 
purchaser. She was kept in an attic facing 
the river. I went at nightfall and, attracting 
her attention by tossing pebbles against the 
window. threw up to her tied to a stone a note 
telling her I had come to help her escape. 
By the same means I got up to her first a 
cord with a bundle of men’s ciothes fastened 
to it, and finally a stout rope. She put on the 
clothes, and, crawling through a rear window 
of the room in which she was locked, slid 
down the rope to the ground. When we were 
a few feet away from the house we met her 
mnaster, who apologized, for unintentionally 
brushing against. me in the darkness. 
The girl’s ec was known to. every 
one in Covington, and I did not dare 
to hire a boat,to take us across to Cincip- 
nati for fear of detection; so we got astride a 
sixteen-foot pine log lying half way out of the 
water on the river bank, and | paddied across, 
using a piece of board for an oar. Once in 
Cincinnati we were safe. I took Emily to the 
house of Levi Coffin, Superintendent of the 
Underground railroad in thatdepartment, and 
turned her over to him. He found her a com- 
fortable home and she did well. She belonged 
to the family of Zeb Ward, with whom I after- 


oners, a young woman of exquisite figure and 
singular beauty. I asked the jailer who she 
was, and to my surprise, for she looked the 
pure Caucasian, he told me that she was a 
siave girl named. Eliza, the dapghter of her 
master, who afew days later was to sell her 
upon the block for the New Orlears market, 
impeiled by the jealousy of his wife because 
the slave girl was superior to her own daugh- 
ters. Then | talked with the girl. I found 


that ste wasintelligent as well as bedutiful, 


and I resolved to exert every effort to save so 
magnificent a creature from’so sad a fate. I 
told her that I would go to Cincinnati and do 
iny best to raise the money with which to pur- 
chase her freedom ; if I obtained it I woutd be 
back before the sale came off; if I did not re- 
turn she would at least have the 
sorry satisfaction *!:of knowing that I 
had done all I could. 1 _ hurried. to 
Cincinnati and sought out -that old ro 
and apostle of freedom, vi Coffin. He 
gave me prompt and generous assistance, 
and in ashort time we raised $700. I then 
laid the case before Salmon P. Chase, after- 
wards Senator, Secretary of the Treasury, and 
Chief Justice, who gave! me $200 more and 
went with me to see Nicholas Longworth. 
The latter was worth millions, but was never 
known to give a dollar for auything. We 
feared nothing would come of our appeal to 
hitn, but decided toinake it, as it cost us 
nothing. 

**Mr. Longworth,’ said Chase, after. we 
were seated in the Jittle crib'which the mill- 
ionaire called his office, ‘do you consider 
yourself a Christian?’ 

‘“**Tam not a very good one,’ was the reply.

rested, charged by their aster with . helping 
Hayden’s wife and son ‘to escape, We were 
jointly indicted, but Miis Webster was tried

“My cell-mate ia jail in which I was 
confined before my trialfwas Richard Moore, 
a young mulatto, a slave under sentence of 
death for the murder of, hi8 mistress, a Mrs. 
Turner. The dead wonjan. while living had 
been a perfeet poem. She had hougee 
Moore ostensibly for a coachman, but in her 
own language, ‘to.sle@ép in my bed-room 
when I want you.’ On the day of the mur- 
der she had called Moore, who had offended 
her in some way, to her room—these facts I 
learned from one of Mra, Turner’s relatives. 
On the table lay a . bowle-knife and pistols. 
Pointing to them witha threatenitig air she 
had said: * There, you yeller cuss, do you sce 
that?’ Moore had tured apor her; there had 
been a struggie and the ow ‘3s peck had 

Meore ed to. get away. 
but had been captured, tried, and sentenced 
to death. , | 

“ The thing seemed impossible, but I deter- 
mined to attempt his and my own escape. A 
week or so before the time set fort his execu- 
tion | suggested a plan for four or five slaves 
to break jail, atid in this way secured two 
bars of iron, whith I hid away. Early on 
the Tuesday night previous to the Friday 
upon which Mo»vre was to hang we at- 
tacked the wall of our cell. All night we 
worked without rest; the palms of my hands 
were worn to the tendons. We had reached 
the last bowider on the outside of the four-foot 
wall when the city clock struck 5. We were 
half an hour too late. ‘I am a dead wan,’ 
said Moore, and fell almost lifeless to the 
floor. When what we had done waa discov- 
ered we were handcuffed together, and remained 
so day and night until Moore was executed. 
Do you wonder that I have never forgotten 
this experience? 

‘* While my case was still pending I Jearned 
that the Governor was inclined to pardon 
Miss Webster, but first insisted that I should 
be tried. When called up for trial, in Febru- 
ary, 1845, I pleaded guilty and received a sen-

**T returned to the prison at Frankfort in 
March, 1852. Capt. Newtdén Craig, the War- 
den under whom I had served my first term, 
was still in charge. What was known as 
the lease system was then in vogue, the 
prison being leased to the Warden for a 


certain sum a year, the Warden lookng to. 


the labor of the prisoners for his profit; 
The potion during all the years that it was 
my home was in horrible condition, un-+ 
speakably filthy and miserably ventilated, 
During my first imprisonment Craig wz 
treated me kindly, but his bearing when

told me that my lot was to be a hard one.) 
After being locked up for two days I was 
brought before the Warden in the prison 
chapel, the Governor and other prominent 
citizens beg present, and denounced for 
what I had done. * Mr. Davis,’ said the 
Warden, ‘take Fairbank to the hackling 
house and kill him.’ To the hackling-house I 
accordingly went. Thie was where the ‘hemp 
—the manufacture of which was the principal 
industry carried on in the prison—after being 
broken was hackled. After a month’s work 
in the hackling shop I was sent to the spinning 
shop, and finally to the weaving shop. _where 
I remained for ten and a half years, Whilein 
the hackling shop I received my first flogging 
with the rawhide on the bare back, thewlows 
cutting deep into the quivering flesh. : 

‘* Zeb Ward became Wardenof the prison in 
1854. He leased it at $6,000 a year and made 
$100,000 out of the lease in four years. Todo 
this he literally killed 250 out of 375 prisoners. 
Ward was one the strangest men | ever knew, 
physically handsome, socially magnetic, but 
utterly devuid of heart or conscience. He was 
a gambler, libertine, and murderer under 
cover of the law. When he took the keys of 
the prison he said;

“In September and October, 1862, Gen. 
Bragg beld t'rankfort for six weeks, and der- 
ing that period three times rebel soldiers came 
to kill me. Once with a rope in hand they 
came upon me in the prison yard and asked 
nie where they could find ‘that 
damned nigger stealer, - Fairbank.’ I 
sent them another way and then hurried. to 
Warden Whitesides, a kindly ana humane 
man, who took charge of the prison in 1862, 
and ke hid me, On their seeond.visit we got 
word of their coming before hand and I was 
in hiding when they arrived. Their last visit 
was unexpected, and they found. me in the 
prison kitchen. Brought to bay I had to fight 
for my life. I caught up an ax, and, planting 
myself in tho doorway, said: *Comeon, boys; 
you are not afraid of me.’ None of them 
seemed inclined to attack me first, and finally 
the whole party, several hundred: strong, 
marched out of the prison. I[ was not again 
disturbed after that. 

**The freedom for which I had waited so 
long came two years later. Among those 
whose friendship I gained during my confine- 
mwnent was Richard T. Jacobs, a wealthy planter 
of strong anti-slavery tendencies,-who had 
married a daughter of Thomas H. Benton. 
Jacobs often talked about me with his 
brother-in-law, John C. Fremont, and the

Speed S. Fry was sent fromm Washmgton 
to Kentucky with orders to enroll all negroes 
whoin he found fit for military ‘service. 
Thomas E. Bramlette, then Governor of Ken- 
tucky, attempted to prevent Gen. Fry from 
carrying out his orders, as President Lincoln 
had expected he would, and was ordered to 
Washington. Jacobs, whe was Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, became Acting Governor. (On his first 
day in office Gen. Fry said to him: ‘Governor, 
the President thinks it would be well to make 
this Fairbank’s day.’ 

** He called upon me at noon that day and 
told me that he was going to turn me loose. 
Next morning he sent me a free and full pardon. 
Counting my previous imprisonment I had 
spent seventeen years and four montha of 
the best part of my life in prison.

John 
den, the able and patriotic man 
who afterward saved Kentucky to the 
Union, His action was prompted by peti- 
tions in my behalf from all parts ot the North. 
l returned to the North immediately atter my 
release and did what I could do to prevent the 
passage of the fugitive slave bill. After it be- 
came a law. by the signature of President 
Fillmore I reaisted its exccution whenever and 
wherever possible. 

‘**An incident which happened soon after I 
returned to the North showed me that my 
labors for the slaves had not been in vain, and 
gave ine strength for tresh efforta. In the 
autumn of 1849 I was in Detroit, Mich. In 
talking over my early experiences one day with 
Gen. Lewis Cass I told him of Sam Johnson, 
the firat negro whom I had freed. 

*“** Why,’ said the General, ‘Johnson lives 
just out of this city. He has told me the 
saine story a dozen times.’ 

‘**The General further informed me that 
Johnscn drove into the city almost daily, 
and next morning I waited at the place to 
which I had been directed for his appear- 
ance. He finally came, seated in a wagon 
loaded with grain and drawn by a six-horse 
team. 

‘*» Whose team is that? I asked. 

‘** Mine,’ was the reply. 

**Do you know thatl am your master?’ I 
continued, 

‘** Hain’t got no master,’ said he gloomily. 
Then recognizing who I was he leaped from 
his oo with a joyful * Blessed if you hain’t de 
chap dat sot me free,’ and caught me in his 
arms.

“**Well, we have got a case here that ap- 
peals to both humanity and Christianity.

When love’s young dream comes to a crisis 
and the identity of two people is about to be 
merged by means of the marriage ceremony, 
it is not strange that the ‘“‘high contracting 
parties,’’ as the society reporter loves to call 
them, should be in more or less of a state of 
tremor. There are cases, of course, where 
the bride or the groom, or both, have 
been through the mill before, and gailop 
through the ceremony with the nonchaiance 
born of custom. These take marriages as 
they do any other social function, and are ex- 


-ercised only as to their general appearance 


before the assembled guests. But in the ma- 
jority of cases both bride and groom are in a 
shaky. condition and must be forewarned and 
forearmed as to all the knotty points in the 
ceremony.

but Has Succeeded in Nothing—Poor and 
Friendless in His Native Land, 


There are perhaps few of the million perm 
sons who have listened to “ The Bohemian 
Girl” who know that: its composer, Michael 
Balfe, was a mere fiddler and copier of other 
people’s music at Vauxhall Gardens, The 
other day his only son was discovered to Be 4 
pauper in the Field-lane Refuge, London. Few 
soow the tragedy of a man crushed by having 
to bear a great name and who at every step ig 
told he will never be worthy of it, 

The son of Michael William Balfe is a littl 
oid man of 54 years who, after many years of 
hard work in many !ands, has had that feeling 
so dear to his countrymen-and so well a¢- 
pressed by that other reckless Irish genius, 
Oliver Goldamith: 

I still bad hoves, my long vexations past, 
Here to return—and die at home at last. 

This is the plain, unvarnished tale which he 
tells: 

“T was born at Ulater-t@rrace, Regent’s 
Park, June 27, 1838, the very day my father 
produced his opera of “ Falstalf,” and wag 
accordingly ni@knamed Falstaff by Sig, 
Lablache, This is the origin of the sobriquet 
by which, as Mr. George Augustus Sala, with 
whom I was at school at Bolton Houae, Turn. 
My father 
would never have me taught music, as he said 
I was not likely to excel him, and therefore T 
had better not fail. [ was intended for, and 
bad a great love of, the sea, and was accord. 
ingly sent to the Royal Academy at Gosport 
to study for the navy. Being struck by 9 
hockey ball I suffered a severe accident to 
my ankle, for which I was attended 
by the famous surgeon, the father of Mr, 
Edward Cutler, Q. C., who is himself a well. 
known musician. The results, however, made 
me ineligible for the medical examination, 
and I was sent to a private tutor’s et Bath*to 
study for Oxford. Among my fellow scholars 
was Sir Jonn Heron-Maxwell. My. sister 
meanwhile had married Mr. Maximulian Beh. 
rend, a large grain and timber merchant a 
Danzig, who offered me a clerkship, which 
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MR. BALFE, 


was accepted. My other sister married. first 
Sir John Crampton, our Ambassador at St, 
Petersburg, and afterwards the Duke of Frias, 
a Grandee of Spain, who died Governor of 
Madrid. My nephew, the present Duke, is in 
the Spanish Embassy at Tangier, and has just 
come into his property of, I believe, about 
£50,000 a year, 
A Clerk at Danzig. 

**T remained as a clerk at Danzig Hor some 
time, but the old craving for.the sea and the 
roaming spirit which I inherited from my 
father and mother came upon me My 
brother-in-law built a vessel called the John 
Arthur and asked me if 1 would like to ge 
round the world and learn navigation. Our 


first trip was from Danzig to London. in-~ 


stead of its lasting seven days we were over & 
month and a half at sea. Astorm carried us 
into the ice ot the North Sea, the sailor 
mutinied, weran on a sandbank and we_had 
to take to the pumps, which got choked with 
the wheat we carried, and to make matters 
worse we never saw the sun, moon, or stars 
for over a fortnight, so that, the compass 
having gone wrong and the Captain not being 
able to take observations, we could not say. 
from one moment to another that we were 
not going to be wrecked. This sickened me 
of the sea. I accordingly resigned my post, 
I joined my father and mother, who had sent 
for me to Italy, where they were traveling. and 
eventually they put me to schooi at St. Goar- 
hausen, on the Rhine, so that I should leara 
German. I accomplished that and wrote to 
my brother-in-law offering to go back into tne 
merchant department. He got me the post 


of assistant bookkeeper in the office of his 


cousin in Glasgow.

**T remained there three years, 
dian mutiny breaking out I thought I would 
like to be a soldier. The Marquis of Down- 
shire kindly gave my father and mother & 
nommation, and after three months’ 
cramming I passed my examination at Cros-

t More than seventy tribes, all characterized 
‘by peculiar customs, dress, and dialects in- 
‘habit the Caucasus— that vast mountain range 
‘of rock and limestone, covered in some parts 
with enormous layers of trachyte and slate, 
@here there are few valleys, but where the 
‘mountains are connected by elevated plateaus, 
§nterspersed by deep, narrow fissures; where 
‘the scenery varies constantly from the ro- 
mantic and beautiful to the desolate, barren, 
and weird. 

Philologists and ethnographers have for

for centuries at the hands of their conquerors, 
and which have left its impress on their rcoral- 
ity and intelligence, they have remained faith- 
ful to the Christian religion an@ they still dis- 
play a vestige of their former civilization in 
their passionate love for music and singing. 

Brosset, gave an excellent description 
of the flourishing condition of Georgia 
in the .middle ages in his “‘° Rap- 
port sur un Voyage Acheologiq ue 
dans la Georgie et dans |’'Armenie, executé en 
1847-1848,” and of late the Russian Govern- 
ment has made dgeper research into its 
archives. In its literature is found a good 
transiation of the Bible, many ecclesiastical 
writings, trarfsiations from Plato, Aristotle, 
and the ante-Nicene Fathers, a few scientific 
works, and a number of heroic poeins of the 
time of Queen Thamar (1184-1206). . Under 
the present improved system of education and 
instruction of the Russian Government a 
brighter and, more promising future awaits 
this worthy people, which oppression has de- 
graded and enslaved. 

The Georgians trace their origin to Tharga- 
mos, a great-grandson of Japhet. Whether 
‘his be true or not, it is certain that they flour- 
ished under Alexander the Great, who con- 
quered them in the year 310. Their principal 
occupation 18 shéep-raising, nearly all the 
plains between the Armenian and Caucasian 
Mountains being.surrendered to their large 
herds, which are watched by packs of loud- 
parking shepherd dogs. On thedreary desert 
steppes south of the mountains are tnet dasb- 
ing faiconers as, accompanied by their swift 
efeyhounds: they gallop after their prey. On 
the streets of the villages are often encountered 
gray-bearded Armenian Bishops, with their 
profusely decorated dress, continually count- 
ing beads and mumbling prayers. The inhabi- 
tants are abject worshipers of these priests, 
whose spiritual leader is called Catholikos, 
and who resides at Etschmiadzin, a monastery 
near Erivan, the capital of Russian Armenia. 
All faithful members of the church are com- 
pelled to make a pilgrimage to this place at 
least once before they can expect to go to 


heaven. 
The most interesting people, however, are 
the redoubtable Cossacks in their picturesque 


military appare 


families, patriotic to their sovereign, and hos- 
pitable to strangers. In military skill and 
deportment Cossack officers compare favora- 
bly to the officers of Western armies. They 
wear the long tscherkesska of the Caucasus, 
and on the large epaulets the imperia! name 
isembroidered in large gold letters. Besides 
the fine saber called “‘schaschka’”’ the Coasack’s 
yirdle is also well supported with revolvers 
and daggers. 

A traveler spending Sunday in one of the 
more centrally located inus has a good op- 
portunity to study these interesting types. 
Here pass Caucasian brunets in variegated 
attire, tall horsemen in long garments, ven- 
erable old priests receiving homage from the 
passers-by, shepherds and peasants in heavy 
sheepskins, ragged beggars, and sunburnt 
camel drivers, 

The scenery of the country presents numer- 
ous high, inactive voleanoes, massive stone 
towers, ruins of old casties and churches. 
Fertile fields, boundless forests, navigable 
rivers, and sparkling lakes make this region a 
desirable one for industrious} farmers and 
stock-raisers. 

Already have the advancing forces of civil- 
ization brought beneficent influences to these 
neglected tribes, and as railroads are built 
and modern culture makes vprogress in the 
Caucasus its inhabitants will abandon their 
nomadic habits and assume the peaceful oc- 
cupations of agriculturista, artisans, and 
merchants. 


A NEW VIEW OF THE SAHARA, 


The Barren Sands of Summer Time Are in 

Winter Green with Vegetation, 
The general idea of the Sahara, says a writer 
in the New England Magazine, is that it is an 
immense plain of shifting sand, entirely un- 
inhabitabic; but although the region is the 
wildest of that immense beit of deserts which, 
intersected only by a few water courses, 
extends uninterruptedly from the Atlan- 
tic Ocean to the east of Siberia, it sup- 
ports a’ population, settled or nomadic, of 
about 3,500,000, the settled population being 
distributed over 125 oases, We understand by 
oases every town or city generally surrounded 
by a belt of vegetation. As to the domestic 
vegetation it may be reckoned at 20,000,000 
palm.s and 10,000,000 fruit-bearing trees of 
other varieties. However, probably no more 
than one-three-hutdredth of its whole surface 
is inhabited or cultivated.

The most important of the trees growing 
wild are the acacia Arabica, two species of 
tamarisk (T. gallicaand T. articulata), the 
pistacia, the lotus (Zizyphus, jujuba), and a 
few whose leaves furnish fodder for cattle. 
The luxuriance of many oases is generally 
contrasted with the barrenness of tne desert. 
But, however barren be the rugged waste in 
summer, 80 rich is its soil that the day follow- 
ing 4 rainfall wild grass is observed growing, 
especially in the depressions, but that frail 
vegetation which springs up with the sun- 
shine of today is scorched by the sunshine of 
tomorrow. However, the general surface of 
the Sahara, so parched and fiery in summer, 
wears a mantle of green on all places uncov- 
ered by arid sand after the first autumnal rain- 
fall. It preserves its green aspect during all 
the winter, and from that verdure the Bedou- 
ins, those traditional shepherds of the desert, 
derive their one means of life, the food for 
their numerous herds of cattle, the only thing 
which that itnmense waste affords to human- 
ity. 

In May the burning sun scorches the wild 
grass, rain no longer enriches the soil, and as 
a result the Bedouins are compelled to drive 
northward and sell the greater part of their 
cattle, with which they supply the markets of 
Morocco, Algeria, Tunis, Tripoli, and many 
of Europe. 

The strong saline quality of the water found 
underground, the presence of fossils and 
shells belonging to strictly marine famulies, 
the character of the tertiary strata, ana the 
flatness and sandiness of tne soil are strong 
evidence for the theory that the Sahara was 
formerly the bottom ofan inland sea. 

Its conformation is convex in the center, 
rising about 4,000 feet above the sea and slop- 
ing northwardly and southwardly in a gentle 
gradient. All its confines are barred by 
Inountains or prominent lands. and its level 
averages 1,000 feet higher than the outlying 
seas; whence we conjecture that the waters, 
closed on all sides, stagnated until its mid- 
most crust heaved up, when they flowed off 
southward through the Niger to Timbuctoo, 
and northward through the Gulf of Gabes. 
The now dried-ufis Wad Massaura, whose bed 
forms an uninterrupted channel through 
almost the entire Sahara from Twatto Tim- 
buctoo, wpbre once it probably joined the 
Niger, seéins to give weight to this nypothe- 
Sis, as it appears perfectly logical that that 
river drained the last remaining water. 

The physical configuration of the general 
surface exhibits also many diversified features. 
Raised mountain regions, rocky hills of gran- 
ite, sandstone, limestone, or gypsum; deep 
ravines, breaking into huge clitfs: vast de- 
pressions of land and broad valleys forming 
temporary lakes when rain is abundant: im- 
mense barren plains of sandy, pebbly, or 
hard soil, intersected by beds of former riv- 
ers; large tracks of sand hills, rising tu con- 
siderable proportions, form the character of 
the face of the Sahara. 

The rare clusters of life called the oases, so 
distinctly scattered throughout the dead 
waste of the Sahara, are unconnected by any 
road or any regular means of com munication, 
and are only visited by caravans three or four 
times ayear. ach is a little world in itself, 
like an island in the midst of atrackless sea. 
They are generally situatea in a depression of 
land or valley where water may be more easi- 
ly procured by natural or artificial means. In 
the winter running streams are filled and, if 
rain has been somewhat abundant, even 
small lakes are formed round the vases, which, 
however, like nearly all the rivers of the 
Sahara, may be crossed dry shod in summer. 
But “necessity is the mother of invention.” 
and the people of tnese oases of the desert 
prove in their system of water-works that 
although isolated from the world, chey are 
net without iogenuity. Whey provide for their 
#treams subterranean beds, which are rvofed 
over with flat stones and covered with.sand 
which absorbs the sun’s rays and keeps the 
water from evaporating. 

The depth at which water is found varies 
considerably. ‘Uhe subterranean sheet is gen- 
eraily found at a depth of five to fifteen feet, 
and the artesian wells touch water at from 100 
to 150 feet deep. I observed in general that 
the deeper the artesian weils were the less 
saline was the water. Will the Sahara at some 
future time be fertilized? It may be if the 
proposed ‘Transsahara railroad be constructed 
and if the process of irrigation by artesian 
wells inabgurated by the French in the north- 
ern part continues to be successful. Besides 
vast tracts may be wooded with natural for- 
ests, for many trees and plants are indigenous 
to the climate. And, asa matter of course 
the wider and denser the forest area the more 
rain will be attracted. 

But to achieve a peaceful settlement of this 
great desert it will be necessary to put a stop 
to the depredations of the Arab nomads and 
Tuariks, those bitter enemies of colonization 
who live in the desert waste like tigers in 
their dens, considering it as their traditional 
property, their safeguard and natural retuge 
against the Northern invaders, 

The establishment of a rapid means of 
transport to replace the slow “ship of the 
desert,’’ as the natives term the camel, is the 
first step to be taken. A Transsahara railway 
is the only factor by which we can break 
through all the natural obstacles. This 
medium will give a formidable impulse to

‘United Stated “and Impresses the Be- 
~jholder by Its Grand Presence — The 
Work of Daniel Chester French—De- 


_\ #eription of the Figure and the Way in 


Which It Was Designed and Made— 
Court of Honor’s Chief Ornament. 


Visitors to the World’s Fair who enter the 
grounds by the rail route wil], after leaving 
the train, come unawares upon the head and 
center of ‘the Exposition—the water-court or 
basin. This is the central idea in the plan of 
the grounds and in the arrangement of the 
buildings. It is called the ** Court of Honor,” 
and in arid around it are found most of the 
important decorations. These decorations in- 
clude the landscape architecture, which 

- forms the setting, a fagade of each of five of 


the immense main buildings, two smaller | 


buildings, and a stately peristyle, and these 
nobly represent the architecture; while nu-

Island in New York harbor, having been made 
in i as itis of an unusual material, 
@n account of its construction may be in- 
teresting to those who will see it in 
its completeness. Outside of Mr. French’s 
own work of modeling the figure, from which 
the statue was enlarged, every step was purely 
mechanical. Still the utmost exactness and 
nicety were necessary at every stage. It is but 
a step from the sublime to the ridiculous, and 
‘that step is shorter in the world of art than 
anywhere else. The touch of a pencil in just 
the right s the alteration of a line in just 
the right place, and, voila, the sketch or the 
statue stands a caricature. Mr. French’s fin- 
ished model was cut into sections and by an

FLORA AT THE FAIR. |: 


PLANTS BENEATH THE DOME OF 
HORTIOULTURAL BUILDING.

Broad, Decorative Effect of the Cobea Scan- 
dens—Good to Look At Both in Foliage 
and Flower — The Architectural Iron 
Work and Translucent Glass, Combined 
with the Green Here and There, En- 
hance the Tone and Harmony, the 


Whole Affording a Delightful Retreat. 


The heart of the floricultural system of the 
World’s Fair is the space that lies beneath the 
water-green dome of the Horticultural Build- 
ing. The work of the arcnitect here lends 
itself admirably to that of the florist, the art 
of the one serving to emphazize the art of the 
other. 

The entire space is being lined with vines. 
This appropriate natural drapery consists 
mainly of 2,000 cobeas, grown for the purpose 
in the annex. ‘I'he Cobea Scandens was chosen 
as the predominating climber because of its

general availability for the end im view— 
broad decorative effect quickly attained. 

The vine is so thrifty and neat in habit, 
grows so rapidly and to such great lengths, is 


go free from disease and insects, and so good 


to look at both in foliage and flower that no 
better choice could have been made. The ex- 
cellence of the selection is already evidenced 
by the vigorous growth and charming effects 
noticeable even at this early day. 

Although the vines are growing very rapid- 
ly, fortunately it is not at the rate of three 
inches every twenty-four hours, as the centu- 
ry plant is pushing up its astonishing blossom 
stalk, forif all the surrounding vegetables 
should develop such bean-stalk prociivities 
they would soon outgrow the building, big as 
it is. ; 

There is small danger of the other plants 
following the lead of the Agave in this, its 
specialty. They probably realize that it ‘has 
taken many years (although not necessarily 
the even hundred popularly supposed to be in- 
dispensable) to store the energy to be expend- 
ed in this greatest and last effort of its life. 
They may think that it is merely determined, 
to outshine them all in the splendor of 
its obsequies, and so, to be on the 
safe side, prepares its own floral deco- 
rations and then dies; and, though like *‘ Con 
the Shaugraun,” if remains for its own wake, 
it may well be forgiven for wanting to see the 
effect produced by the magnificent candelabra 
it holds over its own body. 

The plants that gather around will not be- 
grudge their siéter her final glory, but wiil 
look on with honest admuration; for envy, 
that hungry-eyed, hard-hearted, and trouble- 
some jade, lives not under this ** stately pleas- 
ure dome.”’ 

Architectural Iron Work. 

The architectural iron work begins at the 
surface of the ground ia hollow iron columns, 
a row of which encircles a space the diameter 
of thedome. At the height of the ceiling of 
the first and of the second floors these col- 
umns branch laterally into arches of open 
iron work, which support respectively the 
floor of the gallery surrounding the interior 
of the dome and the iron ribs of the dome it- 
self. All of this iron work, as well as the 
spider web of iron rods which strengthens 
the structure, is painted pale green, a color 
that is carried on to a stili fainter hue by the 
translucent glass above. 

Each column is now inclosed in a leafy fret- 
work of the darker green of the cobeas that 
are planted at their base, and again, in boxes 
fitted inside of them, at the level of the gallery 
floor. The vines have not only grown the 
height of the columns but are gayly swinging 
across to the right atid left, catching a tendril 
here and there as they go, to meet in the mid- 
dle of each arch; and those in the second tier 
will soon be starting on their ambitious jour-

ney to the apex of the dome, clinging to its 
iron ribs as they climb. By spring 
the gallery, viewed from below will 
be a series of vine-em bowered 
balconies, each fit for a Juliet. 
The effect of this leafy tracery overlying the 
iron work is much enhanced by the color it 
has been pamted. The result is tone on tone, 
areal harmony, and one feels that nothing 
else would be so good, that only this is right. 
The white walls of the building carry out the 
suitable simplicity of the color motive. This 
cool green and white interior will be a restful 
retreat during sultry summer weather, and is 
sure to be pleasantly recalled. Although the 
Cobea Scandens has been used so largely it is 
by no means to the exclusion of other trailers 
The Cobeas form the body of the drapery, 
the others the embroidery which adorns it, 
and enough will be usefi to give character and 
variety and in such ways and places as will 
best exhibit both background ana decoration. 
Unique Hanging Baskets. 

_The charming quality of climbing and 
drooping plants will also be utilized in the 
many hanging baskets of unique design that 
are to help to decorate this big space. 

The baskets. are covered with staff to bring 
them into harmony with other decorations, 
this being one of Chief Thorpe’s happy ideas 
and one that will add numerous notes to this 
white and green summer sy mphony—grace 
notes, 

The public will have occasion to offer 
thanks to the Chief of Floriculture for many 
other unconventional features in arrangement 
as work in his department develops. Happily 
he does not cling to stereotyped floral styles, 
but appreciates the beauty of Nature’s ways 
and only seeks to select those that are best 
fitted for the end he has in view. So one 
inay hope to see many strange and little- 
known plants shown in a manner approx- 
imating their home life, 

In the middle of the space below the dome 
rises & mountain of greenery. Splendid 
palms, perhaps, rank first in importance 
ainong the plants that compose it, but the 
great Australian tree ferns press them closely 
for firat place.‘ Big indiarubber trees, repre- 
sentatives of several branches of the always 
attractive Norfolk Island pines, and nutmber- 
less other things carry this great mound of 
foliage well up into the dome, while giant 
bam boos planted at its base tower high above 
the gallery, and may overtop the mountain 
before the close of the Fair. When the vines 
begin to grow riotously and wreathe festoons 
over the spider-web of iron rods high overhead 
the dome will be a scene from fairyland.

TREE OF KNOWLEDGE OF GOOD AND EVIL, 


Double Cocéanut Palm Said to Be the Fa- 
mous Tree. 

The extraordinary palni tree known as the 
coco de mer, or double cocoanut, and consid- 
ered by the late Gen. Gordon to be the tree 
which grew in the Garden of Eden and bore 
the fruit of the *‘ knowledge of good and evil,” 
has at last, after many unsuccessful efforts, 
been reared in the botanical gardens at Kew; 
a fine specimen of the Lodoicea Sechellarum, 
as it is botavically termed, being on view in the

Victoria House. This strange plant, ‘which 
has its homme in_ the Seychelle Islands, to the 
northeast of Madagascar, a locality somewhat 
remote from the generally accepted site of 
the Garden of Eden, is extremely difficult to 
rear. As will be seen from the sketch the 
coco de mer has a very different method of 
growth from that adopted by the gereral run 
of vegetation. The huge double fruits, four- 
teen inches or so in length, require a good 
deal of coaxing toinduce them to send out 
a shoot. This shoot, too, is very capricious, 
and must be carefully tempted to attach 
itself to the soil, which it does, at some 
distance, often as| much as two or three feet. 
The shoot then sprouts up like an ordinary 
well-behaved plant, and the leaves commence 
to develop. The whole process is shown in 
the sketch, where the fruit is seen placed in 
the small pan of damp moss, and sending 
forth a shoot to another pot. The large fibrous 
fruits, which look like two cocoanuts joined 
together, are frequéntiy found floating in the 
sea, and this has given tise to many tradi- 
tions; amongst others the sailors of the Malay 
Peninsula aver that the fruit grows on a tree 
deep down in the unfathomable depths of the 


ocean ! 
CARRIED MILK TO GEN. WASHINGTON, 


Incidents in the Life of Mrs, Sharp, Who 
Died at the Age of 114. 

In a little house in the northwestern portion 
of Philadelphia died the other day Mrs, Anna 
Catherine Sharp, whd had reached the rarely 
ripe old age of 114 years 141 monthsand 2 
weeks. Ihe old lady’s age was not the only 
unusual feature connected with the history of 
her life. In: the house in which she died live 
at present her descendants for four genera- 
tions, all females, ranging from Mrs. Sharp’s 
daughter, Mrs. Mary A. Smith, aged 74, to her 
great-great-grandchild, Katie Wetherill, aged 
3 months. 

Mrs. Sharp was born Feb. 5, 1778, upon a 
farm, and she used to tell stories of how she 
used to get lost in the blackberry bushes and 
briars that grew on Ninth street when she was 
a young girl. She distinctly remembered de- 
livering milk toGen. Washington and his staff, 
which she carried from her father’s farm to 
headquarters. Another nteresting remem- 
brance of hers was how the boys made great 
bonfires when Commodore Perry destroyed 
the Euglish ships during the War of 1812. 

Mrs. Sharp, who was born Miss Dowaill, 
married John Sharp when she was.22 years of

age. Her husband served in the War of 1812, 
and died in 1849 at the age of 62. Up to the 
time of her death Mrs. Sharp drew her pen- 
sion asasoldier’s widow, being the oldest 
pensioner upon the government roll, 

When the last census was taken attention 
was attracted to Mrs, Sharp as being the 
oldest inhabitant in Philadelphia, and she 
held quite a reception on her 112th birthday. 
Her faculties remained good until the last, 
and she only took to her bed a week or two 
ago, having been down-stairs nursing her 
youngest great-great-grandchild on Christmas 
day. The late residence of Mrs. Sharp has 
been occupied by herself and offspring about 
forty-five years.

ENGLISH AND FRENOH OOMMISSION- 
ERS GIVE THEIR VIEWS. 


The Articles in Which They Tell of the 
Exhibits Their Countries Will Make 


Are to Appear in the Next Issue of the | 


“North American Review” — Great 
Britain and the Republic Will Both 
Have Creditable Fine Art Displays— 
Glimpses of the Exposition. 

New York, Jan. 27.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. |}—The subject of the World’s Fair is one 
which is aguin attracting the attention of the 
magazines, and the North American Review 
which will be out Tuesday next will contain 
two important papers on this absorbing sub- 
ject. One is on the British section, and is by 
Sir Henry Truman Wood, Secretary to the 
British commission, and the other is on the 
French section, and is by Theodore Stanton, 
Commissioner Resident in Paris. 

Whenever the English Government has 
taken part in an international exibition it 
has appointed a royal commission for the 
management of its section. 


Such commissions are usually formed of a num- 
ber of distinguished persons and in many cases 
have been under the Presidency of the Prince of 
Wales. These Exhibition Conimissions have not 
taken avery active part in the organization or 
usually held many meetings, all the executive 
work being left to the Secretary, and their duties 
being confined to a nominal supervision, bat they 
have always been held responsible for the proper 
discharge of the work, and their authority and 
influence have naturally proved valuable. 


In the case of the Paris Exhibition of 1889 
the British Government declined to take any 
part, so a private committee was formed, with 
an economical but not necessarily inefficient 


administration. 

When in March, 1891, the American Minister at 
the Court of St. James invited the British Gov- 
ernment to visit the World’s Fair Lord Salisbury 
at once replied that a Royal Commission should 
be appointed for the purpose. 
ever, were taken in the matter for some time, and 
eventually the Prime Minister advised her 
Majesty, instead of appointing a commis- 
sion of the ordinary character, to nominate 
the Council of the Society of Arts a royal com- 
mission for the exhibition. This is the oldest eo- 
ciety of its kind in the world, though 1t was only 
founded in 1734. It was founded for the purpose 
of encouraging the arts, manufactures, and com- 
merce of the British Kingdom and its depend- 
encies, including at that time the territories 
which are now the United States of America. 
Many articles in the early transactions of the 
society are devoted to the productions of ** His 
Majesty’s Colonies and Plantations in North 
America,” and in one of the first lists of its mem- 
bers occurs the name of Benjamin Franklin, 


Money Voted for the Exhibit. 


The first grant made by the Royal Commission 
for the Columbian Exposition was £25,000 ($1%,- 
000), with the idea that any further funds might 
be raised by payments to be made by exhibiters, 
a similar arrangement having beev found to work 
very successfully in the case of the Paris Exhibi- 
tion of 1889. In making so small a grant the gov- 
ernment could not foresee the importance which 
the Chicago Exhibition rapidly assumed, and the 
fact was soon realized that the occasion was 
worthy of more liberal treatment. On the usual 
formal application being made to Parliament to 
authorize the payment an animated debate took 
place, and a general feeling was expressed from 
all sides of the House that the grant ought fo be 
considerably increased. Increased it accordingly 
was to 460,000 ($300,000), a sum which, though 
much smaller than the amounts voted by other 
important contributing countries, experience has 
shown to be sufficient for the practical purposes 
of an exhibition. In 1878, at Paris, the expendi- 
ture was $335,000; in Vienna, $145,000; in Philadel- 
phia, $200,000, while at Paris in 1589 $150,000 proved 
quite sufficient. It is true that $630,000 were 
spent at Paris in 1867, buten that occasion the 
outlay was, according to general opinion, need- 
lessl y lavish. ) 

After doing some figuring on British ex- 
penditure at internatiwnal exhibitions the 
writer of this article says that: 

The total expenditure, public.and private, on 
the British section at Chicago with about 800 ex- 
hibiters may therefore be estimated at over 
$1,000,000. This amount is exclusive of the sums 
to be expended by the British colonies. 

While in the figuring mood he goes on to 
say that: ' 

The total space occupied by Great Britain and 
the colonies at Uhicago will in all probability be 
more than 500,000 square feet, exceeding the 
amount occupied in Paris in 15758—viz.: 360,000 
square feet, the largest space ever before filled by 
the British section at any exhibition. In Vienna 
170,000 square feet were occupied, at Philadelphia 
19,000; at Paris in 1889 233,000. At Paris in~ 1589 
Belgium occupied 120,000, the United States 
113,000 square feet. No othercountry had more 
than 65,000, 

Of the total area allotted to Great Britain and 
the colonies at the Chicago Exhibition it is prob- 
able that Great Britain alone will occupy about 
300,000 square feet, while the remaining 200,000 
will be occupied by contributions from the 
British colonies, the great countries which, 
practically independent and self-govern- 
ing, lend, on such an occasion as the present, so 
much strength to the empire, and enable it to 
hold a position that without such aid it could 
never pretend tooccupy. This is an advantage 
which noother country}possesses, and one of which 
we Britons may surely with some justice be 
proud. 

It is not very easy to ascertain accurately the 
way in which space was divided between the 
mother country and the colonies in previous ex- 
hibitions, 


An Excellent Fine Art Showing. 


Of the things to be exhibited he says: 

The principal contributions of Great Britain 
will be found in the following buildings: Fine 
Arts, Manufactures, Trausportation, Agriculture, 
and Machinery. The exhibits in the Electricity 
Building and the Mines and Mining Building will 
probably not be numerous, while very little is 
likely to be sent tothe Fisheries Building or to 
that for Horticulture, 

The fine,arts are going to be a great feature 
of this exhibition. Of the British attitude 
upon this subject Sir Henry says: 

There is every reason to believe that the pict- 
ures sent out from England will be thoroughly 
representative of the modern-British school. This 
part of the work has been under the active super- 
intendence of Sir Frederick Leighton, the Presi- 
dent of the Royal Acedemy, who has taken great 
interest in and devoted much time and thought to 
it. Very few, if any, of our prominent living art- 
ists will not be represented, and the list of ex- 
hibiters already includes all the names best. 
known to frequenters of English galleries. It 
may be worth noting that all the pictures shown 
will be the property of individual collectors or 
artists. The regulations of our national collec- 
tions do not allow of any contributions from 
them. In this respect we are at a disadvantage 
as compared with other European countries. 

After the fine arts, the most important British 
exhibits will naturally be found in the Manu- 
factures Building. Pottery, furniture; jewelry, 
in fact all the applications of art to industry, are 
well represented. Textile industries will make a 
creditable show, although here the effect of the 
tariff will certainly be felt. There will be many 
large and important contributions in the Depart- 
ment of Chemical Industry, and a good collec- 
tion of sporting guns and rifles. 

The classes included in the Department of Lib- 
eral Arts will be shown in the galler of this build- 
ing. We expect to have an qupasiaie good col- 
lection of photographs, both professional and 
amateur; an interesting exhibit showing the 
growth and present condition of the modern 
newspaper ; some fine maps, including contribu- 
tions from the Ordnance Survey Onlice and from 
the Royal Geological Society; and some repre- 
sentative educational collections. Our fine art 
publishers will also contribute many important 
works to this department, and we shall have a 
select exhibit of scientific apparatus. 

An iateresting exhibit of the Transporta- 
tion Room will be that of the London and 
Northwestern railway, which will send a loco- 
motive engine and several carriages, to com- 
pare with similar exhibits from American 
and Canadian railways, and the Great West- 
ern will send what is nuwarelic of the past, 
one of its fine broad-gauge engines. The ma- 
chinery section, however, will, Sir Henry 
thinks— 

Certainly suffer from the effects of the tariff and 
from the severe competition of American makers, 
although I am glad to be able to say that the 
machinery which will be sent over from this 
country will be of a high c!ass, and, for the most 
part, of an entirely novel character. 


Representatives of French Art, 


In writing of the French section Mr. Theo- 
dure Stanton says: 

The feature of the French exhibit will be the 
fine arts section. M. Roger-Ballu. the French 
Art Commissioner for Chicago, writes me: “ 
am confident of the high value of our art éxhibit. 
All of our artists, regardless of the distance which 
their works must traverse, have responded to 
our appeal with such eagerness that we have had 
to check their ardor. The administration, at the 
request of the jury, has had to limit each painter 
to three canvases. Our contemporary sculptors 
will be nobly represented, and the same thing 
may be said of the departments of engraving and 
architecture. The casts for the exhibition. which 
are being made in our museums, will enable visit- 
ors to Chicago to obtain an admirable idea of the 
glorious past of our French sculpture.’ 

On the subject of the contribution to the 
department of fine arts by the American 
artists residing in France he writes: 

ifiam not mistaken, these Franeo-American 
pictures and sculptures are to be placed next to 
those of France in the Gallery of Fine Arts in Jack- 
son Park in order to mark the close connection be- 
tween master and pupil and to show that this 
American school is only an off-shoot of the great 
French schovl.

In 1803 Chief Justice Marshall, in delivering 
an opinion of the Supreme Court, used de- 
tinitive language relative to the seal. it may 
be considered applicable to all instruments to 
which the seal is affixed, except that the Presi- 
dent’s signature is considered a warrant in it- 
self for affixing it to commissions and ex- 
equaturs. All other legal instruments re- 
quire a separate warrant, signed by the Pres- 
ident, authorizing the sea) to be used. Chief 
Justice Marshall’s language was as follows: 

The signature of the President is a warrant 
for affixing the great seal to the commission, and 
the great sealis only to be affixed toan instru- 
ment whichis complete. It attests, by an act 
supposed to be of public notoriety, the verity of 
the Presidential signature. It is never to be 
affixed till the commission is signed, because the 
signature which gives force and effect to the 
commission is conclusive evidence that the ap- 
pointment is made. The commission being 
signed, the subsequent duty of the Secretary of 
State is prescribed by law, and not to be guided 
by the will of the President. He is to affix the 
seal of the United States to the commission, and 
is to record It. 

Where the Seal Is Used. 


As the duties of tthe government have ex- 
panded the impracticability of having the 
seal of the United States attached by the De- 
partment of State to the commissions of 
officers who are under some other depart- 
ment has been recognized by Congress. By 
the act of March 18, 1874, the commissions of 
Postmasters were directed to be made out un- 
der the seal of the Postoffice Department; the 
act of March 3, 1875, placed the commissions 
of the officers of the Interior Department 
under that department; and .by act of Aug. 
8, 1888, all judicial officers, Marshals, and 
United. States Attorneys were ordered to 
be appointed under the sealof the Depart- 
ment of Justice. At the present time the seal 
of the United States is affixed to, the commis- 
sions of all Cabinet officers and diplomatic 
and consular officers who are nominated by 
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the President and confirmed by the Senste;

Curious Documents on Exhibition. 


Under Sec. 4, “ Treaties with Foreign Pow- 
ers,’’ there will be made an interesting and 
instructive display of the exchange treaties 
and of such curios as “friendship tokens ”’ 
from semi-barbarious tribes or nations. 

Sec. 5 will illustrate the keeping, recording, 
and publication of the laws of the United 
States. 

In Sec. 6 it is proposed to give a practical 
illustration in connection with Consular re- 
ports of the requirements of consumers in 
Mexico, Central and South America, and the 
West Indies. Pecyliar and particular wants 
of those countries and localities will be set 
forth, and information as to methods of pack- 
ing and transportation will be fully and prac- 
tically illustrated by model packing cases, 
bales, and samples of goods purchased in the 
open markets of those countries. 

In addition tothe regular exhibit to be made 
by the State Department the Bureau of Amer- 
ican Republics is preparing a historical col- 
lection on the lines laid down in the plan sub- 
mitted to the Select Committee on the World’s 
Fair by the Secretary of State in response to 
the communication from the Hon, J. W. 
Chandler. This collection is intended to rep- 
resent the history of the Spanish-American 
republics and colonies from the discovery of 
America to the present day by a series of 
pictures, models, manuscripts, books, maps, 
and other objects. In the series of pictures 
there will be represented events inthe life of 
Columbus covering all places identified with 
his career and all the places visited by him in 
America. 

Representatives of this bureau have visited 

these places, taking photographs, which have 
been enlarged with care and artistic taste, and 
have given the name and history of every 
place with which Columbus is identified. 
There is nota place .known in the iife of 
Columbus but what has been photographed 
wherever it has been possible. There is also 
a fullset of portraits, copies of every one 
made of him, and acopy by model or photo- 
graph of every monumenterected to his mem- 
ory, making a collection interesting in itself, 
Besides there will be curios and relics, 
including the landing of Columbus, the 
first cannon brought to America, and the 
first church bell ever rungin America. In 
the classification of the Latin-American de- 
partment there are five groups, the first being 
the period of discovery, embracing a geo- 
graphical knowledge and the science of navi- 
gation at the time of Columbus; court of 
Ferdinand and Isabella; illustrations of the 
life history of Colum bils, including a model of 
the house in Genoa in which he is said to have 
been born; photograph of the Couvent of La 
Rabida, near Palos, Andalusia, where Colum. 
bus, after having failed at the court of Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, stopped to ask for bread 
and—water for his son; relics of Columbus and 
his family: voyages of Columbus, photo- 
graphs and models. 
In this Columbus collection will also be 
shown models and photographs ,of the oid 
castle at Santo Domingo where Columbus was 
confined in chains prior to his return from 
Spain; also the old house in Valladolid, 
Spain, where Colum bus is said to have died., 


Pan-American Countries Illustrated. 


_ Group second of the Pan-American exhibit 
illustrates the period of the conquest, the 
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COLUMBUS’ BIRTHPLACE IN GENOA, 


first epoch being the conquest of 
Mexico. This includes pictures, models, agri- 
cultural methods, products iilustrating civili- 
zation of the Aztecs; the Conquistadores, 
embracing models of the ships in which 
Cortez sailed and relics of Cortez. The sec- 
ond epoch illustrates the conquest of Peru 
and the civilization of the Incas. Included in 
this epoch are relics of Pizarro and his men, 
including the banner of Pizarro suid to 
have heen embroidered by Queen Isabella 
and presented to Gen. Bolivar after the inde- 
pendence of Peru in 1821. Pizarro is buried 
in the Church of Santa Maria de la Concep- 
tion, his armed effigy kneeling in a niche and 
the helmet in front of him said to have been 
that worn by him. The third epoch relates to 
the conquest in other portions of America, the 
relics of the aborigines, showing the condition 
of the natives.of other portions of Central and 
South America, together with antiquities from 
Brazil, Chile, Argentine Republic, Colombia, 
Venezuela, and other countries. 

‘he third group shows the colonial period, 
the first epoch illustrating the reign of the 
Spanish Viceroys.. In this section is shown 
the development of the Southern Continent at 
the time of the revolution. ‘locluded in these 
groups will be found portraits and. relics of 
Miranda, Bolivar, Lord Cochrane, O’ Higgins, 
Gen. San Martin, and other great liberators, 
together with papers, pictures, and objects il- 
lustrating the struggle which resulted in the 
separation of the colonies from the crown of 
Spain. 

The fourth group relates to the present pe- 
riod, showing manj and his habitation by 
models illustrating race and tribal char- 
acteristics of natives from the Rio Grande 
to Cape Horn, from the Pueblo Peons of Mex- 
ico to the Canoe Indians of Terra Del Fuego. 
Another section of this group relates to man 
and his occupations, showing articles of food 
supply, natural or wild food, methods of its 
preparation and use; collections of cereals, 
fruit, and vegetables; wheat, corn, yams, man- 
dioca; fruit, preserved specimens; living trees 
bearing fruits, edible nuts and roots, includ.

The above are timely facts for those 
who are trying to persuade themselves and others 
that labor is getting less and less of the returns of

Carmi, Ill, Jan. 27.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—-There is only one thing the matter 
with Chicago. lt cannot let all its citizens in 
on the ground floor. It has no ground floor. 
Street cars and other wheeled things have 
taken itall. As it goes long on buildings it 
goes short on street facilities. 

There is only one remedy. If it will persist 
in putting up buildings fourteen, sixteen, and 
twenty stories high it must build streets with 
& commensurate capacity and make them 
three or four stories deep, 

Ground is getting scarce 'in some parts of 
Chicago, and the buildere on it seem to think 
ithasone of the conditions that always ac- 
company fame—namely: That there is 
plenty of room at the top—and every nan is 
ambitious to utilize the most of his upper 
space by developing a good and substantial 
pair of legs on which he mounts his El: sort 
of architecture. (f course the longer the legs 
the surer is Eli to get there, and he cheapens 
the ground in the ratio of added stones. 

The great fact of Chicago’s flatness, which 
makes its drainage such a great and perplex- 
ing problem, is in reality one of its greatest 
safeguards. It is planted deep down on the silu- 
rian rock, and because of this fact the city’s im- 
munity from earthquake shock is simply per- 
fect. It is possible that slight trewors may at 
times be felt in the tall structures, but such 
vibrations can only come by transmission 
through lateral strata reaching into far dis- 
tant regious of seismic disturbance. 

Chicago is far below the domain of any active 
volcanism. It may sound dcgmatie, but the 
worid over, no voleanic work, old or new, of 
the five known eras of volcanisim is found be- 
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low the formation on which Chicago stands. 
The limestones, the formations unchanged by 
volcanic activity and. whose presence made 
volcanoes possible, have all been swept away. 
The very erosion that, accomplished this work 
laid bare the hearthstones of many old-time 
volcanoes and revealed glittering heaps of me- 
tallic ores that were smc'ted from the old- 
time formations. 

The same cause that gave to Chicao a site 
of stability furnished a.soau grand Seld for 
its thrift and enterprise. It scooped out the 
lake system, and with its splendid genius the 
city is striving for the nuptials of Old Ocean 
and her Mediterranean. When this is accom- 
plished it will spring at once into the active 
commerce of the whole world asa maritime 
city. 

The same erosive force planed down all the 
upper structures that contributed all the sur- 
rounding metais by the smelting process of 
voleanic action and all the outlying deposits 
of common sait by old-time evaporation and 
prepared the bed of the fertile plains that lie 
at Chicago’s feet and are tributary to its 
wealth and splendor. 

Unique City of the World, 


With all these elements—stability of foun- 
dation, permanency of resources, a phenome- 
nally fruitful contiguity of space, open ways 
into the marts of men, a new ethnic develop- 
ment of mankind, where the comm mgling of 
the best blood of all the Caucasian races is 
producing a type of men such as the world 
never saw before; fertile to plan, daring to 
attempt, and boldly confident in achievement, 
filled with masterful energy and armed with 
unlimited resouree—what can it not dare and 
accomplish ? 

It is to be the unique city of the world. 
Only the strength and combustibility of ma- 
terials need to limit the upward growth of her 
honey-comb structures. Massed together these 
will be as safe fifty stories high as they are at 
twenty. In this condition they are able to 
withstand any tornado that could come against 
them. It was practically demonstrated at 
Louisviile, Ky., that aviolent tornado does 
comparatively littie damage in a closely built 
compact city to what it does ina sparsely 
built up town. : 

Under present conditions there is only one 
element of insecurity that :nenaces Chicago’s 
architectural wonders, and this lies in the 
plastic nature of the stratum of sand under- 
lying the city. Because of this plastic quality, 
depth of foundation amounts to very little, 
As the tremendous weight of the building is 
brought to bear on the foundation, however 
deep, the pressure is transmitted downward 
and laterally until it meets resistance, but it 
does not stop here—it is deflected toward the 
point of least resistance—which in most _in- 
stances is the street, or, it may be, sole 
lighter part of the building. In either case 
the points of greatest pressure go down, while 
the points of least resistauce rise up. ; 
The exemplification of this fact is plainly 
and notably to be seen in the Postoffice Build- 
ing. For its cubical area this structure is by 
far the heaviest building in Chicago; but its 
pressure is not evenly distributed over its 
foundation space, and, as a consequence, there 
is no isometry in the pressure values. When 
itis borne in wind that this sand bed—)ust 
like water—obeys the hydrostatic law exactly 
in proportion to some function of its density 
it wiil be easier understood why some parts of 
the building rise as other parts sink. 

Without any data, but from the nature of the 
case only, one might predicate a displacement 
in the sewers and water mains along the 
streets contiguous to such buildings; and, fur- 
ther, that such displacement would always be 
upward. Perhaps without fully realizing 
the viscous property of the stratuin 
on which they build the architects 
are seeing the effects of this unequal 
pressure and build to overcome it. In the 
deep foundations of some of the “ royal top- 
gallants ’’ now in process of construction one 
may see the painstaking care of the architect 
in the labor to secure isometric pressure 
throughout the whole area of his foundation. 
It is practically a solid, unyieiding platform 
of resistance. To secure utter and absolute 
solidity weight commensurate with the build- 
ings should be placed on the streets, but this 
is wholly impracticable. 

Streets One Above Another. 


All the needs of the situation in the con- 
gested parts of the city call for streets three 
or four stories deep. No city was ever built 
according to rule. The highest metropolitan 
type 1s purely and simply en evolution—a 
growth from the actual necessities of the case. 
Chicago is to be no exception. As its streets 
become choked with all sorts and conditions 
of animated Life it will be driven to devise and 
adopt means for its normal circulation. 

The city is at its highest function when es- 
tablishing a precedent. It leads; the politan 
world may follow. Tunneling ‘through the 
streets for subways of communication— Lon- 
don fashion—is out of the question. 1t must 
build on top of the ground. 


A three-storied street is what is needed. It 
is the solution. 

A visitor to Chicago twenty-five years from 
now will note wonderful changes from what 
he sees today. He will come into the city 
over atriple or quadruple viaduct that shall 
extend far out beyond the suburbs, and each 
story of such viaduct will be used by a differ- 
ent line of railway. i 
High-priced city property will bring about 
such a consolidation of ecg It will be 
vastiy cheaper to buy a privilege over 4n ex- 
veting right of way and then build up in the 
air on steel and iron than it will be to buy 
y nd.

READY TO MOVE THE CHURCH. 


Congregation of the Central Baptist Church 
to Seek New Quarters. ° 

This morning the Central Baptist Church 
congregation, the Rev. C. L. Kirk, pastor, 
which has worshiped for the last twelve 
months in the old Quinn Chapel on Fourth 
avenue, near Van Buren street, will hold its 
last services in that place. %& wiil move 
temporarily to the Baptist Mission &t No. 327 
State street and seek a permanent location in 
that neighborhood. This indicates the virtual 
failure of an important mission enterprise 
which has the Baptist City Mission Society 
and the whole denomination 1n the city at its 
back. 

This church was designed as the successor 
of the Pacific Garden Mission, which it ad- 
joins on the south. Eighteen months ago Col. 
George R. Clarke was a hopeless invalid, Mrs. 
Clarke was detained at his bedside, and Harry 
Monroe, tbeir assistant, was so ill that he was 
not expected to recover. The work of the 
missioa was conducted for months by volun- 
teer workers and these happened to be 
Baptists. Meanwhile it seemed to be | 
settled that the building occupied by the mis- } 
sion could not be obtained for another year, 
but would be torn down; ' So that everything 
indicated the extinction of the famous mission 
unless the Baptists devised some way to sus- 
tain it. 

Under these circumstances the Baptist City 
Miseion Society determined .to plant a mis- 
sionary church in the saine neighborhood and 
get in readiness to carry on the work, even 
though Col. Clarke and Mr. Monroe should 
die and the mission be turned out of its old 
home. The Quiun Chapel colored Methodists 
had recently vacatea their house of worship 
in the rear of the mission: and the Baptiste 
secured that for their services and organized, 
there the Central Baptist Church, with the }, 
Rev. C. L. Kirk as its pastor. This was done 
with the entire approval of the Clarkes and 
with the understanding that, in order not to 
inilitate against the mission, the chureh would 
hold no night meetings until the mission be- 
came extinct or was compelled to change its 
location. 

But everything conspired to frustrate these 
plans. Col. Clarke died, but Mr. Monroe was 
entirely restored to health, and the lease of 
the property was renewed for another year. 
Under these cirzumstances Mrs. Clarke con- 
cluded to carry on the work, and has done 
so ever since with increased success. 
Under these circumstances the church had no 
chance for prosperity. It had only a Sunday 
morning service, and its congregations were 
small, With the greatest exertions its nomi- 
nal meinbership has never exceeded fifty and 
its real membership thirty. It soon became 
obvious that there was no good reason for it 
to exist and that i¢é was a waste of means to 


maintain it. The rent of the building was, 
$2,000, the pastor’s salary $2,500, and incl- 


dental expenses probably $500, making the 
running expenses at least $5,000, for which 
there was absolutely nothing tu show. 
Meanwhile other discouragements occurred. 
The pastor’s health became poor, and he was 
absent for months from his post. Then the 
race question was raised and the membership 
became torn with dissension. A colored mem- 
ber was admitted, and as the locality is largely 
settled by colored people the prospect was goo1 
for its becoming virtually a colored church. 
This frightened away some of the leading 
members and even officers of the church, and 
they have refused to enter its doors again. 
The present plan is to remove the church to 
the mission that has existed for a year past at 
No. 327 State street until a permanent loca- 
tion can be secured where nightly gospel mis 
sion metings can be held. Two locations are 
under consideration, one on State street and 
one on Wabash avenue, and it is not impossi- 
ble that the church may occupy both of them. 
On the other hand the difticulties. of keeping 
up a church organization with a democratic 
form of church government and a member-* 
ship composed entirely of mission converts 
are so appalling that good judges of such things 
would not be surprised to see the church or- 
ganization abandoned altogether, whether the 
mission work 1s continued or not, 
The Quinn Chapel Society, when it moved 
into its new house of worship on Wabash ave- 
nue, sold its old property. It was then leased 
for ninety-nine years to James Darlow and 
F. E. Ballard of this city at an initial rent of 
$2,000 a year. These lessees sublet the prem- 
ises to the Baptist City Mission Society, with 
the trustees of the Central Baptist Church for 
guarantors, for three years, beginning with 
Feb. 1, 1892, at $2,000 a year. But they have 
considerately consented to a surrender of the 
lease for the remaining two years without any 
forfeiture. The lot has a frontage of 50 feet 
on Fourth avenue and a depth of 100 feet, 
and they expect to turn it temporarily into a 
hotel or lodging-house. The probability 1s 
that next yeara large modern building will 
be erected on this and the corner property to- 
gether.

It 
makes a beer that will keep for an indefinite 
time and under all _ conditions of 
climate and temperature; it shortens the time 
required to make a beer suitable for the 
market; 1t does away with the sediment in 
bottles and adds to the flavor and the whole- 
someness of the beverage by the large amount 
of carbonic acid gas it contains. The discovery 
was made only a few years ago by a citizen of 
Constance, Germany. Today it is popular in

An Expert’s Experience. 


One of the leading specialists of Germany, 
writing to the Chicago Scientific Station for 
Brewing, admited his regrets and, at the same 
time, pointed out the importance of the dis.

I have followed the efforts of our export brew. 
eries very closely. Much has been accomplished 
in preserving beer. The process of pasteurization 
has brought the solution of the problem quite 
close, but does not yet answer our expectations.

The beer had been sub- 
jected to all degrees of temperature, and the 
visitors found it so hot that they could not 
hold the bottles in their hands. Cooled down 
as rapidly as could be done with safety for the 
bottles one of them was opened and the drink 
found to be excellent and/full of life. 


Pasteur’s Idea, 


Pasteur’s first great work concerned. beer, 
He laid the foundation of that science Which 
today has become indispensable to the brew- 
ing industry—namely: bacteriology. He final- 
ly disposed of the old theory of spontaneous 
generation and showed that ail _ fer- 
mentation was caused by wmicrodérgan- 
isms. He dethroned chemistry, or re 
duced that science to its proper position, 
and by indicating the study of microdrgan- 
isms paved the way along which traveled the 
man whom brewers today look upon as their 
greatest scientist, Dr. Emil Christian Hansen 
of Copenhagen, who discovered the particular 
species of yeast which would produce the 
desirec fermentation and indicated methods 
for cultivating this organism. This is the 
‘pure yeast” that brewers talk about so 
much. 

It was Pasteur who suggested process of 
heating the finished beer in the Keg orin the 
bottle to a certain degree which would kill all 
remaining yeast ceils.

“GIVE ME THAT LETTER’’—“‘THE CRUST OF SO- 
CIETY,’ ACT Il. 


Born to the bar sinister the Younger Dumas 
has all his life been domimated by one idea— 
the social problem,.. He never has, apparent- 
ly, dreamed of any civilization except that in 
which he was brought up, though, perhaps, 
Mohammedanism may hold the answer tv his 
tireless questionings. ‘“‘My own life was a 
social error,”’ he once said, sadly, 
life shall be devoted to combating social er- 
rors.”’ His father, whose Gargantuan laugh 


from the boards of France, used to say, *“* My 
son is brilliant. but he is too much 
of a preacher.’’ Preacher though 
Dumas the Younger may be. 
the most frivolous nation in Europe has not 
grown tired of listening to him, despite his 
many self-contradictions; and he has been 
condemned only by those strangers to his 
works who have judged him by his themes 
and not by his treatment of them. 


* * 

When hardly more than a boy the Younger 
Dumas wrote the novel (afterward play) which 
throughout the world at large has been since 
inseparably associated with his name, The 
theme of “Camille”? was legitimate. The 
just objection to it is that the heroine was not 
shown to be an exception to her class. The 
author in his third work—‘t Le Demi-Monde ”’ 
—the one now introduced for the third time to 
the English and Americans—made amends 
for the generous mistake of “Camille.” 
He had lived from youth among the exiles 
who live in the outskirts of society; 
and by his own force of wiil he made for him- 
self and family a home such as he himseif 
never had been born to. The motto he took 
for ** Le Demi-Monde”’ is spoken in the Jast 
lines, though the entire action enforces the 
moral ** A good man should marry none but a 
good worhan.”’ 

While it was necessary to change the title 
of this play no sensible purpose was served by 
making the characters British. The atmos- 
phere is nothing, if not Parisian, and it is as 
far from bemg congenial to London as it 
would be to Kamschatka. The manager of 
the present company at the Chicago 
Opera- House, Mr. John Stetson, 
probably ordered the personages to 
be anglicized sO as to throw 
on their conduct the shadow of a sober re- 
spectability. 
elated by the prosperity of the “Crust of So- 
ciety’’ that he is organizing a second com- 
pany, which in a few days will be en route to 
San Francisco. ‘Lhe copyright to these early 
works of the French author appear to be coin- 
mon property.

Dr. Oscar Blumenthal, the dramatist, wrote 
panegyrics te - er, this writer going out of 
his way to comy her with Bernhardt, to the 
disadvantage of the latter. Tne comparison 
was uncalled for, even if it were just. Certain 
it is that the great Italian will satisfy Amer- 
ican playgoers if she even approaches the stand- 
ard of excellence established in passionate 
roles by the erratic Sarah. 

This actress, who, according to her author- 
ized biography, is 82 years old, was born at 
Vigevano, a town between Piedmont and 
Lombardy, She comes of an acting family, 
and was brought up in the theater, among the 
hardships that proverbially confront genius. 
As a girl she had the honor of playing Julia 
in Verona itself. In Naples she made her 
earliest successes. It is difficult to, learn 
whether she is beautiful. Her admirers de- 
clare that she cotiypletely merges her person- 
ality in her rdle, whatever it may be. 
Her realism is said to be de- 
cided, yet neither literal nor sordid. 
She has played many of the heroines of the 
Younger Dumas in such plays as *“* La Femme 
de Claude,’’ *“*Ija’-Prineesse de Bagdad,”’ 
* Francillon,” “* Denise,” and others. This 
author hus written of her: 

There is in this new edition of “La Princesse 
de Bagdad” an emendation in the last scene. 
Neitherl nor the French actress who created this 
part in Paris suggested it, although it is now, as 
we see, irrefutable and _ irresistible. lt was 
Eleonora Duse, the admirable Italian tragedienne,

now exciting the enthusiasm of Vienna, who had 
this inspiration when she played the part in 
Rome. I have changed it definitely and forever, 
but the honor and the merit are hers. I wish to 
thank her, and I feel called upon to do so pub- 
licly for introducing two of my plays, pever 
played before her, into the Italien theater. It is 
to be regretted for our French dramatic art that 
this unsurpassed artiste 1s not French. 

The notices of the New York papers on 
Signora Duse'’sacting in ** Camille ” last week 
are highly complimentary. The Tribune of 
that city thus describes her: 

Mme. use proved to be an actress of excep- 
tional force, sensibility, and personal charm. She 
is, majestically, a womanof uncommon physical 
vitality and intense temperament. Her nature is 
impressive. Her features are large, the lower 
part of the face is heavy and denotes resolute 
concentration. Her eyes are dark and fine, with 
an expression that passes swiftly from  se- 
rious sweetness to lowering gloom. The lips 
and chin are eloqueut of tremulous emotion, 
quite irrespective of the spoken words. The 
brow 1s low and is expressive of refinement and 
gentleness. The dark, abundant hair shades and 
softens a countenance which otherwise would be 
somber and pathetic without relief. In demeanor 
Mme. Duse combines grace of uatural movement 
with elemental repose. As an actress she is a rep- 
resentative of what is called the emotional 
school, the school of Clara Morris, who, in a cer- 
tain strange manner, Mme, Duse resembies and 
recalls. Her most extraordinary characteristic 
is her mobility of feature, and her best gift is her 
voice. Her tones in general are deep, rich, varia- 
ble, and sympathetic, and if they can be trusted 
she possesses that precious qualification for true 
success in acting, a good heart.

She readily expresses. shades of emotions by 
the mobility of her features, particularly the 
more intense emotions—anger and surrow, It 
is for this reason that many of her most forci- 
ble scenes were those in which no word was 
spoken.

Solid Wax Creations Are Too Delicate and 
* Fragile and Now the Average “Dolly” 
Has a Foundation of Papier-Mache— 
The Making of These Inanimate Babies 
a Work of Art—Mohair Used in Place 
of the Real “Crowning Glory ”—Saw- 
dust Not Fashionable as “Stuffing.” 
When you find a mouse that doesn’t like 
cheese and a kitten that will stick up its nose 
at cream, then you may find the little girl 
who has no interest whatever in dolls, Just 
why girls like dolls and boys don’t 1s a topic 
too deep, complex, and extended for discus- 


sion. 

But because boys don’t like dolls is no rea- 
son why girls should not. So the girls, without 
being put to the task of explaining why they 
prefer dolls to the rude, ugly, ungainly things 
that boys often lavish their affections upon, 
may ge on carrying their innocent toys to 
their hearts’ content. 

But, as a matter of course, no prudent young 
miss would think of adupting a doll into her 
perfectly respectable and well-behaved family 
of toys without knowing something of its his- 
tory and antecedents. The holiday thoughts 
and dreams of all the little girls in Christen- 
dom tend toward and meet)at one common 
center—a wax doll. There are not many wax- 
doll factories in America. Most of the imita- 
tion misses are of European birth or origin, 
and are compelled to undergo aterrible sea 
voyage, with the consequent possibility of an 
attack of seasickness before they can 
reach this glorious land of the free 
and establish themselves as full and accepted 
members of our best households. However, 
imported wax dolls, unlike much of our for- 
eign e:ement, are of the real aristocracy and 
their position in dolldom 1s never questiored. 
And wax dolls, like the living beauties they 
are designed to imitate, are not always all 
they seem or patterned to be, But few of 
them are made of pure beeswax, for that ma- 
terial was found to be too unsuitable for a 
good, substantial doll, which experience has 


taught should be 
A creature not too frail or fair 
For lots and lots of wear and tear; 
For scores and scores of kicks and cuffs, 
Whacks, punches, bruises, thumps, and scuffs. 
The limbs all firm, a body stout 
That can’t be twisted inside out; 
A perfect Dolly nobly planned 
To every sort of test withstand. 
There's Strength in Union. 


Ketter results are obtained by combining 
the wax with a groundwork of papier-maché, 
The paper figure is dipped into boiling wax, 
and the coating thus obtained is allowed to 
cool, when the operation is repeated, and so 
on until the desired thickness of wax is ob- 
tained. Why shouldn’t adolly have a sweet 
face when said features are made out of the 
material which the bees have gathered from a 
thousand flowers? A dull of this variety will 
bear considerable of rough usage, and if the 
neighbor’s little girls, who are sometimes a 
little bit envious, du not pick off the wax with 
*their busy little fingers, such a doll may ob- 
tain to a respectable age, as dolls go, before 
she is in the hopeless *“‘sere and yellow”’ of 
her existence? 

The doll of pure wax may be very beautiful 
and oraamental, but it is not a useful doll, It 
is too rare and delicate for the hard knocks of 
this stirring world. Its manufacture is an 
art far higherthan the makimg of ordinary 
plebeian dolls, such as one meets in the every- 
day haunts of life. Ite making approaches 
sculpture in its detail and finish. The mold 
is usually made of wood or clay, but some- 
times of metal. The boiling wax is poured 
into it, the mold being first moistened with a 
non-adhesive substance, which enables the 
artist to take the cast out clean and smooth. 
Then the hand of the artist brings out the 
lines of the features and gives them the prop- 
er coloring. For the rest the wax doll must 
submit to precisely the same process that 
beautifies its plainer and less expensive gis- 
ters.

The covering that must be placed on the 
doll’s shining h2ad—for dolls may be said to 
be born bald-headed--is an important feature. 
Dollmakers long ago reached the conclusion 
that mohair is better than locks that have 
once done service on a human head. Human 
hair must be washed, and washing is some- 
thing dolls are exempt from. Many little 
boys and a few little girls wish they were dolls 
at times. When properly dressed mohair is 
not easily distinguished from the natural arti- 
cle, anc is much easier of manipulation. It is 
a reali pity boys and girls haven’t mohair. It 
curls, bangs, and frizzes nicely, and remains 
in position well. 

Faithfal to Womankind Even in Detail. 


Since dolls are to represent living beings as 
nearly as possible, they have extra switches 
of false hair to add to the enjoyment of the 
little nurse maid whose duty and pleasure it 
is to look after all of the doli’s belongings. 
Perhaps the most important and expensive 
item in doll manufacture are the glass eyes. 
They are said to ail come from England and 
Germany, and except in size are just like the 
glass eyes that replace lost human organs of 
vision. They are of every shade of color from 
deep black to light biue and gray and are al- 
ways chosen to match the doll’s hair. It 
would be hard to tell where is the birthplace 
of adoll, for its eyes come from one source 
and its hair and body from another. Doll’s 
bodies are made by hand, the sew- 
ing-machine being of no use in their 
manufacture. The so-called ‘** French 
body ”’ has joints or divisions and lasts much 
longer than the old style inflexible doll. In 
fact some little girls wish they would not last 
so long and then they could have a new doll 
the sooner. When dolls used to be stuffed 
with sawdust their presence in a house could 
nearly always be detected by portions of their 
substance which had leaked through ripped 
seams. Horsehair is now employed to a great 
extent, and nice plump dolls do not suffer 
that sudden wasting away that once they did. 

Dolls were long since made to open and 
shut their eyes, and there are those that 
can waik, creep, talk, and sing a little. 
Wax dolls’ outfits are often very expensive, 
and sometimes the dressing of one doll would 
provide garments for a whole family of per- 
sons where the rag doll is likely to find its 
home. For be it remembered dolls’ mothers 
are much like other mothers—their own pet is 
‘des ’e cutest ’ittlo baby in ’e world.”’ Wheth. 
er the dolly springs from the rag bag, and has 
astring tied around its body tu compel a 
waist, or whethcr it is imported wax, dressed 
in real silks, satins, and laces, with jewelry, 
some little foster mother will give it a tender 
parent’s care.
